The  hero  who  is  the  fubjeft  of  the 
prefent  Memoir  has  acquired  a 
of  eiorv  equal  to  any*  and  fupe* 
rior  to  moft  of  his  contemporaries.  He 
is  the  foil  of  the  Reverend  Edward  Nel- 
Ibn,  Reftor  of  Burnham  Thwpe,  in  the 
county  of  Norfolk,  by  Catherine, daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Suckling,  Pre¬ 
bendary  of  Weftminller.  At  the  ret- 
tory-houfe  of  his  father’s  living  hefirli 
faw  the  light  on  the  29th  of  September 
175s,  and  received  the  firll  part  of  his 
education  at  the  high  fchool  at  Nor- 
wich,  from  whence  he  was  removed  to 
North  Waltham,  at  which  place  his  lite¬ 
rary  piirfuits  terminated. 

At  the  age  of  twelve  years,  in  i77®» 
he  left  fchool,  and  vras  admitted  on 
board  the  Raifonablc  by  h|s  mater¬ 
nal  uncle.  Captain  Maurice  Suckling  ; 
but  the  difference  with  the  Spaniards 
relative  to  Falkland  lilands  being  (bon 
accommodated,  the  (hip  was  paid  off, 
and  our  young  failor  was  fent  a  vo3rage 
in  a  Wett  India  (hip  belongine  to  the 
houfe of  Hibbcrt,  Furrier, and  Horton. 
On  his  return  home,  in  July  i77*»  he 
was  again  received  by  his  uncle,  then 
commanding  the  Triumph,  lying  at 
Chatham. 

His  voyage  to  the  Weft  Indies  had 
almott  been  the  means  of  depriving 
Government  of  his  future  fcrviccs  ; 
he  conceived  an  avcrfionto  be  employed 
in  what  may  be  called  the  higher  line  ot 
ftrvice,  and  might  have  quietly  funk 
into  the  obfeure  fituation  of  the  maftci* 
of  a  trading  velTel,  had  not  the  addrefs 
of  his  uncle  again  reanimated  him,  and 
reconciled  him  tothc  ftatein  which  he 
afterwards  to  become  one  of  its 
diltinguiOied  omamenti,

While  at  Chatham,  he  had  frequent 
opportunities  of  navigating  veifrls  from 
lliat  place  to  theTower  of  London,  and 
alfo  dow'n  the  Swin  Channel,  uid  to  the 
North  Foreland ;  and  by  his  conllaiit 
and  unwcaiird  attention  he  became  a 
moft  excellent  pilot. 

In  April  i77V  ^  voyage  of  difeovery 
was  undertaken,  by  ol  der  of  the  King, 
to  afeertain  bow  far  mavigation  was 
pra6ficable  towards  the  North  Pole,  to 
advance  the  difeovery  of  a  north  welt 
paflage  into  ^  the  South  Seas,  and  to 
make  fuch  other  agronomical  obierva- 
tions  as* might  prove  (erviccable  to  na¬ 
vigation.  On  this  voyage  voiing  Nel- 
foQ  (blicited  to  go,  and,  rather  than  be 
.left  behind,  fubmitted  to  the  appoint, 
ment  of  Coxfwainto  Captain  Lutwidge, 
.who,  being  Rruck  with  the  unfubdued 
(pirit  which  he  difplayed  on  this  occa- 
hon,  coufented  to  receive  him  in  this 
capacity  ;  andfrom  that  event  a  friend, 
(hip  commenced  between  thefe  two  Offi¬ 
cers  which  has  continued  without  abate- 
ment  tojhe  prefent  day.  During  the 
expedition,  I^rd  Mulgravetook  parti¬ 
cular*  notice  of  the  young  Coxfwain, 
and  formed  that  high  opinion  of  hit 
character  which  his  fubfequent  condu^ 
has  (b  judly  merited.  In  the  coui  fc  of 
it  he  encountered  and  overcame  lomc 
difficulties  which  inferior  minds  would 
have  ihrunk  from  rather  than  gr.4pplcd 
with.  One  anecdote  is  prelerved  by  an 
Officer  who  was  prefent,  and  will  evince 
that  cool  intrepidity  in  danf  er  which 
tl>en  {^ofTefled  our  young  in'irmer,  and 
for  which  he  has  ever  Iwen  rcnurkai)le.

On  his 
return.  Captain  Lutwidge  reprimanded 
him  for  leaving  tlie  ihip  without  leave, 
and  in  a  fevere  tone  demanded,  what 
motive  could  pollihly  induce  him  to

hero,  with  great  limpiicity,  replied^

On  the  return  of  the  vcflcls  to  Eng¬ 
land  the}'  were  paid  off,  and  Mr.  Nel- 
fon  defned  to  he  appointed  to  one  of 
the  (hips  of  a  fqu.adron  deftined  to  the 
Kail  Indies.  He  was  accordingly  placed 
in  the  Sea  Horfe,  Ctptain  Farmer,  of  to 
gttns,  and  in  this  Ihip  was  ftationed  to 
watch  in  the  fore-tup,  whence  in  time  he 
.was  placed  on  the  quarter-deck.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  voyage,  he  vifited  almoll  every 
part  of  the  Ealt  Indies  from  Bengal  to 
Bulfora  j  but  ill  health  afflifting  him, 
Sir  Edward  Hughes,  with  great  kind- 
nefs,  ordered  him  home  in  the  Dolphin, 
Captain  James  Pigott  ;  which  Ihip  be¬ 
ing  paid  oft*  in  September  1776,  Mr. 
Nellbn  received,  on  the  16th  of  that 
month,  an  order  to  a5l  as  Lieutenant 
in  the  Woiccfter,  64  guns,  Captain 
Mark  Rabinlbn,  then  under  failing  or¬ 
ders  for  Gibraltar,  with  a  convoy  ;  and 
he  was  at  fca  with  convoys  until  the  id 
of  April  1777* 

On  the  8th  of  April  he  palTed  his 
examination  as  Lieutenant,  and  the 
next  day  received  his  commilfion  as 


Second  of  the  Loweftoffe,  31  gtmsj 
Captain  William  Locker,  in  which 
(hip  he  arrived  at  Jamaica  j  but  defiring 
more  active  employment,  he  folicited 
an  appointment  to  the  command  of  a 
fchooner,  tender  to  the  Loweftoffe  j 
and  in  tlut  fmall  veflTcI  eagerly  availed 
himfelfof  the  opportunity  of  becoming 
a  complete  pilot  for  all  the  intricate 
fxilTag  es  through  the  Keys  (I (lands), 
ITtuated  on  the  northern  lide  of  Hifpa- 
niola.  During  his  continuance  in  the 
Loweftoffe,  a  circumftauce  occurred 
which  fo  ftrongly  prefaced  and  marked 
his  chandler  tliat  wc  Ihall  here  record 
it. 

“  In  a  ftrong  gale  of  wind  and  an 
heavy  fea,  the  Loweftoffe  captured  an 
American  letter  of  marque.  The  Cap. 
tain  ordered  the  Firft  Lieutenant  to 
board  her,  which  he' accordingly  at¬ 
tempted,  but  was  not  able  to  etfeft, 
owing  to  a  tremendous  fea.  On  his 
return  to  the  (hip,  Captain  Locker  cx» 
claimed,  Havel  then  no  O^er  v:kocan 
board  the  prize  f  On  hearing  this,  the 
Mailer  immediately  ran  to  the  gangway 
in  order  to  jump  into  the  boat,  when 
Lieutenant  Nellbn  luddenly  Hopped 
him,  laying,  It  is  my  turn  ntvj  j  ij  I  came 
back,  it  *wiTi  be  yours,"  ^ 

Soon  after  the  arrival  of  Sir  Peter 
Parker  at  Jamaica,  in  1778,  he  appointed 
Lieutenant  Nclfon  third  of  the  Briitol, 
hisftag  Ihip  ;  from  which,  by  rotation, 
he  became  the  firft,  and  under  Sir  Peter 
Parker's  flag  concluded  his  fervices  in 
the  rank  of  a  Lieutenant.  On  the  8th 
of  December  in  that  year,  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed,  on  that  nation,  Commander  of 
the  Badger  brig  •,  in  which  he  was  foon 
ordered  to  protdft  the  Mofquito  Ihorc 
and  the  Bay  of  Honduras  from  the  de¬ 
predations  of  American  privateers.  In 
this  fervicc  he  acquired  the  grateful  re- 
fpea  of  the  fettlcrs,  who  unanimoully 
voted  him  their  thanks,  .and  cxprclled 
their  regret  on  his  quitting  the  lU- 
tion.

HI  lateft  dirpatches  from  Bengal 
brought  advice  of  the  demile  of 
Major- Cyncrtl  Claudt  Martin,  At  an 
extraordinary  pcrlbnage,  who  railed 
hioifelf  from  toe  iowlv  fituation  of  a 
private  trooper  to  refpeaablc  rank  in  the 
irniy»  as  well  as  to  a  very  uncommon 
degree  of  opmknctt  a  connedted  Memoir 
of  his  Life,  may  prove,  perhaps,  nei¬ 
ther  unacceptable  to  your  genvral  read- 
ers,  nor  to  his  furviving  friends  and 
companions. 

OauJe  Martm  was  a  native  of  the 
Ljojmou,  fpning  from  an  humble  line- 
.age,  principally  employed  in  the  more 
toilfoine  and  ordinary  occupations  .of 
.the  JUk-manufaCior^y  the  liaple  of  that 
.province,  which  tu'ft  excited,  perhaps, 
.the  mechanical  properjjit^  he  afterwards 
.difplayed.  Some  of  liis  kindred  rehde 
•at  tJiis  time,  it  reems,,in,  or  near,  Ljorn, 
enabled  by  his  pecuniary  aids  (though 
he  often  complained  bitterly  of  their 
we^ledt  and  of  tlteir  inattention  to  him 
during  his  Hate  of  indigence)  to  tralhc 
vhtkfaU  in  the  fupenor  branches  of 
that  commerce,  to  which  they  could 
precedently  contribute  in  retaii  only, 
oy  their  manual  labour. 

In  lus  youth,  but  not  very  early,  he 
became  a  foUitr^  and  not  long  .after  was 
dnmghted  into  a  troop  of  light  dra¬ 
goons,  incorporated  for  the  purpofe  of 
accompanying  General  Count  Laih  to 
Indiaf  there  to  form  bis  body  guard. 

The  County  though  a  Gentleman  of 
talents,  intelligence,  knowledge  of  the 
world,  anvl  ot  pre-eminent  ikjU  and 
gallantry  in  his  profejjkny  was  unhappily 
.curftd  with  an  irritation  and  impatience 
of  temper,  as  galling  to  others  as  haralT- 
ing  to  himfelf.  .Naturally  imperious, 
•opinionated,  conceited  of  his  rank, .and 
'prefumptuous  of  his  defeent,  he,  on  his 
arrivalat  PonJicherfy,  unluckily  encoun¬ 
tered  perfons.in  theadminiitration  there  t 
the  vc^  1‘everfe,  in  every  particular,  of 
hiinfelt  ^  in extra^Vion, neither 

cHimable  for  their  intellcduul  or  prac¬ 
tical  qual locations,  and  deltitute  of  all 
political  enterprise  $  mere  mercantile 
automatay  in  Short,  devoted  only  to  coin- 
aiercial  or  peculative  operations  ;  nei¬ 
ther  of  their  perfons  or  underliandings 
could  bis  arrogance,  for  one  moment, 
whether  in  their  preieace  or  abfence, 
fupprefs  the  emotions  of  his  contempt 
tnd  averfion.  To  that  excels,  indeed, 
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did  his  antipathy  extend,  as  to  impel 
him  to  cretf  a  phhet  in  front  of  the 
Coumcil  Houfoy  “  in  terrorem**  to  their 
deliberations.  Although  not  aiftually 
thus  infulting  and  hiperciliout  to  his 
o%um  O/uerSy  numbers  of  whom  wei«. 
Nohiemen  and  Chevatirrs  of  diRinebon 
mare  jllulfrious  than  bis  own  ( yet  weue 
they  comnvincled  by  him  with  ib  rigid, 
ib  vexatiotu  a  chJapUne  and  authority,  as 
to  conttrain  many  of  them  indignantly 
to  relinquidi  the  Icrvice  and  retire  to 
£aro/v,and  theyailiiaer}  attached  to  them, 
in  confequence,  to  deiert  in  numbers  ; 
a  ftceJUion  produHire,  fome  Jew  years 
after,  of  his  arretignment  nosJuxeentson, 

Amonglt  otlmrs  which  thus  abandon* 
ed  their  colours,  was  the  evefrr  corps  that 
conlUtut^d  the  Coimt's  cavalry  guard, 
who  went  oH*i«  a  hotfyy  with  thar  hories, 
arms,  and  accoutrements.  They  wese 
favourably  received  by  the  Engl^  Com¬ 
mander  in  Chief,  almolt  inmiediateW 
nominated  by  him  .to  the  fame  conn  • 
dential  Hation  they  had  occupied  in  the 
freneh  camp,  and' never  once  gave  him 
occafion  to  repent  of  the  generous  cre¬ 
dit  he  bad  anticipated  to  tliem. 

CUutdc  Martin  mat  then  privatr  in  that 
very  troop,  and  early  noted,  by  feveral 
Ofticers,  for  his  fpirited  activity  in  dif¬ 
ferent  reneoiunters.  The  Frmch  forces 
being  the,  lame  year  defeated  in  various 
engagements,  Pomiicherry  furrcndcring, 
and  the  peace gf  Paris  being  proclaimed, 
the  government  of  Madras  licenfed  ft- 
verai  foreigners  to  enlift  recruits  from 
the  captured  regiments  for  the  Prefidenrj 
iff' Fort  ff'iliiamyand  Claude  Mar/bf, coun¬ 
tenanced  by  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
railed,  accoixiingly,  a  company  of  ebe^- 
Jhirs  from  the  French  prifoners,  and  re¬ 
ceived  a  lubaltern's  commiffion  to  com¬ 
mand  them. 

Not  many  weeks  then  elapfed  before 
this  company,  deHined  for  Bengal,  was 
embarked  on  board  .an  old  country  vef- 
fel,  called  the  Fatty  Salamy  far  too  deeply 
laden,  not  only  with  iiilt  in  bulk,  but 
with  mortars  and  other  large  iron  ord¬ 
nance,  (hot,  iheiU,  and  (lores  taken  in 
Pondicherry,  But  .(he  had  fcarcely  pro¬ 
ceeded  half  way  up  the  Bay,  before  (he 
fprang  a  leak,  and,  alinolt  immediately, 
foundered.  A  few  only  of  the  paflen- 
gers  .and  crew  elcapcd  in  the  lhip*i 
boats.  Of  the  number  faved,  Enjtgn 
Martin  was  fortunately  osu,  who,  after 
divers  perils  and  hardioi^is  encountered 
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on  the  at  length  reached  Calcut'ain

.  Yrt  notwithftanding  fo  mechanically 

•  difpofedy  Cap  tain  Martin  was  by  no  means 
principled  in  feience,  or  converfant  in 
erudition*  Pure  ai^irad  mathematics  con- 
Ititutcd  no  part  of  his  itudies  or  pur- 

•  fuits  j  but  merely  as  an  imtator,  tliere 
’  were  few  engines  or  models  of  machines, 

indeed,  which  he  could  not  empirically 
.fabricate,  either  from  infpeCtion,  or 
,  from  pcrfpicuous  deferiptions  of  them. 
When  enibarralTcd,  however,  by  any 
inultifonn  involution  of  parts  or  com¬ 
plexity  of  It'.u^urc,  the  fuperior precept 
five  intelligence  and  ^ro/»r/r/tv.7  inform¬ 
ation  of  his  two  intimate  friends  and 
conllant  allbciates,  Coicnel  Pelier  and  Le 
Pere  H  tnJi.1*  a  German  Ex-Jejuit,  were  of 
eminent  utility  to  him. 

From  this  period  may  be  dated  the 
commencement  oi  Captain  Martin's  un« 
remitted  profperiry. 

Jn  order  to  enfure  his  continuance  at 
huknoxx',  the  ultimate  aim  of  ail  his  pur- 
po:'cs,  he  jiuliciouiiy  propolcd  to  Hjc 
CcuHiU  at  CtiLutta  (always,  like  their 
»  Majlers,  in  the  extix:mcs  of  niggardly 
parjimony  or  Iro^iignl  proju/ion)  to  relin- 
quilh  his  title  to  further/'cy  and  alhw- 
ances  from  tlie  Erji  luMa  Company,  'i'he 
rtmilfion  w3«  foraidiy  acte;\tctU  and,  on 
that  exprefs  ccndttioH,i\\s  eltablilliment  at 
Lkhnw  became  conlirmed. 

During  all  the  fucceeding  revolutions 
!  and  changes,  both  in  the  Vizir's,  and

'tranfmitted  fuch  articles  o\'  lutuial  hif- 

tory,  literature,  antiquity,  and  nianu- 
faCturc,  as,  not  being  cojlly  enough  to 
•offend  the  delicacy  oi'eafu^. 

cal  Icruples,  or  eonfcienticus  integiity, 
yet,  from  their  cunoufnefs  and  fear  dtp, 
‘Could  not  but  prove  highly  acceptable t 
and  to  their  Ladies,  what  is  denned  to 

•  be  the  eJJ'ence  of  an  elegant  prefent,  raritia, 
tliat  cannot  be  purchalcd  for  money,  nor 
—I  had  almoit  lai»l— for  love  itfeij.  Nor 
was  a  ref rcjher  wort  and  then  wanting  to 
his  illujlrious patrons  to  revive  their  me- 
moriafs  of  him.  To  this  intent  was  ran- 
lacked  the  rcmotelt  traCts  of  Cajbmre, 
Napaul,  Candahar,  and  other  regioni, 
from  the  frontiers  of  Oude  to  the  con- 

‘  tines  of  Tnrtary,  which,  by  means  of 
his  agents.  Catholic  Mijfionar'us,  Ilituloo 
Merchants,  Mujfulman  Caravans,  and  his 
own  immediate  agents,  became  the  ex- 
tenlive  circles  of  his  perpetual  rcfcarch. 
Prrjian  horl’es,  cmiiues,  fables,  lhawli, 
tincll  linens,  tilVues,  feathers,  atah, pic¬ 
tures,  iiluminated  manulcripts,  medals, 
coins,  and  gems,  were  accordingly  col¬ 
lected^  for  his  feleClion,  from  every 
quarter,  encouragingly  purchalcd,  and 
then  liberally  dxiinhwxtdjhy  him,  for  the 
undeviating  purf>ofe  of  retaining  his  Jiiua- 
tion  vuith  the  Vizir,  ^  • 

To  every  recommendation  altb,  either 
from  his  civil  or  tnilitary  connections, 
was  he  peculiarly  attentive — his  houfe, 
table,  and  fervices  being  the  receptacle, 
the  accommodation,  and  the  anxiHary» 
of  cveryGcntleman  provided  with  thole 
amicable  credentials. 

Nor  to  fnppi>rt  an  cxpence  fo  conii- 
derablc  were  his -means  incommenfu- 

•  rate.  From  the  Vizir  he  received  he^ 
r.ourahle  allonvance,  exclnlive  of  emolu¬ 
ments  accruing  from  the  provifion  of 
ftorcs  and  materials  for  his  maga/inc* 
and  works.  The  conhdence  and  pa- 
ti  on.igc  of  the  Mini/lers  wiis  protiuCtive, 
alfo,  of  pecumary  .advantages  to  himi 
for  though  not  often  lech  at  tlie  Durbar, 
wov  ojlenjihly  confederate  in  their  coun¬ 
cils,  they  Veldom  failed  to  advife  with 
him  on  every  political  procedure,  whe¬ 
ther  foreign  or  internal;  the  emijfarut 
of  the  Cojrt  iifually  repairing  to  hU 
ho  life,  incognito,  during  an  evening*  to 
difeufs  the  lucafuics  in  contemplation.

^HE  difinpointment  ofa  man  not  get- 
^  ting  a  i^arm  at  the  age  of  eighty-Hve 
(or  at  the  lowclt  computation  fevenry- 
hve),  in  order  to  lay  a  foundation  tor 
the  future  benetk  of  liiinfelf  and  fimily, 
c  tn,  perhaps,  only  he  equalled  by  a  no¬ 
ble  L^rd  in  (^cen  Anne’s  time,  who 
i^ent  down  ?o  Scotland  at  tlie  age  of 
eighty-two  for  three  ye  n  s,  in  order  to 
clear  a  mortgage  on  his  eltales.  Both 
made  calculations  in  favour  of  them- 
felves  above  the  common  eltimation  of 
lite,  and  both  l!l'.ll^,  of  courfe,  be  lub- 
•jedi  to  great  difappointaicnts,  whatever 
enjoyments  they  may  anticipate  in  the 
conhdent  ftrengtli  of  their  conltltu- 
tioiis. 

Wheflier  ttiis  difappointment  misjbt 
have  decided  Macklln  to  quit  Ireland 
fx^nerthiii  he  intended, we  don’t  know 
•^but  this  is  certain,  he  did  not  return 
to  Dublin  with  Heaphy  that  winter, 
but  came  over  to  Enolaad  with  another 
projeft  in  his  head,  as  extraordinary  in 
fome  refpe(5f  as  fanning,  but  founded  on 
a  gi  eater  certainty  of  profit  and  reputa¬ 
tion. 

This  proje»?f  was  notldng  Icfs  than 
producing  a  new  Comc<ly,  at  his  very 
advanced  time  of  life,  to  the  Englitti 
where  he  himlelf  wns  to  perform 
^  principal  chararker.  This  Comedy 


was  the  now  well-known  “  Man  of  lU# 
World,"  brought  out,  as  wc  have  b-- 
fore  dated,  in  li'cland,  about  the  vtot 
1764,  under  the  title  of  “  The  True- 
Born  ^ctchinan,’’  in  three  a'fs,  whicli 
met  with  fo  much  applauleas  to  render 
it  one  of  the  principal  dock  pLiysof  tl«r 
'i'iicatre  he  belonged  to,and  occaiiomd 
a  principal  claule  in  all  his  engagenienis 
with  the  Jrilh  Managers,  *'  th.J:  he 
diould  play  in  this,  or  tiis  otlier  farce  ol 
the  T'rue-Born  Irilhnaii,  at  lead  once 
or  twice  in  every  week.’’ 

The  remarkable  (iiccefs  of  the  firft  <4 
tlicfe  pieces,  on  every  revival,  in  lie- 
land,  induced  Marklin  to  bring  it  for¬ 
ward  on  the  Eiiglith  tiage,  but,  drange 
to  tell,  he  could  not  ac  fird  obtain  x 
licence  for  it— though  there  was  no¬ 
thing  feemingly  objectionable  in  if, 
either  as  to  morals  or  politics,  except 
the  <fegrce  of  cunning  and  duplicity 
attributed  to  the  principal  charai^er, 
who  is  a'  Scotchman.  To  meet  tlie 
wiflicsof  the  Liccnler,  however,  M.ick- 
lin  Ibftened  a  little  the  afperities  of  hif 
hero,  and  extended  tiae  piece  to  five 
— when  in  that  date  it  .at  length  came 
out  at  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  on  the 
icth  of  May  1781. 

1  he  announcir.g  a  new  Comedy, 
written  by  a  man  conllderahly  above 

fouifcore, 
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fourfcorf,  and  who  was  hlrnTt  lf  to  per¬ 
form  a  principal  chai*adtcr  in  it — was  a 

Siixnomenon  hitherto  unknown  to  the 
age.  When  Cibber,  at  a  very  early 
age,  produced  his  Comedy  of  “  Lx)vc’s 
Luit  Shift,"  in  whicli  he  played  the  part 
of  Sir  Ncvelty  Fathion,  the  following 
compliment  he  received  from  tlie  Duke 
of  J^rfet,then  hord  Chamberlain,  was 
highly  tiattering,  vi/..  I'hat  it  was  the 
belt  firlt  play  that  any  Aullior  in  his 
memoiy  had  produceii  j  and  that  for  a 
young  fellow  to  Ihtw  himfelf  fuch  an 
awtor  and  fuch  a  writer  in  one  day,  was 
ioinething  extraordinary."  What  then 
full  It  that  noble  pcrlbnage  lay  (if  living 
in  the  year  1781)  to  liicli  an  undertak- 
ingas  Nkukrm'sr — when  the  great  play 
<>t  litc,  as  it  rcfpci^t.;  iniiul  aud  body,  is 
generally  over,  but  where  if  it  l  eiuains 
It  lingers  but  to  tell  the  melancholy 
imlitcilities  of  huinim  nature. 

The  plot  of  tills  pitie  is  brledy  this. 
A  cralty  fubtle  Seotchinan,  thrown  up- 
©n  the  world  witiioul  friuuU,aml  little 
©r  no  eilncjtioii,  directs  the  whole  of 
bis  obl'cTvat  ion  .nul  alilduity  (in  both  of 
which  he  is  indef.iilg.iMe)  to  the  pur- 
luit  ot  lortune  and  ambition.  By  his 
unwearied  elforts,  anil  ineanncHcs,  he 
luccceds— but  warned  by  the  delects  of 
bis  own  education,  lie  determines  to 
give  liis  eldelt  fon  the  belt  that  could 
be  obtained,  and  for  this  purpofe  puts 
him  into  the  hands  of  a  clergyman  of 
learning,  integrity,  ami  lumour,  wJio, 
by  teacliing  him  good  precepts,  and 
Ihewing  him  the  bn  ee  of  good  example, 
makes  him  the  very  rcveife  of  what  the 
tatlicr  intended,  vi/..  not  a  man  edn- 
lafcd  the  better  to  ina.kc  his  court  to 
the  great,  and  extend  the  views  of 
taife  ambition — but  to  make  himlclf 
r(lpc«5ted,  independent,  and  liappy. 
'I'hus  lie  defeats  the  views  of  his  lather, 
w1k>  wants  to  marry  him  to  a  Lnidy  of 
rank  and  fortune,  but  to  whom  he  can¬ 
not  dirci^f  his  altections,  and  marries 
the  daughter  of  a  poor  OlHcer,  little 
better  than  a  dependant  on  his  mother, 
but  who  has  virtues  and  accomnlifli- 
inents  to  adorn  any  lituation.  In’liiort, 
the  Litter  feels  the  jult  confequences  cf 
an  over-vaulting  ambition — whillt  tlie 
fon,  leeking  his  own  happinefs  inde¬ 
pendent  of  i’oitiinc  or  honours,  in  the 
concluding  lines  thus  avows  and  re- 
joitcsin  the  principles  he  isgovcrned  by;

7  he  pel  formancs  of  this  play  in  all 
its  principal  parts  was  admit  able.  Mack. 
jin’s  hir  Ptitinax  Maclycophaiit  was 
only  equalled  by  his  Jew — neither  hit 
.age  nor  appearance  obltructcd  the  r«- 
iponlibllity  of  the  part — as  the  fatlicrof 
a  grown-up  family,  he  did  not  look  too 
old  lor  it — and  tlie  natural  iinpreillon 
of  his  features  torreipondtd  witii  the 
cunning,  hypocrily.and  violent  temper 
of  the  cliaracter.  Neitlierdid  thtpuit, 
though  long,  fulfer  from  want  ol  iiit 
inemory  j  lie  was  in  full  polfeliion  ot  it 
through  every  I'cene'i  ami  indeed,  ou 
the  whole,  exhibited  a  I’peciinen  of  the 
human  power  unctpaallcd  in  thcaiuiuit 
of  tlie  Tluafrc. 

'I'he  late  Mrs.  Pope's  Lady  Rodolplta 
Lumbei  tourt  we  have  before  IpoUtnof 
when  this  Comedy  was  in  its  iiitaiit  itatc 
of  three  this :  now  extended,  the  Iceiiieil 
to  extend  her  powers  in  propoi  lion.

All  the  other  chanuTlers  were  likewife 
well  performed,  particularly  Kgerton  by 
Mr.  Lewis,  and  Sydney  by  Mr.  Aickin

of  party  began  to  beltir  itlelt  on  the  tii  ll 
night's  performance.  Some  young 
Scotchmen  thought  it  a  libel  on  their 
countrymen,  and  reliileil  it  j  but  the 
majority  of  the  audience  earned  it 
througli  with  anplaule,  and  the  next 
night  it  hail  no  opponents  ;  the  more 
temperate  ot  that  nation  aigued  very 
julily,  “  that  I  he  ch;u  :u!:'ter  of  Sir  Ptr- 
tinnx  ihould  not  hurt  the  lecllngs  ol 
any  good  Scotchman  ;  on  theconiiaiy, 
that  if  it  was  a  true  piiilure,  they  iLoiuJ 
laugh  at  it,  and  thus  encourage  a  re¬ 
presentation  which  only  cxpoled  the 
artful  and  ilcfiguing  ot  their  countiy- 
nien." 

Some  critics,  however,  ftart  one  ob¬ 
jection  again  it  this  Comedy  (and  it  is 
the  only  one  we  have  ever  heard  ob¬ 
jected  againit  it),  which  is,  that  of 
making  ins  hero  a  Scotchman,  or  ol  any 
parlicular  country,  fo  as  to  impute 
national  relleCtious.  But  this,  in  our 
opinion,  is  lieing  too  fallidious  ;  the 
principal  cliaracitr  mult  belong  to 
ibme  country — :ind  whatever  coun¬ 
try  that  was,  it  may  be  equally  faid  to 
receive  a  national  infult.  But  the  uni* 
fctfai  rule  allov^ed  *0  all  iatirills  and 
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-dramatic  writers,  only  rcftrains  them 
from  not  ilr.iwing  their  characters  from 
too  limited  a  foiirce,  Co  as  to  avoid  per- 
(bnality  and  ohl’ciirity — and  to  fay,  that 
anyone  nation  docs  not  produce  ridi¬ 
culous  or  vicious  characters  in  abund¬ 
ance,  is  a  degree  of  patriotifin  founded 
more  in  folly  than  in  faC^.  Belide  all 
this,achnraaer  is  generally  heightened 
by  a  peculiarity  of  dialcCt.  An  Irilhman 
uould  lofe  halt  his  humour  in  commit- 
‘tlng  lus  blunders  without  his  hro^ue^  as 
a  Scotchman  would  his  cunning  with¬ 
out  his  bur.  The  dramaiilt,  then,  is  at 
liberty  to  feek  his  characters  (fubjeCt  to 
the  limitations  we  have  laid  dt)wn) 
wherever  he  can  find  them  j  and  if  he 
can  procure  Itrongcr  colours  in  the 
provinces,  he  lias  a  right  to  transfer 
•them  to  his  canvas  for  general  repre- 
fentation. 

Hclide  the  merit  of  tliis  piece  in  plot, 
character,  fentiincnt,  and  diCtion,  it  is 
critically  conltruCted  in  refpeCt  to  the 
three  unities  of  timvj  and  adion. 

•  1«  leTpcCl  to  limit  the  whole  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  play  does  not  take  up  above 
eight  and-forty  hours  — in  rclpeCt  to 
place,  the  feene  is  never  removed  from 
the  dwelling  houfe  of  Sir  Pertinax  ; 
and  as  to  the  unity  of  aSiiiia,  the  w  hole 
of  the  Comedy  exhibits  a  chain  of  con¬ 
nected  facts,  of  w  hich  each  icene  makes 
a  link,  and  each  link  accordingly  pro¬ 
duces  fonie  incident  relative  to  the  ca- 
taltrophe.  If  many  of  our  modern  Jru~ 
malic  writers  (as  they  are  fo  plcafcd  to 
call  thcmfelvcs)  would  confult  thisCo- 
mtdyas  a  model,  they  would  be  aih  iiueil 
of  <iragging  lb  many  heterogeneous 
characters  together  fo  irrelevant  to  the 
general  hufinels  of  the  fccne,and  which 
give  the  Itage  more  the  appearance  of  a 
(nricature  Jbop\\vjii\  a  faithful  repiefenta- 
tion  of  life  and  manners. 

I'he  Prologue,  which  is  a  tolerable 
good  one,  was  written  by  a  dramatic 
writer  (fince  dead),  wlio,  though  he 

•  volunteered  it,  loon  after  borrowxti 
fevtn  guineas  of  Macklin,  who  gave 
him  the  money,  and  afterwards  ob- 
Icrved,  “that  If  Dtyden  was  alive,  he 
could  have  bought  a  l*iologae  for  one 
guinea  Icfs." 

Nluch  about  this  time  his  daughter 
died,  whicli  give  him  a  very  fcnlible

kindnefs,  talked  with  grfat  com- 
pofnre,  r.nd  tm^h  found  judgment,  oa 
the  vicifiitudcs  of  life.  Ainongll  other 
things  he  obferved,  “  that  the  luortneft 
r***  human  life,  aiul  all  its  enjoyments, 
can  never  he  lb  inculcated  by  theory  a» 
by  practice  ;  tliat  in  our  youth  exam¬ 
ples  of  this  fort  do  not  lo  frei|uently 
occur  j  and  when  they  do,  we  karcely 
notice  them,  partly  from  our  living 
amonglt  younger  dalles  of  people, 
partly  from  the  ardour  of  our  palTions, 
and  partly  from  the  intoxicating  folly 
of  Ibppolmg  ourfelvcs  to  he  exempted 
from  thole  viciilitudes  j  but  as  age  .atl- 
vances,  the  examples  multiply  before 
us — year  after  year  fnatches  Ibme  rela¬ 
tion,  Ibme  friend,  Ibme  acquaintance 
from  us.

A  BRIEF  ACCOUNT  OF  ALEXANDER  GUY  PINGRE. 


A  G.  PiNGRE,  born  at  Paris,  Septem- 
ber  4,  171 1,  was  a  regular  Canon 
of  the  congregation  of  St.  (Jt^ne^-jirve, 
Aflronomer  and  Geographer  of  the  Ma¬ 
rine,  Member  of  the  (ormer  Royal  Aca¬ 
demy  of  Sciences,  and  afterward  of  the 
National  Inftitute  at  Paris,  and  Libra- 
ri  ill  of  St.  Gi'ne'vie^ve  and  the  Pantheon. 
His  hrlf  iludies  were  under  the  fathers 
of  this  congregation  at  their  fchool  at 
Stnlit  i  and  he  was  received  a  Member 
of  the  Order  as  early  as  the  year  i7»7« 
He  then  addicted  himfclf  chiefly  to 
theology,  in  which  he  was  named  a  Pro- 
fellbr  when  he  was  but  four-and-lwenty, 
and  before  he  had  taken  Priclls*  orders. 

In  1745,  the  theological  wranglings 
of  the  Janfenifls,  and  the  contentions 
H'hich  an  infamous  bull  excited,  occa- 
fioncd  him  much  untafinels  and  mif- 
fortune.  p'wtUttres  tU  cachet  were  ifl’ucd 
againft  him  }  he  was  (h  ipped  of  his 
oriices,  and  was  banifljcd  to  Senlis,  to 
Cbartra,  and  to  Rouen  j  where  he  was 
obliged  to  aft  as  uflicr  in  the  lowed 
clafles  of  the  fchool.  In  Rouen^  he  be¬ 
came  acc^uainted  witli  the  famous  and 
learned  lurgeon  Li  Cat^  who  foon  dif- 
covered  him  to  be  a  (bn  of  genius. 
Le  Cat  had  founded  an  academy  of 
ftiences  lierc  in  1748,  and  wanted  an 
Aflrunomical  Member.  Tlic  place  was 
beftowed  on  Pingr*  j  who,  then  ibirty- 
promil'ed  to  dedicate  himfelt  to 
the  (tudy  j  which  promile  he  liicredly 
kept. 


His  firft  attempt,  in  this  new  field  of 
knowledge,  was  a  calculation  of  the 
muon's  cclip(e,for  December  13,1749. 
The  well-known  Di  La  Caiile  had  alio 
made  this  calculation,  but  had  produced 
a  different  rclult.  Difputcs  arofe  j  but 
La  Caiile  had  committed  the  mi  (take, 
and  they  were  ended  by  a  reciprocal 
and  firm  friendlhip. 

On  the  6Ui  of  May  1753,  heobferved 
the  tranfit  of  Mercury  over  the  fun's 
dilk,  at  Rouen  \  and  lent  his  oblerva- 
tions  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  at 
Paris.  They  were  not  only  made  with 
much  (kill,  but  were  accompanied  by 
fo  many  accurate  calculations,  that  they 
procured  liiiP  the  honour  of  being  ro- 
ccived  a  Correfpondent  of  the  Acade¬ 
my.  From  this  time,  his  allronomical 
fame  daily  incrcalcd,  which  induced 
the  Congregation  of  St.  Gfne*vie*ve  to 
recall  their  now  celebrated  brother. 

In  1751  ••  the  Congregation  fuffered 
him  to  build  an  ohfervatory  in  the  ab¬ 
bey.  The  Abbot  and  the  Chapter 
fupplied  him  with  inllruments  )  with 
which  he  w.isalibfurnilhed  by  the  Royal 
Academy.  Here,  during  forty  years, 
he  made  his  oblervations  ;  and,  except 
while  making  his  allronomical  voyages, 
his  labours  v«cre  iininternipted. 

lie  v/as  the  intimate  friend  of  Le 
Monnier^  the  oldelt  Allionomer  of  tlic 
Academy,  who  prupoled  that  he  (hould 
calculate  a  Maiitier's  Calendar.  Ue 
fingly  undertook  thit  employment.

*  ’in  1 756,he  was  eleiJfcd  a  Member  and 
Free  Afibciate  by  the  Royal  Academy  :

tibu's*'^^  There  is  fcarcely  a  volume  of 
the  ^'Memoirs  of  this  Academy,  frodi 
i75'i'toT7-o,  that  di)es  not  contain 
or  more  of  his  efVays. 

In  he  oj^ned’a  new  path  to 

fame, ‘  and  was  hig^^hly  fnectrsful ;  the 
theory  of  comets,  and  a  calculation  of 
the  orbits  they  dclli  ibe.  'I  his  is  one 
uf  the  moil  illriicult  brandies  of  aiho- 
nomy,  :mil  requires  the  moff  aentenefs 
and  judgment,  becanfe  of  the  many  un- 
fwiften  and  incklental  circumltances 
that  embarrafs  the  calculation.  Bnt  to 
nothing  was  dilhcult  ;  he  calcu- 
latefl  more  of  the  couMes  of  the  comets 
than  all  the  other  afttonomers  in  Ku- 
rcM^e. 

» '  Cn  17^10,  feveral  aftronomer' were  fent 
‘by  dUferent  nations  to  various  p:uts  of 
tlic  V  orld,  to  oblerve  t!ie  famous  tranfit 
’of  Venus,  on  June  6,  17^1.  Pingre  went 
to  the  I  Hand  of  RG.:r:g!Uy  \n  the  liulian 
Ocean  :  fmt  the  heavens  were  as  little 
favourable  to  him  as  they  were  to  /.e 
CentU  jt  FsKd'hhtrrVy  and  to  Dr.  Malke- 
’line,  who  had  been  flut  In'  tiic  K'nglllh 
'Ooveriuiient  to  the  Hlami  of  St.  Hde- 
*na.  I'he  voyage  of  iKuvever, 

-was  highly  beueficial  togcogr.iph}  and 
nav^^atron. 

In  i76^>,  Pingre  calculated  the  fohr 
'and  lunar  rciipl'es  for  190-?  year?,  for 
the  fecoml  edition  of  the  farrtcnfis  chnr- 
‘nological  woik,  l/Art  dc  i'irijirr  Its 
DaUSy  pnblilhed  in  1770, by  the  learned 
‘  Benedidine  Durt'vd.  LaCcdlh  had  made 
the  calculations  for  the  Hril 'imoreflion 
'cf  this  work  ;  but  Pingre  extended  the 
•  fubjeft,  and  calculated  not  only  with 
gi*eater  labour  and  accuracy,  but  for  a 
thoufanJ  years  more  ;  from  the  year  » 
to  locoafterthe  Inrth  ofChrilK  'I  hefe 
tables  arc  likewife  found  in  the  forty- 
lecond  vidume  or  l!ic  Mttneiresde  P  4e a- 
‘demit  dts  JnfiriptWMJ  et  Belles  i.ettres  j 
wliere,  with  a  Inpplement  bv  D:t*t*truszely 
i«  a>ca)cn)ation  of  all  the  edipfes,  from 
theearlicR  ages  of  rlie  Athenian  Re¬ 
public  to  the  year  2®co  aBer  Chriif. 


In  i7^7»  the  Marquis  De  Court anvessx 
undertook  a  Tea  voyage  to  prove  the 
time-pieces  of  the  famous  Le  Roy  j  and 
built  .and  fitted  out,  at  his  own  coll, 
the  corvette  called  the  Aurora.  Pingrt 
atccompanied  him  during  his  voyage  to 
Holland,  and  jniblifhtd  a  complete  ac¬ 
count  of  it  in  the  following  year. 

In  1768,  allronomers  were  once  more 
fent  to  fevcral  parrs  of  the  world  to  oh- 
ferve  the  tranlit  of  Venus  in  176^. 
Fmnce  fitted  out  the  His,  and  give 
the  command  to  Caftedn  Fleurieu  ; 
lande  was  appointed  allronomer  to  this 
important  expedition,  but  was  averft  to 
lb  long  a  voyage  j  Pingre ,  accultouied 
*to  the  fea,  was  requelled  by  Lalande  to 
accept  the  appointment;  he  willingly 
cdmpli^l,  and  was  fortunate  in  the  ob- 
lej  yatiqiis  lie  m.ule  at  Cape  Pranfais. 
Alter  their  return,  in  1773,  he  and 
Fleuritu  publilhcd  an  account  ot  tlitir 
voyage,  in  two  quarto  volumes. 

In  1771,  a  thiril  expedition  was  or¬ 
dered  by  Ciovernment,  to  piove  tlit: 
time-pieces  of  Le  Roy  \  and 

tlic  frigate  Flora,  commanded  b\  PtvJun 
de  ki  CrennCy  was  fitted  out.  Borda  and 
Fingrt  made  the  voyage  ;  and  a  dek  rlp- 
tion  of  it,  in  tw  o  volumes,  appeared  in 
177S,  which  is  .dmolt  exclulivcly  by 
Pingre, 

'Vhe  theorv  of  the  comets  was  iliU 
the  darling  of  Pingre  ;  u»nc?as  his  writ¬ 
ings  on  this  l\il)je<^l  were  dil'perlcd 
•through  various  volumes  of  the  Paiiliaa 
Memoirs, he  publillud  them  colled  ivcly, 
in  two  volumes,  1783, under  the  tilleot 
ComHographic. 

Pingri  began  a  hiflory  of  aftronomy 
during  the  17th  century,  as  early  as  the 
year  1750,  intending  to-  colled  all  the 
ohreivations  and  calculations  of  that 
age.  The  fubje-d  was  fuggeittil  by  U 
Movtiirry  who  furniihed  him- with  in  my 
niamifcripts  of  the  afironomer  FoitllmuJ. 
The  work  had  been  often  interrupted  ; 
but  in  1786,  once  more  applied 

himleif  to  the  talk,  and  completed  it  in 
1790,  when  he  was  nearly  eighty  yea’’* 
of  age.  LalanJe  funei  intends  the  pre/'» 
and  nioie  than  half  is  now  printcaj 
but  the  publication  is  impeded  by  the 
war. 

The  illronomical  poem  of  Mari!.vs 
had  not  yet  appeared  in  Ficncn  ;  and 
I.alarde  wilhed  to  lee  it  tranllated.  It 
was  undertaken  by  Drettx  de  Radufy  an 
advocate  ;  but  the  want  of  altrononii* 
cal  knowledge  and  teclinical  terms  ren« 
dered  the  attempt  abortive.  Pingrt  "--i 
the  only  man  capable  of  the  talk, 
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which  he  was  prompted  by  LalanJi‘\ 
and  histran(lation,\vith  notes, appeared 
in  two  octavo  volumes  1786.  To  this 
he  adiltal  a  tranllation  ot  the  Fhanormiia 
ot  ArattiS. 

He  was  acquainted  not  only  with  the 
indent  but  modern  hn^jua^es,  and 
tranflated  an  intereltijig  voyage  tVoni 
the  Spanifli,  made  by  a  t’ligate  in  1781, 
from  Mamllii  to  Mexico ;  which  is  printed 
in  llie  fourth  volumeofi-^jiVro/^e's  voy- 
age. 

A  comet  appeared  in  1796;  am!  I.ct- 
/uVi-Vallced  him  whether  he  w’as  itill  able 
to  calculate  its  .courle.  He  willingly 
made  the  attempt  j  but  it  was  beyond 
his  Itrength.  This  wms  the  lirll  time 
tiut  dirticulties  were  to  him  ditliiult  : 
but  he  was  now  upwards  of  eighty- 
four,  and  his  organs  had  only  four 
months. additional  dtiration.  On  the 
a5tii  of  April  1796,  he  attended  an¬ 
other  fitting  of  the  National  Inllitiite  : 
but  he  felt  himielf  very  weak  the  next 


day,  and  calmly  forefiw  his  approach¬ 
ing  dilVolution.  On  the  teth,,  lie  Itiil 
read  the  journals,  and  his  favouriu 
Horace,  applying  to  himfclf  the  ttfi  con- 
'vi^a  Jut ur.  On  the  ilf  of  May  1796,  at 
bmr  o'clock,  gently  repofmg,aiid  dying 
as  he  had  lived,  he  llepC  without  pain  or* 
lutierlng. 

Pi/igre  was  a  healthy  and  ftrong  man, 
both  in  body  and  iniiul.  His  manners 
were  fiinple,  modell,  and  uncommonly 
pleafant.  Though  very  religious,  he 
was  not  in  the  Icall  intolerant.  Can 
(lour  and  benevolence  were  painteti  on 
his  countenance,  and,  with  his  Ihow- 
white  hair,  imprinted  a  high  character 
of  rel'pect.  It  was  allei^ting  to  fee  t!tc 
venerable  lage,atthc  National  InlUtuic, 
fitting  like  a  fatlier  furrounded  by  his 
children,  and  no  lels  honourtal  and  be¬ 
loved.  All  who  knew  him  mourned 
ills  dcatli  j  while  llicy  rejoiced  at  the 
recollection  of  his  active  and  ufefai 
lile.

Tsa  late  vifit  to  the  umbrageous  feenes 
^  about  Dulwich  and  Sydenham,  than 
where  no  pattor.il  images  arife  in  greater 
plenty  and  variety,  I  could  not  avoid 
ruininatingon  the  beauty  of  the  Englilh 
Iwfons,  and  the  lively  manner  in  which 
that  happlclf  of  delcriptive  poets,  Mr. 
'Ilioinfon,  from  wliom  my  motto  is 
taken,  has  fo  fucceisfully  figured  them. 
His  Summer  in  particular  leems  pecu¬ 
liarly  adapted  in  many  views  to  the 
4ocal  ciicumltances  of  this  part  ot  the 
country,  infomuch  that  1  have  been  al- 
tnolf  induced  to  think  that  it  was,  in 
Ibnie  of  his  poetic  excurfions,  the  lead- 
ing  original  from  which  many  of  Jiis 
‘xcellencies  have  been  copied.  The 
hinksofthc  Scamander,  compared  with 
H'uner  in  our  hands,  or  the  claflic  helds 
Italy,  with  Maro’s  pages,  could  not 
Ilrike  us  with  more  apt  refembiances 
thin  arc  to  be  found  in  the  various  por¬ 
traits  of  nature  by  our  Britifh  poet, 
J*niong  and  in  the  neighbourhood  ot 
thefc  fcqueltcred  fhades. 

Nature,  fays  an  ancient  fage,  is  the  art 
the  AlrrNghty,  and  it  is  his  feripture 
••fo,  the  Itudy  of  which*throughout  his 
.^  idc.fpread  works,  whether  in  the  fields 
^  foods,  lludiouily  fcated  or  devioufly 


walking,  ever  raifes  in  me  a  fiihlimity 
of  rupture  equal  to  the  molt  glowing 
devotion. 

Having  gained  the  fuinmit  of  the  hill 
at  the  end  of  the  Grove,  near  what  was 
the  Green  Man  at  Dulwich,  1  took  my 
Hat  ion  for  a  while  to  enjoy  the  fur- 
rounding  profneiits  j  and  rirlt  from  a 
full  and  diltina  furveyofthe  invclting 
plain  ofLondon,  enamelled  with  villas, 
ikirted  on  one  lide  by  thole  beautiful 
eminences  of  Harrow,  Hampftcad,  and 
Highgate,  and  on  the  other  with  the 
woody  hills  of  Surry  and  Kent,  I  felt 
emotions  which  the  big-fwelled  heart 
can  w'itncfk,  but  notwithltanding  joy 
is  eloquent,  its  owner  not  delcribc. 
'rurning  niyfelf  wcltward  from  the 
metropolis,  the  bufy  feat  of  trifles, 
noife,  and  vanity,  I  beheld,  as  it  wcie, 
the  contralf  of  another  world,  ample  in 
its  extent,  where  all  feemed  peace  | 
where  the  fleecy  flocks  and  the  lowing 
herds,  the  cacklinggecfe  and  the  fern- 
clad  common,  the  humble  cottage  and 
the  w’hifliing  Twain,  with  every  other 
object  of  placid  refleffion,  gave  rife, 
under  the  foliage  of  a  venerable  oak,  to 
the  ruhfequent  ibnaU, 
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Like  at  the  fap  afceoding  through  the 
trctt 

Fxertt  iu  vigour  in  each  btsdding  gets.

T)! INC  on  an  occifional  vilit  to  Bir- 
riiingliam  lift  Sunday  morning, and 
lining  by  St.  Paul's  Chapel  (which 
iiands  in  a  pleafant  and  ipacious  piece 
of  ground),  and  finding  a  door  un* 
locked,  I  went  in  to  view  the  place, 
and  found,  that  (ince  I  was  in  it  before, 
an  organ  had  been  erected  in  a  gallery 
at  the  weft  end,  builtover  the  other, and 
at  the  eaft  a  beautiful  window  of  painted 

Kfs,  the  work  of  Mr.  Eginton,  of 
ndfworth.  This  window,  which  is 
of  the  Venetian  kind,  has  three  com¬ 
partments  I  in  the  principal,  the  con- 
yerfion  of  St.  Paul  is  reprefented,  very 
jroprefn ye  and  well  done;  he  appears  as 
if  after  bis  fall,  faying,  **  Whoartthou, 
^rd  ?"  and  the  figure  of  the  Redeemer 
in  the  clouds,  replying,  **  1  am  jefus, 
whom  thou  perfecute ft."  In  the  divi- 
lion  to  the  left,  the  new  converts  to 
chriftianity  appear  in  bonds;  and  in 
the  other  is  reprefented,  the  viiit  of 
Ananias  to  Paul  w  hen  he  w  as  rcltbred 
to  fiaht  (Ails  ix.  17.)  The  chapel, 
which  u  faced  with  white  (tone,  and 
was  creifed  in  1779,  is  roomy,  elejgant, 
and  commodious,  and  a  new  cloclt  has 
been  (et  up  in  the  tower ;  a  handfome 
fpirc  was  originally  intended,  but  is  not 
yet  crewed,  I  attf nded  divine  fcrvicc 
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at  St.  Philip's  (commonly  called  tbe 
new)  Church  ;  and  to  (peak  of  tbe 
beauties  of  this  edifice,  Doth  withia 
and  vrithout,  would  be  fuperftuoui, 
as  it  is  one  of  the  moft  complete  paiifh- 
churches  I  have  feen,  and  I  have  not 
feen  a  few,  in  this  and  another  king¬ 
dom*  The  church-yard,  which  con* 
tains  about  four  acres,  it  very  handforw, 
having  pleafant  walks  embellllhed  with 
trees,  and  may  be  called  the  Mall  ot 
Birmingham.  In  the  church  is  a  largt 
and  elegant  organ, and  the  two  window» 
near  the  altar  recefs  have  crimfon  cur¬ 
tains,  which,  being  down,  throw  s 
glooirunefs  on  tliat  part  of  tbe  church, 
which,  perhaps,  might  appear  wiU 
more  advantage  with  more  light.  ^ 
the  fervicc,  f  was  agreeably  turpriW 
at  hearing  tbe  Tc  Deum  and  Jubilatt 
extremely  well  chaunted  by  the  child¬ 
ren  of  the  charity- fchopl,  whoalfo  lung 
a  fanCf  us,  juft  befiice  the  reading  of 
Gofpel  in  the  Communion  Service.  My 
praver-book,  which  has  both  verfiooi 
of  ^falms,  was  of  noufe  in  that  rcfpcdi 
as  neither  of  them  are  ufed  here, 
fele^ion  from  Addilbn,  Merrick* Dw* 
dridge,  and  Watts.  Tke  old  10^ 
which  has  been  altered  a  little,  was  wtU 
fung,  as  was  alfo  an  hymn  fuitabk  ® 
the  sLiy  (being  Palm  Sunday)  to  ^ 
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felt*  hymn  tune.  The  Minifter  read 
the  iiKond  fervice  at  the  comir. union- 
table,  and  not  in  the  dtjk.  This  latter 
practice  is  «nerally  ufed  in  moft 
churches  in  this  quarter,  coMfrarj  /«  tbt 
Rubric  I  and  I  cannot  tell  the  reafon 
whv  ?  It  is  certainly  more  imprelFive 
and  folemn  to  read  the  Ten  Command¬ 
ment  s,  Epittle,  and  Gofpel,  at  the  altar, 
than  in  the  Minifter's  pew.  The  fcr- 
mon  was  from  St.  Matthew  xi.  19  and 
30.  The  church,  which  will  contain 
two  tbouiand  perfons,  and  was  ere^ed 
in  1716,  was  pretty  full,  but  I  was  forry 
to  foe  ib  few  of  the  working  order  of 
^ple  prefent,  and  fear  that  their  not 
being  «ole  to  appear  in  decent  cloath- 
ing,  through  the  preflTure  of  the  times, 
was  the  caufe,  and  two  many  of  them 
ire  now  in  a  deplorable  Itate.  The 
congre^tion  all  JfanJ  up  to  (ing,  and 
the  parMh-clerk  wears  a  decent  gow'n 
and  a  band*  In  the  church  yard  is  a 
fpacioits  and  noble  building,  the  cha- 
nty-fchool,  rebuilt  and  enlarge  not 
long  hnee,  over  the  door  of  which  are 
two  good  Hgures  of  a  boy  and  a  girl  in 
the  orefs  the  children  wear ;  and^  thefe 
figures  appear  to  be  well  executed. 

I  went  to  St.  Mary  Cha()ei  in  the 
afternoon.  This  wras  ereded  in  1774, 
and  ftandsin  a  fpacious  piece  of  ground. 
It  it  of  the  odagon  form,  with  a  neat 
fpire  ftanding  on  a  round  tower,  and 
has  an  organ.  The  ftylc  of  preaching 
here  is  much  like  that  ufed  in  Calvinilt 
meetings,  and  the  hymns  are  alfo  a 
(eledioa  in  that  way.  The  firlt  was 


fung  to  St.  Anne*s  tune,  and  the  fecond 
was  given  out  line  by  line  by  the  clerk* 
who  likewife  wears  a  gown  and  band. 
When  a  line  wasfung,  the  organ  ttoppeti 
until  the  next  was  given  out  x  and  the 
fermon,  which  was  from  St.  Johu  xvii. 

1 1 .  was  extempore  i  and  there  wa»  a 
large  congregation  prefent. 

In  nty  way  home,  I  called  at  Mr.  £.*s* 
a  Gentleman  I  had  never  before  lecn  ; 
but  fume  time  ago,  having  been  fa¬ 
voured  by  his  fon,  Mr.  W,  Raphael  E. 
with  a  letter  on  a  p.irticular  bufinefs,  1 
thought  it  a  duty  to  retuni  my  perlbnal 
acknowledgments.  Here  I  was  politely 
received,  and  was  indulged  by  Mr.  E. 
junior,  with  the  fight  of  many  curious 
paintings  on  paper  and  glaJ's.  Of  the 
latter,  four  fine  whole  lengths  of  St. 
Ambrofe,  Jerome,  Athanafius,  and  Ve¬ 
nerable  Bede,  which  are  intended  for 
Fonthill  Abbey  j  allbofafine  window, 
not  yet  finifhed,  for  the  catbedrU  at 
Durham  5  and  many  beautiful  coats  of 
arms,  A'C.  &c.  on  glafs.  I  wonder  not 
at  this  repofitory  being  vifited  fre¬ 
quently  by  the  Nobility  and  Gentjy,  tor 
the  curious  work  here  to  be  iecii  i^  well 
worth  attention. 

After  fpending  fomc  time  here  to 
my  great  laiista^f  ion,  I  proceeded  home- 
wards,  having  previoufly  received  an 
invitation  to  call  again  at  a  future  op¬ 
portunity,  which  I  thall  not  fail  to  avail 
my  lei  f  of.

LETTERS  FROM  CONSTANTINOPLE. 


[The  attention  of  the  Public  being  at  the  prefent  moment  dire^ed  towards  the 
E:i(l,  a  Correfponilent  has  tranfmitted  to  us  copies  of  two  letters  written  in  the 
year  1730,  by  a  Gentleman  who  appears  to  have  attended  Lord  Kinnoul  in  his 
Embafly  to  the  Grand  Signor  at  that  period,  and  which  delcribe  the  nujiucis 
and  cu&oms  then  exiiUng  with  great  accuracy.] 


LITTER  I. 


SIR, 

PROMISED  to  give  you  as  particular 
an  account  of  the  famous  city  of 
Constantinople,  as  my  Hay  in  it 
would  allow  of.  It  will  appear,  I  am 
afraid,  a  very  confufed  relation  ;  but,  I 
am  perfuaded,  you  will  excufe  it,  when 
I  acquaint  you  that  my  time  would  not 
allow  me  to  digeft  it  into  a  regular 
form.  You  have  it  jud  as  opportunity 
would  admit  me  to  make  fuch  Oh/er  va* 


thus  as  immediately  occurred  to  me,  ei¬ 
ther  with  refped  to  the  Inbahtioj/ts,  or 
the  C1/7,  5cc.  I  mud  not  forget  to  telt 
you,  th.at  out  of  complaifance  to  the 
Turks,  I  fudered  my  whllkers  to  grow, 
becaufe  (as  lever al  other  nations  in  the 
world)  they  are  fond  of  being  iuii rated, 
though  thej  themfelves  have  nothing  * 
wort^  of  imitation.  I  could  not,  as 
yet,  lee  the  lead  virtue  in  any  of  them  3 
for  what  te  mod  remarkable  in  them,  it 
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fride  and  uUeuefi^  accompanied  witii  as 

eat  a  lhai  e  of  fenfualitj  as  can  be  ima¬ 
gined. 

Constantinople  is  the  metropoli¬ 
tan  city  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  and  the 
relidenceof  the  Grand  Seignior t  who  lliles 
himfclftht  Ruhr  of  Kings  and  Dijiributor 
of  Crowns,  Lord  of  the  R'hiie  and  Black 
Seas,  of  Uagdat,  Grand  Cairo,  Aleppo,  See, 
and  particiklarly  of  the  fair  city  of 
Stctsnhcle  :  the  meaning  of  which,  I  have 
been  informed  is.  The  Defire  c/tlse  Kin^s 
</* the  Earth.  It  was  magnificently  built 
and  adorned  by  the  Emperor  Conjluniine 
the  Gree  t,  who  Iran  Hated  the  feat  or 
Court  of  the  Empire  of  Rosne  to  this 
place,  which  was  then  called  BjsMMtium, 
but  thereafter  or  the  city 

cf  Conjluniine,  and  No'va  Roma,  or  iVno 
PlMie  i  for  which  reaJ'on,  the  ccuntry  of 
Thrace  alfo,  in  which  this  city  Itands, 
was  called  Romania,  It  is  ieated  in 
Europe,  clofe  by  the  Marmora,  or  lea  of 
Propontus,  on  a  lietk  of  land,  and 
makes  a  fort  of  a  triangle,  one  fide  to 
I  he  lea,  another  to  the  land,  and  the 
lliird  to  the  river  or  harbour,  w’hcre 
fiiips  ride.  As  you  come  in  on  the  left 
hand,  and  on  the  point  of  land  next  the 
lea,  is  the  Grand  Seraglio,  a  large,  but 
irregular  building,  and  only  the  top  to 
be  !  en  above  the  cyprels  trees  j  it 
Hands  in  a  garden  inclofed  round  with 
a  very  liigh  wall,  which  comes  dow'n 
clofe  to  the  fca.  The  Hiips  coming  into 
the  harbour  are  obliged  to  keep  nigh  it. 
From  whence,  I  cannot  forget  to  relate 
to  you,  that  here  you  can  l  ave  one  of 
tliCNmoH  delightful  profnetis  that  ever 
was  beheld,  for  the  whole  city  is  to  l>€ 
feen  at  one  view',  the  buildings  are  all 
on  a  riling  ground  one  above  another, 
with  an  cafy  afeent  from  the  water  -  fide, 
by  which  you,  or  any  other  beholder, 
can  Invc  the  plealiirc  of  feeing  one  of 
the  largeft  cities  in  Europe,  intermixt 
with  tall  trees  and  gardens,  which 
makes  the  vijlo,  or  profpcfV,  the  more 
agreeable. 

The  city  is  about  fifteen  miles  in 
circumference,  and  five  in  lc*ngth,  but 
here  1  mean  only  the  city  iil'cif  on  one 
lide  the  river  ;  for  here  are  four  other 
towns,  by  way  of  Faux  Burgh,  or  fub- 
iirbs,  joined  to  the  city,  called  Gallatia, 
Peru,  Toph^Oiand  CalTum,  which  may 
very  well  be  called  the  fuburbs  of  the 
city,  the  river  being  only  between  them, 
which  may  be  reckoned  a  part  of  it  too, 
there  being  continually  fuch  fwarms  of 
ycoiilc  on  It,  pjiFing  a  ofs  and  crqfs^  it 

ai>out  a  mih  ever,  and  in  length, 

•  \ 


from  the  Seraglio  Point  to  the  head,  is 
about  five  miles.  In  thefc  four  towns, 
on  the  right  hand  fide  of  the  river  at 
you  come  in,  live  all  the  ChrilUans,  or, 
as  they  call  them  here,  the  Franks, 
where  all  the  Ambafiadors  reiide,  and 
have  palaces  to  live  in.  My  Lord  Kin- 
nouTs  palace  Hands  on  the  top  of  a  hill 
in  Pera.  No  Franks  are  permitted  to 
live  in  Conltaiuinoplc.  The  people 
they  call  Franks  here  are  Greeks,  Ar¬ 
menians,  Italians,  French,  Dutch,  and 
Englilh  ;  the  four  lalt-namcd  wear  huts, 
which  the  Turks  have  an  averlion- to. 
The  Italian  is  the  common  lang.v.uc 
Ibqke  by  all  Franks,  but  the  Turks 
think  it  beneath  them  to  fpeak  any  lan¬ 
guage  but  their  own. Thefc  towns, w  hich 
are  joined  to  the  city, and  make  the  fub¬ 
urbs  of  it,  are  about  ten  miles  in  conv 
pals,  which,  if  rliele  and  fome  otiiV 
luburbs  adjoining  to  them  with  the 
city,  were  reckoned  (as  indeed  they 
may)  one  continued  city,  they  arc 
much  bigger  than  London  ;  but  people 
difi'er  much  in  their  opinions.  Some 
lay  it  is  not  lb  big,  and  others  lay  it  is 
half  as  big  again  j  but  then  they  leave 
out  the  tow  ns  above-mentiontd  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  river,  and  lonie  put 
;dl  together  as  the  city  and  its  luburhs ; 
and  il  we  were  to  compare  London  and 
Conltantinople  within  the  walls,  1  take 
the  latter  to  be  the  biggeit  of  the  two. 
It  is  built  upon  leven  hills,  and, by  that 
means,  makes  the  molt  beautiful  pvof- 
pe6t,atadiltaiice,thatcan  be  Icen.  The 
buildings  are  all  on  a  rifing  ground, 
one  above  another,  with  an  caly  afeent 
from  the  water  fide  j  fo  that  (as  I  laid 
above)  we  have  a  full  fight  of  ^he  lioufes, 
and  wliat  makes  the  prorpe(^t  more  beau¬ 
tiful,  is  the  green  trees  and  gardens  in¬ 
termixed  ainonglt  the  buildings.  1  !>« 
city  doth  not  leem  to  be  llrongly  for¬ 
tified  }  it  has  walls,  battlements,  and 
towers  all  round,  but  no  ditch.  There 
is  a  very  Itrong  caltle  next  the  Propon- 
tian  Sea,  which  is  called  the  Seven 
Towers,  which  we  law  w’hen  we  came 
in.  All  the  buildings  and  Hreets  are 
very  irregular,  and  much  different  from 
what  I  ever  law^  There  is  neither 
ncatneis,  uniformity,  nor  magnificence 
ill  their  buildings  ;  their  lireets  are 
very  narrow,  and  paved  in  a  rough 
manner,  with  a  iort  of  a  rife  or  caule- 
way  next  the  houfes  for  people  to  walk 
upon,  and  evenrthat  is  Icarceiy  wide 
enough  for  two  to  go  a-brealt.  The 
houfes  are  chieliy  built  of  wood  (clpe- 
cially  the  upper  part  or  liory)»  and 
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^tach  fo  far  over  tlie  top,  that  they 
Couch  one  another,  To  tliat  one  might 
get  over  the  windows  from  one  houfe 
to  another  acrofs  the  Ifreet.  By  this 
way  of  building,  any  one  that  fees  this 
'place  win  not  wonder  at  the  frequent 
jmd  iatnl  tines  they  have  here  j  for  if 
once  a  fire  breaks  out,  it  nnift  burn 
furioiidy  till  it  comes  to  fome  garden 
or  vacant  place  to  (top  it.  *  I  have  feen 
two  fires  already,  firtce  my  coming  here, 
one  on  the  Conitantinople  fide,  and  the 
Other  on  the  Franks  fide  j  they  both 
'Inppened  in  the^  night :  the  laft  of 
which  I  fat  up  all  night  to  fee  it,  which 
•burnt  very  furioufly  for  fix  hours  ;  at 
which  time,  it  was  fo  light  on  our  fhip’i 
'deck,  that  I  could  fee  plainly  to  write 
or  read  by  the  light  of  it.  It  began 
near  the  Seraglio,  fpread  upwards  from 
the  watcr-fide.  The  only  way  they  had 
to  put  it  out,  was  by  ’ pulling  down 
houfes  to  make  an  open  fpace.  The 
appearance  of  the  buildings  is  vaitly 
different  at  a  diltance  to  what  they  are 
when  you  come  near  them,  for  then 
•they  appear  to  l>ethe  nglieft,  awkward - 
tft  buildings  imaginable.  They  are  low, 
•nd  daubed  over  wirii  white  wafh,  or 
boarfe  paint;  the  bottom  part  of  the 
houfes  is  of  nibbith,  fuch  as  ftone, 
brick,  See.  mixt  ’  together  ;  and  the 
upper  part,  which  is  the  l)eft,  is  of 
Vornl,  which  is  neither  carved  nor 
planed,  but  only  fome  arc  painted  with 
ordinary  red  paint.  I  mull  confcl's,  I 
law  two  or  three  buildings  which 
looked  very  beautiful  :  one  was  the 
front  of  a  houfe  belonging  to  the  Chief 
Judge,  but  it  is  iinpoinble  to  give  you 
any  account  of  ir,  it  is  built  in  fo  odd  a 
manner  j  the  nioft  pa;t  of  it  is  w'ood, 
and  has  a  great  deal  of  gilding,  which 
makes  a  fine  fhew  :  the  other,  and  the 
finelf  building  I  have  feen  here,  is  a 
which  ftands  in  an  open  fquare, 
hear  the  Seraglio  gate ;  it  is  a  place 
built  and  maintained  by  the  Grand 
Vitier,  for  people  to  come  and  drawr 
^ter,  who  nave  it  ferved  out  to  them 
>n  great  pint  mugs,  by  people  who 
conftantly  give  attendance  to  fill  thcl'e 
**’'Jg*»  which  are  chained  to  the  place, 
tnd  (land  in  rows  bread  high,  between 
the  iron  bars  or  wrought  iron,  which  is 
gilt  with  cold .  7'liere  are  people  always 
the  inude  to  draw  w’atcr,  and  to  fill 
the  pots,  which,  till  people  come,  arc 
always  kept  full  j  they  have  a  yearly 
^2lii*y  for  doing  of  it.  T^ierc  are 
abundance  of  thofe  forts  of  places,  for 
the  Turks  to  come  and  driaK,  ail  over 


the  city,  for  they  are  not  allowed  to 
drink  any  other  liquor. 

Their  manners  and  cufiomt  arc  fo 
vadly  different  from  us,  and  from  any 
I  ever  faw,  that  it' it  impoffible  for  a 
man,  though  never  fo  curious,  to  be 
fatisfied  in  a  fmall  time  in  nuking  ob- 
fervations,  or  to  give  an  account  of 
them  ;  for  they  ait  quite  the*  icvcrfc 
in  every  thing  to  us  Chriffians,  though 
it  be  contrary  to  fenfe  and  rcaibn  ;  of 
which  I  will  give  you  one  trifling  in« 
dance,  and  by  tlut  you  may  judge  of  the 
red  ;  and  that  is,  when  the  peaches  are 
ripe,  they  beat  them  off  the  trees  with 
dicks’,  and  walnuts  they  gather  with 
their  hands.  Molt  of  the  elderly  men 
wear  their  beards,  and  all  wear  whifk- 
ers.  They  never  wear  any  hair  on  their 
heads  ;  their  urefr  is  Jong,  which,  no 
<loubt,  you  have  feen,  and  is,  as  to  its 
colour,  cither  reJt  green t  jellowt  or 
cloth,  as  are  their  caps  with  mufliu 
rolled  round  for  turbans.  All  thofe 
tint  are  related  to  Mabomei  wtdkr  green 
turbans.  It  is  very  rude  to  put  otf 
one's  hat  to  a  Turk  j  and  one  cannot 
affront  them  worle,  than  by  fhewing 
them  our  bald  pate.  Their  (alutation 
is  by  putting  their  right  hand  to  their 
left  bread.  They  have  an  averfioa  to 
thofe  jjfople  that  were  hats,  yet  they 
arc  vciy  civil  to  us,  as  coming  from  a 
man  of  war,  and  bringing  an  Aiubail'a- 
dor.  *  Their  writing,  too,  is  the  reverie 
of  ours  ;  for  they  write  towards  the  Icfi 
hand,  aT>d  in  crooked  lines,  in  very  odd 
chara(5fers.  They  wear  no  dockings  nor 
fhocs,  but  always  boots  and  flippers. 
Their  boots  arc  of  yellow  leather,  and 
very  large  and  loofc  on  their  legs,  but 
have  no  fbles  to  them  j  and  therefore 
tliey  wear  flippers  over  them,  which 
they  pull  od',  and  leave  at  the  doors^ 
when  they  go  into  a  room,  as  w'oiiien 
do  in  England  their  clogs.  Tlie  com¬ 
mon  people  go  barc-lcggcd,  but  wear 
two  pair  of  flippers,  one  with  Iblcs,  and 
anotner  without  foies.  They  ’  have 
ironhccU  to  their  flippers, and  wooden 
locks  to  their  doors.  They  never  make 
ule  of  chairs  or  tables,  but  always  fit 
upon  the  ground,  like  taylors,  cii  car¬ 
pets,  or  tine  mats  made  of  draw*.  They, 
are  contin’nlly  fmoking  and  drinking 
toffee.  They  never  Ipit  with  their 
fmoking,  nor  drink  fugar  with  their 
coffer,  'riicir  pipes  arc  of  c.ane,  about 
a  yard  and  m  half  Jong,  and  large  earth  •. 
cn  bowls  to  take  on  or  oiTi  'J'hey  always 
carry  a  large  bag  of  tobacco  about  them. 
Of  have  a  man  ta  carry  it  fvr  ibrm.  and 
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a  flint,  fteel,  and  touch  match  to  light 
tbelr  pipes. 

Their  religion  forbids  them  to  drink 
any  fplrituous  liquors,  though  a  great 
m.'uiy  do  it  privately.  There  is  a  fort 
of  or  cool  liquor,  Ibid  about  the 

Hreets  in  large  glaifes,  which,  when  one 
drinks,  they  wake  in  fowc  perfume. 
They  are  mighty  lovers  of  perfumes, 
and  generally  perfume  themfelves  all 
over.  It  is  remarkable,  there  is  abund* 
ance  of  very  ancient  people  here,  and 
thofe  that  el'cape  the  plague  (which  is 
very  frequent  here)  live  generally  to  a 
great  ^e,  for  they  feldom  die  of  any 
other  ucknefs.  They  live  very  mode¬ 
rately  and  regular,  eat  very  little  Aefh, 
and  drink  nothing  Itrong;  always  go 
to  bed  foon,  and  life  early.  July,  Au- 
gufl,  and  September,  are  the  three 
months  the  plague  rages  here,  which 
fwceps  away  abundance  of  people  every 
year.  They  are  very  free  from  it  now  j 
and  it  is  thought,  that  it  will  not  rage 
much  this  year  by  all  circumflances. 

They  ai  e  allowed  to  have  four  li'ives, 
and  as  many  women  Haves  as  they  can 
purchai'e  and  maintain,  who  are  moH  of 
them  Chriliians  brought  out  of  the 
Black  Sea  in  veHels  that  conilantly 
trade  up  there  on  purpofe  for  them, 
and  bring  them  to  a  public  falc  in  the 
markets  here.  Siquts^  which  are  as  big 
as  our  hoys,  ccmie  every  day  to  our  ihlp 
full  of  thefe  Haves  -,  fomc  of  them  arc 
very  pretty  women.  Our  Lieutenant 
talked  of  buying  one  of  them.  The 
women  wear  a  clofc  drefs  down  to  their 
heels,  like  a  man's  night-gown,  or 
banyan,  with  capes  hanging  behind, 
the  Heeves  very  clofe,  and  coining  down 
to  their  ancles,  fo  that  one  can  only  fee 
their  fingers  ends.  Tliey  all  wear  yel¬ 
low  leather  boots,  the  liunc  as  the  men, 
aaid  nippers  over  them.  Their  head* 
drefs  a  thin  white  muHin,  which  co¬ 
vers  all  th#*  back  part  of  their  bead,  and 
comes  round  over  their  mouth,  chin, 
uiul.nofci  anotl^r  piece  comes  over 
their  forehead  )  lb  that  one  can  only 
Ice  their  wyes,  and  fome  p:u-t  of  tlu  ir 
nofe^  for  no  TurkiHi  women  ever  Hitw 
their  face,  not  even  in  their  houfes,  to 
their  relations,  nor  to  their  hulbands 
brlbrc  i  liey  are  married  ;  for  they  marry 
by  proxy,  and  the  man  fends  his  Idler, 
or  (bme  Wiiman  related  to  him,  to  lire 
her  face  before  he  marries  li.r  ;  fo  that 
he  is  i>bligcd  to  truit  to  the  re|>ort  of 
kis  friend  about  her  qualifications, 
mipe,  &c.  With  thi«  white  muHinall 
q«u'  their  head  and  face,  they  look  as 


if  they  were  dreHed  to  frighten  people 
(like  ghoHs).  They  have  large  grey 
^es,  long  nofes,  and  pale  complexions. 
They  have  a  very  Hately  gait,  wear  no 
hair,  as  I  can  fee,  on  their  beads.  They 
have  coaches  for  the  women  to  ride  in, 
which  go  on  carriages  like  our  waggons, 
with  two  horfes  a-breall,  harncHed  like 
waggon-horfes  ;  they  hold  about  fix 
people,  and  arc  covered  like  a  baker’s 
cart,  having  a  I'mall  lattice  door  on 
each  fide  to  get  in  and  out  at.  The 
coachman  has  a  fine  apartment  to 
himlelf,  with  a  canppy  over  his  bead. 
The  men  never  ride  m  coaches,  hut 
always  on  horleback.  The  Grand  Seig¬ 
nior  hiiufelf always  rides  on  horiebacL 
They  have,  for  the  generality,  very 
beautiful  horfes,  and  are  finely  accou¬ 
tred  i  they  ride  at  a  very  How  rate  in 
great  pomp,  feveral  Haves  walking  ou 
each  Hde  of  the  horfe,  and  Ibine  before 
and  behind,  according  to  the  quality 
of  the  perfon. 

1  told  you,  in  my  laft,  that  I  fiw  the 
Grand  Seignior  come  down  to  the  water- 
fide  on  horfe*back,  ^o  into  bis  barge, 
and  'pafs  by  our  Hiip,  w  ith  thirteeu 
barges  more  of  his  retinue,  and  nine 
more  with  his  fineil  w'omen  from  the 
Seraglio,  and  went  to  his  country  pa¬ 
lace,  up  the  canal,  towards  the  Black 
Sea,  wtiere  he  has  been  ever  fincc. 
The  Grand  Vizier  pafl'es  clofe  by  our 
Ihip  twite  every  day,  coming  and  going 
to  CouHaiitinople  to  the  Grand  Seig¬ 
nior. 

1  likcwifc  told  y,ou  of  our  voyage 
from  Malta  hither  through  the  Archesi 
that  we  jailed  along  the  Grecian  fliorc, 
jaw  Corinth,  Athens,  and  anchored  olf 
Troy,  and  liiw  the  place  where  the  toun 
of  Troy  Hood,  which  is  made  arable 
land,  and  where  corn  grows  now'.  I 
think  I  told  you  too,  what  numerous 
boats  there  aie  in  the  river,  which  are 
reckoned  at  twenty  thoujand,  from  one 
man  to  It  ven  in  a  bo.ii  j  they  aie  very 
neat  clever  boats,  and  outcut  our  wher¬ 
ries  on  the  Thames  ;  they  row  exceed¬ 
ing  well,  every  man  rows  with  two  oars 
or  fculls  (  the  oars  aic  Hiort,  but  have 
very  broad  blades,  and  they  keep  a  very 
regular  Hroke,  and  go  at  a  valt  rate  • 
they  are  very  lone  and  narrow,  and 
kept  vciy  clean,  though  not  paintetj.  | 
Moft  people  of  note  kwep  boats  ol  tbtif 
own,  wbic  h  are  generally  rowed  by  levcn 
men  with  fourteen  oars  }  they  do  not 
fit  on  feats  as  we  do,  but  have  a 
like  a  jlacc  at  the  end  of  the  boat  with 
linall  baivnirters  round,  I'prcad  with  * 
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Urpet,  and  they  fit  on  them  crols- 
}  .ibme  of  them  have  large 
(uinions  to  lean  their  backs  againlt, 
and  always  a  pipe  in  their  mouths  a 
yard  and  an  half  long.  Their  fer- 
fonts,  who  are  generally  in^greeii  li¬ 
veries,  fit  before,  facing  them.  Moft 
people  keep  their  own  boats  to  go  to 
their  country  feats  in  fummer  j  which 
they  all  have  up  the  canal  towards  the 
Black  Sea,  to  the  end  they  may  crofs, 
Vid  pafs  to  and  fro,  bccaule  there  is  no 
iridgeacrofs  the  river.  The  boats  are 
always  with  a  clean  tallowed  bottom, 
and  arc  very  (harp,  and  cock  up  at  each 
end.  The  men  always  row  in  white 
(hirts  and  red  caps,  and  fit  on  benches, 
as  we.  do.  .The  oars  arc  fallened  or 
tied  to  the  rollock  with  a  piec6  of  lea¬ 
ther  thong,  (b  that  they  never  take  them 
into  the  boat,  but  let  tl  c.n  hang  along 
the  fide  of  the  boat.  W’hc.i  they  land  a 
fare  or  palTeiiger,  they  always  turn  the 
boat  about,  and  put  the  ileru  to  the 
Ihorc,  that  you  may  not  have  the  trou¬ 
ble  to  come  or  pals  by  the  watermen  ; 
they  do  not  get  up  from  their  feats 
when  you  land. 

The  women  w’ho  come  by  our  (liip, 
whole  boats  full  of  them,  and  who  look 
gholUy,  fo  as  to  frighten  people,  fit  on 
low  feats,  on  each  fide  the  boat,  clofe  to 
the  bottom,  that  one  can  jult  fee  their 
white  hoods  over  the  boat-fides  ;  they 
have  no  tilts  or  coverings  to  their  boats, 
except  a  fine  awning  to  the  Grand  Seig¬ 
nior  and  Vizier's  barges,  and  the  barges 
which  are  rowed  with  twenty-three 
men  for  his  w'omen.  One  of  them 

f)alied  us  the  other  day  from  the  Serag- 
io  to  go  to  him  at  his  country  palace, 
with  (bmc  of  his  beauties  in  it,  but  were. 
cJol'c  (hut  up  in  a  tilt,  and  two  black 
eunuchs  I'at  on  the  outfide  as  guards. 

.  The  river  is  full  of  torpujftis,  which 
are  always  playing  and  roiling  above 
water,  that  fometimes  I  wonder  they 
do  not  jump  into  the  boats.  The  rc.^- 
fon  they  are  fo  numerous  and  tame,  is, 
bccaufc  nobody  dare  (hoot  or  inolelt 
titem.  The  river  is  very  full  of  fowl, 
particularly  large  gulls  ^  for  the  fame 
*^fon,the  ftreets  (warm  with  cur  dogs 
like  foxes,  which  have  no  owners,  but 
live  in  the  llreets  on  the  public,  and 
nobody  dares  kill  one  of  them.  They 
arc  very  troubltlbme  to  us  Eoglilh  \ 
(or  whenever  any  of  us  go  a-fiiorc,  they 
follow  at  one’s  heels,  and  bark  continu¬ 
ally,  but  do  not  bite  much  j  they  begin 
ROW  to  be  acquainted  with  us,  and  arc 
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pretty  civil  to  what  tl>ey  ufed  to  be. 
The  itreets  are  full  of  wild  turtle  doves^ 
which  arc  very  tame,  and  build  about 
the  houfes,  by  rcalbn  nobody  otters  to 
molelt  them  j  fo  that  one  may  take 
them  with  their  hand,  if  they  pleale. 
There  is  nobody  in  the  Iticcts  after, 
it  is  dark,  for  every  body  goes  to  bed  ^ 
lb  that  when  day-light  is  gone,  nothing 
is  done.  Here  is  neither  clock  nor  bcU 
Itrikcs  in  tlie  place,  neither  dare*  we 
111  ike  or  ring  our  bell  w  hile  we  lie 
here. 

Tiie  nioJijueSf  or  churches,  arc  a  great 
beauty  to  the  city  }  they  ;u*e  generally 
built  on  the  highell  giound,  and  are 
one  entire  large  dome  covered  with 
lead,  and  a  fmall  turret  .at  top  of  the 
dome  which  is  copper,  and  ibme  are 
gilt  with  gold,  which  makes  a  fliining 
Ihcw'.  Some  of  tliem  have  abundance 
ot  I'mnll  low  domes  round  the  great 
one,  and  they  have  one,  two,  three,  or 
four  Itecplci  adjoining  to  their  ;fiofqucs^ 
according  to  the  hignefs  of  it.  I  hcir 
llecples  are  very  like  the  monument, 
only  lharp  at  top,  and  arc  for  no  other 
ufe,  h\n  tor  a  man  to  go  to  the  lop,  and 
call  people  to  prayers.  They  have  one, 
two,  or  three*  lialconicf.  round  at  top, 
one  above  another,  for  the  pried  to  go 
out  at,  to  bawl  out  to  the  people  indcad 
of  bells.  They  arc  obliged  to  pray  five 
times  in  the  four-and-twenty  hours  ; 
at  day-light,  at  noon,  four  o'clock  in 
the  aftcri^oon,  at  duik,  and  at  an  hour 
and  an  half  .after  dark  night  ;  and  at 
thefe  times,  one  under  pried  goes  up 
into  one  of  the  balconies  of  the  dceple, 
and  puts  his  haiuls  to  his  cars,  and- 
fereams  out  with  a  terrible  flirill  voice 
for  five  or  fix  minutes,  till  he  is  quite 
hoarfc,  to  call  them  to  prayers.  The 
words  that  he  fays,  I  am  told  in  Englilh 
are,  God  is  greats  three  times  ;  gvve 
UlVimonyy  that  there  is  hut  one  Guu  ; 
comCf  yield yourfel'ves  up  to  his  rmrey^  and 
pay  him  to  forgive  you  your  fins,  God  i/ 
great f  three  times  more,  there  is  no  ether 
God  hut  God.  They  haveciderns,  or 
bathing  places,  built  round  the  mofques 
at  the  outfide  of  them,  to  w.afh  and  bathe 
themfelves  in,  which  they  always  do 
moreorlcfs  before  they  go  to, prayers. 

Sometimes  they  only  wafh  hands, 
feet,  eyes,  nofe,  and  tars  j  but,  if  they 
have  been  with  any  of  their  w'ivcs  lately, 
then  they  bathe  themfelves  all  over  be¬ 
fore  they  go  to  prayers.  I  <lo  not  find 
,  they  ule  much  exercife  or  divcrfiun. 
They  arc  great  lovers  of  fVowers.  They 
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are  u  very  clean  people*  I  can  fee  no 
linen  they  wear,  tor  thcii*  Ihirts  do  not 
dole  at  the  neck,  nor  Iv'.s  it  any  collar 
or  wrilt-bands  made  of  conoiu  I'liey 
do  not  make  nfe  of  tables,  chairs, 
knives,  folks,  plates,  napki'v^,  nor 
dilhes,  at  their  meais,  except  tlie  top 
people,  who  liave  tables,  a  foot  bij^h 
tVoin  the  ground,  and  h.avc  nothing 
but  w<io«ien  fpoons  to  eat  witli,  no 
table-cloth,  but  one  fpread  under  the 
table.  'I'heir  roalt  meat  contes  hrlf  to 
table,  wliicli  tluy  l  at  with  lpo<uu;  and 
the  boiled  meat  and  foup  come  lalt. 

Their  chief  furniture  to  their  houfes 
t«  their  j^pkus  }  foinc  of  them  are  very 


rich,  and  they  have  one  of  thefe  fofht 
in  every  room,  at  one  end  where  the 
windows  arc  all  round  ;  it  is  a  pljcj 
railed  about  half  a  foot  like  a  llige, 
covered  all  over  w  ith  a  tine  llraw  mat, 
2nd  ail  round,  agair.lt  the  wall,  a  fort  of 
railed  foft  place,  about  a  yard  wide  from 
the  v/ali,  covered  with  Hue  fcarlet  cloth, 
ar.d  Icmg  culhions,  or  pillows,  (handing 
on  their  edr^e  ac;ainll  the  wall  to  lean  to 
It,  fo  they  lit,  be,  and  loll  on  thefe 
fophas  all  day ;  and,  I  believe,  make  them 
tlicif  beds  in  th,e  ni' ht,  for  1  ncv»r  let 
any  beds  that  they  have.

exhibiting  .an  e.xample,  and  tracing  a 
plan  tor  <  thci*  public -Ipirited  men  of 
rank  ami  fortune  to  adopt,  would  claim 
the  merit  of  being  a  truly  bciufici.d 
public  undertaking. 

The  prefent  work  being  limited  to 
one  part  only  of  the  united  kingdom  of 
Cfieat  Britain,  is  more  peculiarly  intc- 
redingto  the  natives,  and  to  thofe  who 
have  real  or  pcrfbnal  eltates,  or  com¬ 
mercial  ed.ahlifhments  and  connexions, 
within  the  territory  of  Scotia  ml  ;  and 
therefore  the  feparatc  volumes,  in  the 
order  in  which  they  were  completed, 
were  printed  and  publilhed  in  the  capi¬ 
tal  city  of  that  comitry,  where  they,  of 
cc^urfe,  wei'c  better  known,  and  more 


cxtenfively  circulated  than  in  Lon¬ 
don  . 

Yet  the  information  to  l>e  found  in 
thefe  llatilHcal  volumes,  on  fuch  gene¬ 
ral  concern  39  agriculture,  population, 
man ufa»5f tires,  moral  charaifer  of  the 
people,  ^c.  is  fuch  as  *!vcry  atf’ive  mem¬ 
ber  of  lot  lety,  in  every  part  of  thccin- 
]ure,  will  be  giad  to  conlult  j  but  more 
elpecially  thofe  whole  public  fitnations 
rcijuivc  a  competent  knowledge  of  fbe 
intn'nidjlruclurenftkat  cofnmunity  to  whklv 
they  belong.  The  great  ohje^f,** 
fays  the  indefatigable  Author  of  the 
Statilfical  Inqtiiry,  was,roaccomplifh 
what  had  hitherto  never  been  attempt- 
fvl,  namely,  to  afeertain  the  internal firuc^ 
tuve  of  .S*9nVrv  and  mo!t  alfuredly,  the 
Statefman  wlio  is  horiourcvl  with  a  ihare 
in  the  legilkative,  or  in  the  executive 
departments  of  tlic  Briiifli  empire, 
derive  great  advantage  from  coniuiting 
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llii«  Hccunte  and  ample  ftatcment  of  the 
monies  by  which  the  i  el'peCtive  clati'es  of 
%  nation,  containing  i,<:5o  I'ouls,  re- 
fpe^ively  obtain  tlieir  I’libliftence,  aiul 
the  mean^i  by  which  their  conciition 
iiiayl>e  improved.  It  is  highly  gratify¬ 
ing  to  fpecii!.*tive  niiiuis,  to  ohlerre, 
ihatailiipofition  to  Itihiy  ;)olitit.fi  aj'itli- 
wetic,  aod  political  economy,  prevails 
lii/)reaiul  more  every  day  in  the  higher 
ctilles  of  fbciety ;  if  holds  out  a  iair 
piotpecl:  to  the  public  of  conlidernble 
Improvements  in  their  domclfie  con- 
ctrns,  whenever  the  nation  drill  Ikj 
blefied  with  a  iliirabie  peace  ;  then  it 
will  be  f>iind,  that  the  rel'nlts  of  I’ncli 
invtdigations  as  have  been  made  in  this 
wo.  l' ,  and  are  recommendtd  to  be  made 
in  other  parts  of  the  united  kingdom, 
will  he  prodmPiivc  of  plenty,  cheapncis, 
increalc  of  propei  ry,  U'yaity,  and  found 
morals  ;  and  lie'drucfive  of  monopolies, 
artirtckil  fc\’rticie>,  prodigality,  tlidipa- 
licn,  and  in  the  h)\ver  ciders  of  tiie 
eoplc  intoxicnihny  hy ilriin:-ilri:kifigf  the 
:ine  of  liealth  and  longevity. 

We  will  now  give  a  liitisfai^Tory  out¬ 
line  of  tills  great  woik,  pointing  out 
the  prim  ipal  materials,  and  the  order 
in  which  they  are  arranged. 

A  preliminary oblirva, ion  ot  the  Au¬ 
thor,  however,  mulf  not  elcajie  our 
notice,  as  it  gives  a  netelfary  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  terms  that  frequently  occur 
in  the  body  of  the  work.

IJui,  in  the  courle  of.i  very 
cxtenfive  tour  through  the  norfuern 
parts  of  fhirope,  which  I  hajipencil  to 
take  in  17X6,  1  found,  that  in  C»erm;tny 
they  were  engaged  in  a  fpecies  of  pfili- 
tical  enquiry,  to  which  they  had  given 
the  name  of  Statijiics  j  and  though  I 
apply  a  dilferem  iilea  to  that  won!, 
for  by jiatijUuil  is  meant,  in  Germ.'iny, 
an  enquiry  for  the  purpofe  of  afeertain- 
ingthe  political  itrengtb  of  a  country, 
orquelfions  rcipccfing  matters  of  Ifate  j 
whereas,  tlie  idea  1  annex  to  the  term, 
is  an  enquiry  into  the  Ifate  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  for  the  piirpole  of  afeti  taining  the 
quantum  of  happiness  enjoyed  by  its  in- 
tahitauts,  ami  the  means  of  its  futni*c 
improvement  ;  yet,  as  1  thought  that  .’i 
new  word  might  attratl  more  public 
sttciuion,  I  (cfulveii  on  adopting  it^ 


ami  1  hope  that  it  is  now  completely 
nafuralk'.ed  and  incorporated  with  our 
language.”

I  flatter 
myicir,  that  uoc.n  this  occafion  they 
will  n  >t  be  b’.c  V. aid  in  contributing 
their  aid  to  ]>iiiinote  an  attempt  wlii: li 
m<y  pri»vc  oi’  coufuierable  lo  vice  to 
the  coujiti  y  at  large,  and  cannot  f.iil  to 
ad»l  to  the  reputation  and  tharadfer 
wi/ich  the  Church  of  Scotland  Iws  .al« 
re.u'y  lb  delervedly  acquired  for  public 
utility.

Parilh  of  Sorn,  County  of  Ayr.  By 
theKcv.  Geor^^e  Gordon.  This  is  the 
molt  copious  account  in  the  whole  vo¬ 
lume  j  and  the  following  partieulars 

the  molt  curious  and  intcrclting. - 

“  Natural  productions — The  Moors 
and  fields  are  pretty  well  Itocked  with 
the  uliial  kimi  of  game;  but  I  never 
hearil  of  any  fingular  or  uncommon 
plant  or  animal  in  this  parilli,  neither 
are  their  any  lakes  in  it.  It  .abounds, 
hvawcvcr,  in  peat,  coal,  lime  ftone,iron- 
Itoiie,  and  red  frce-ltone,  all  of  a  good 
quality,  vVc. 

“  Soil  uiul  climate. —  As  nearly  as  I 
can  compute,  wititout  actual  admeafnre- 
inent,  this  p.irllh  contains  about  23,660 
Kngiilh  acres  ;  of  which,  about  3000 
coulilts  of  mol's,  7000  of  hills,  moors, 
anil  other  paitnre  lands,  and  about  200 
are  covered  with  wood,  partly  natural, 
and  partly  planteil  in  belts  and  chimps  ; 
and  t!ie  remaining  13,460  arc  arable, 
though  not  all  at  prel'eiit  in  a  Itate  of 
actual  cultivation:  but  filch  l.uuls  as 
thele  aj'eevidently  capable  of  much  im- 
piovcmenl  :  ihc  prevailing  foil  in  the 
ar.ible  diitriCls  is  that  ot  a  reddilh  clay, 
upon  a  b  Jtfom  of  blackilb  till.  Under 
proper  management,  and  in  favour.A)le 
iealons,  it  yields  good  crops  of  oats  ; 
but  as  it  ictains  too  innch  moiltnre,  it 
is  apt,  when  in  palturc,  to  be  loon  over¬ 
run  with  mois  anil  rullu  s. 

“  The  climate  is  much  the  fame  here 
as  in  theoiliei'  parifhes  of  this  county  : 
ilror.g  gdes  of  wiiul,  blowing  direCUy 
from  ihe  Well,  rn  Occ:m,  aiul  accompa¬ 
nied  with  f.'tqueiu  and  heavy  ihowxis 
of  rain,  conltitutc  ti.e  prevailing  wea¬ 
ther.  (.’omplete  rainy  tiays,  however, 
are,  I  think,  leis  common  here  tlian  on 
the  call  coalt ;  neither  does  iiiow  fall 
m  Inch  4iuantitic;>,  or  lie  fo  long  ;  .and 
we  have  ieidom  rcalon  to  cov'.plain  of 
fog.

“  Ponnlatiou  and  employment. — 
The  nnmber  of  families  in  this  parilh, 
exclulive  of  tliofe  in  the  village  of  Ca- 
tiine.  Is  243,  and  of  louls  14.29  ;  of 
ihele,  677  are  male.^,  752  females.  It 
appe.irs  from  the  anntxca!  account,  that 
}  G.itrine  (a  new  built  vill.ire  with  a  cot- 
•  '  ton  inaiuitattory)  contains  13  50  louls. 
'J'he  increafe  in  the  whole  parifli  fiiuc 
the  year  1765,  is  1225  fouis.  About 
100  families,  including  the  irliding 
heritors,  are  clueriy  employed  in  the 
bulincfs  of  agi  icuUurc, 
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“  Longevity.— A  confulciaable  num¬ 
ber  of  both  fexes  arrive  at  eighty  ye.u  « 
of  age,  and  fomc  even  exceed  ninety* 
Within  a  very  frn.all  diilancc  of  the 
church,  there  are  jull  now  living  a 
Ihoemaker  in  the  ninetieth  year  of  Ids 
age,  who  itill  occupies  the  lioulc  he  was 
born  in  ;  the  church  olHccr,  who  is  in 
hl.s  83th  year  ;  a  gardener  in  his  ninety- 
fifth,  and  his  wife  nearly  the  lame  .igc, 
w  ho  have  been  married  lixty-eight  years- 
allb,  the  poll'clfor  of  a  llnail  f.irm,  who 
is  now  In  his  ninety-fevniih  year  ;  he 
is  the  molt  vigorous  of  them  all,  and 
walks  two  or  three  miles  every  <lay.  It 
is  not  a  little  remarkable,  that  all  their; 
aged  pcrlbns,  except  the  fit  it,  were  ler- 
vants  to  the  late  Countels  iJowager  of 
Loudon,  who  herlclf  lived  at  Sorn  Caf- 
tlc  till  within  three  or  four  months  of 
her  hundredth  yc  ar.  The  coiinnon  lood 
of  the  people  who  thus  attain  to  extra* 
ordinary  old  age  is  delcrihed  in  tliis  and 
other  p.iridies  generally  to  conlilt  oi 
l)rothj,oatrncMl  cakes,  called  'oannock«a 
potatoe.i,  milk,  and  vegetables,  wiiU 
verv  iiuie  me.it. 

“  Condlti.m  .ind  charai^er  of  the 
pejpli-*.  — About  levcn  years  ago,  po- 
vtity  j>rw*v. riled  vtiy  generally  among 
all  dalles  ot  t!»c  people  in  thi.>  parilii, 
and  they  were  not  without  the  faults 
which  arc  nfuall)  found  ti>  accompany 
Inch  u  conditioji.  ’i'hough  the  rents 
were  bv  no  means  overllretched,  yet 
verv  few  of  the  tenants  vveieahie  to  pay 
them  with  pnnc^uaiity  and  tale,  and 
very  fewof  tlie  iradeliuen  and  labourers 
were  in  ealy  cii cumltances,  owing,  in 
4xut,  to  the  diliip.ttion  of  loo  large  a 
proportion  viftheir  incomes  inale-hou!es 
and  wldiky-lliops.  .Since tirat  time, how 
ever,  butn  tiieir  condiiion  ami  chu.i.: 
ter  have  been  crmlnlerably  altered  loi 
tlic  better.  1  i.>  agic eable  c hangr  lus 
been  cct.ilioned,  partly  by  the  .iieiu 
the  price  ol  labour,  and  oi  all  tire  pro¬ 
ductions  of  agriculture,  |).irtly  by  the 
fcaicity  and  high  price  oi  ipiiiiuoiu 
li(|uors,  and  partly  by  the  li»v)C.g  in- 
centivc-i  to  indullry,  w uicii  the  nnnn-

Independent  of  the  life  and  adven- 
fines,  the  opinions  o('  Colonel  Hanger 
are  in  a  great  degree  founded  on  a  tho¬ 
rough  knowledge  of  mankind  ;  but  in 
fome  inlbnces  he  cenfures  without  dif- 
Cl  iuiinatioii  ;  as  in  the  note  annexed  to 
the  following  juft  reproof.  “  It  is  not, 
1  am  policive,  from  want  of  attention 
to  their  religion,  that  the  lower  orders 
of  the  people  do  not  frequent  the 
cjiurchet  oftcncr.  They  cannot  aftbrd 
it.  It  is  impolTible  to  get  a  place  in 
many  churches  uudei  a  (nilling}  for  in 
theft  times,  even  in  the  houfe  of  God, 
lliey  take  money,  as  well  as  in  other 
great  offices."  In  the  note  he  lays, 
“  there  is  no  place  where  the  inde¬ 
cency  of  this  cuftoin  prevails  lb  much 
as  at  the  Magdalen  Mofpital." 

This  is  a  very  illiberal  charge :  the 
chapel  of  the  Magdalen  Hofpltaiis  nei¬ 
ther  a  parifti-chuicb,  nor  a  chapel  of 
cafe  to  the  finall  church  of  an  extenfivc 
and  populous  parifti  :  thofe  who  refort 
to  it,  go  there  from  motives,  (bme  of 
cbaiity,  others  of  curiofiiy,  but  none 
bccaule  they  cannot  frequent  divine 
Icrvice  in  their  own  neighbourhood 
without  paying  for  it.  But  if  he  ba4 
confined  his  cenfure  to  thofe  large  pa*> 
rilhef  Vhercin  the  churches  are  too 
fmall  for  the  number  of  parllhioners, 
and  v/here  mercenary  builders,  and 
mercenary  priefts,  have  availed  them- 
felvcs  of  this  circumftance,  the  former 
to  eret*f,  and  the  other  to  hire  chapels, 
which  are  denominated  pri<vate  frosty

ly.  We  cannot  quit  this  fubje^t  with¬ 
out  turning  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  areal  abufe  of  this  kind,  which  calls 
for  immediate  red  refs.  The  parilh- 
church  is  not  fo  large  as  a  dining-jxir- 
lour,  and  was  erected  when  the  panlh 
was  very  fmall  indeed,  and  very  thinly 
inhabited  ;  at  prefent  it  will  not  hold  a 
tboufandtb  part  of  its  inhabitants,  and  an 
waspalTcd  for  building  a  new  church 
upwards  of  twenty  years  ago  j  but  owing 
to  the  number  of  chapels  luppoitcd  by 
the  fubferiptions  of  the  Nobility  and 
other  opulent  houfekeepers,  it  remains 
without  eft'e^  i  and  in  thefe  chapels,  a 
feat  cannot  be  obtained  under  one  fliil- 
linga  time,  or  balf-a-guinca  a  quarter  j 
thofe  who  cannot  altoi  d  the  former,  nor 
go  to  prayers  in  any  other  in  their 
neighboiirhooil,  may  drop  down  in  the 
ailcs  with  the  fatigue  of  (landing,  for  no 
-pew-onener  will  turn  a  key  unlcls  paid 
before-hand.

fuHicient,  or  the  Brlti(h  Government 
(hould  continue  preparations  which 
were  begun  only  in  purfuance  of  her 
own  example.  Neither  have  the  advo¬ 
cates  of  France  to  this  hour  pretended, 
that  they  are  able  to  charge  this  country 
with  a  Tingle  ait,  which,  according  to 
the  law  of  nations,  has  ever  been  confi- 
dered  as  a  julHfiiblc  cauTc  for  war. 
Their  omifTion  to  do  this  amounts  to 
the  mod  complete  exculpation  of  Great 
Britain  from  the  charge  of  aggrelHon. 
But  it  may  nevcrthelefs  be  ('atisfa^orv 
to  know’ what  neutral  countries  think 
upon  this  conduct  j  and  the  opinion  of 
America  cannot  tail  to  have  confidcr- 
able  weight  with  a  Britilh  Oppofition. 
That  opinion  has  been  formally  given, 
and  has  been  adted  upon.  For,  as  by 
the  treaty  ot  1776  between  France  and 
the  United  States  the  latter  are  obliged 
to  ulhft  the  (ormer  in  defence  of  the 
French  Well  India  Kl.inds,  in  any  fub- 
lequent  war  in  which  France  (hould  not 
be  the  ogj^fjforx  when  *he  prefent  war 
broke  out,  it  became  a  ferious  queition 
with  America,  w  hether  France  or  Great 
Britain  was  the  aggrclTor.  On  the  i8th 
ot  April  179s,  the  Prclident  Wa(hing. 
ton  aliemblcd  tho(e  Officers  of  State, 
whom^  it  w’as  the  cnitom  to  confult 
upon  important  occafions  j  to  wit,  Mr. 

ieflferihn  the  Secretary  of  State,  Mr. 
I'lniiton  the  Secretary  of  the  T  reafury, 
Mr.  Knox  the  Secretary  at  War,  and 
Mr.  Bradford  the  Attorney  General. 
To  the  Council  thus  formed,  the  Pi  cfi- 
dent  put  tliefoliowinyqnellion »  “  Does 
the  war  in  which  France  is  engaged 
.apT>ear  to  be  cffcnh*ue  or  defenfimt  on  her 
•parr  }  or  of  a  mixed  and  equivocal  cha¬ 
racter  It  w.as  determined,  that  the 
war  w.is,  on  the  part  of  France,  an 
war.  And  upon  this  ground 
the  Pn  (ident,  without  waiting  for  any 
information  fi*om  France.  ifTiicd  a  pro- 
-  ciamation,  declaring  to  all  the  world, 


that  America  nuoulJ  take  no  part  in  tk 
<war.  In  tins  opinion  Fi*ance  herfelf 
acQuieiced.  For  though  entitled  to 
call  for  the  alTiitaiice  of  America  ia 
defence  of  the  French  Weit  IndU 
Iflands  (which  were  never  before  in 
(ueb  danger),  in  cafe  ihe  was  not  the 
aggrclTor  ;  (he  did  not  claim  the  aflill# 
ance,  nor  pretend  to  be  entitled  to  it, 
although  (he  (ought,  by  all  the  meant 
in  her  power,  to  involve  America  in 
the  war.  Thus  America  and  France 
have,  by  their  deliberate  condu^, given 
the  belT  poHible  proof,  that  their  opi. 
nion  is  in  favour  of  this  country  upon 
the  queltion  of  aggreffion.  No  doubt 
can  exilt  refpefling  the  opinion  of  any 
other  country  upon  that  quedion  :  and 
thus  the  whole  world  admits,  that  the 
war  is  jiill  and  necclTai-y  on  the  part  of 
Great  Britain  ;  excepting  only  thofe 
Britiffi  fubjefts  who  feem  determined 
to  think  it  impolTible  for  their  country 
to  be  right  in  any  inllancc,  unlefsthcy 
be  permitted  to  change  its  government, 
or  (w'hich  in  efTe^T  would  be  the  fame 
thing)  to  choofe  the  Miniders  by  whom 
the  affairs  of  that  government  are  to  he 
direded."

«  The  defign  of  the  prclcnt  dilcuf- 
(ion,"  adds  Mr.  Bowles,  as  he  Tunis  up 
ali  bis  reafonings  in  the  text,  “  was  to 
trace  the  war  to  its  origin,  to  inyelli- 
gate  its  motives,  to  uphold  its  objects, 
and  to  deteft  and  expofe  the  fallacious 
datements  of  thofe  perfbns  who  have 
aferibed  it  to  caufes  which  had  no  lharc 
in  itsproduftion.

It 
was  not  at  its  lirft  breaking  out,  nor 
has  it  been  in  its  progrefs,  riireiled 
merely  againd  any  particular  fovereign 
or  country  ;  hut  it  was  from  the  lirlt, 
and  it  diU,*dirc61^cd  againd  every  Tote- 
reign  and  cvc»y  country.  It  is  an 
injudice  to  the  caufe  in  which  all  art 
engaged,  to  fenaratc  their  provocations,

Lodowick 
arrives  to  make  the  diicovcry  juft  when 
tlie  Duke  of  ^^axony  has  reluctantly  rc- 
fulcd  aii  I'olicitalions  for  Adeimorn’s 
life,  and  the  untoitun.ite  outlaw  is 
about  to  periA^  on  the  ftaifold.  Ulric 
rcfules  to  yield  10  the  proofs  and  alVer- 
tioivs  of  Lodowick,  and  infills  itili  on 
llie  execution  of  the  fcnlence  againlt 
Adel  morn  ;  til!  at  lait  the  anpari. 
lion  of  the  gholt  of  the  murdered 
Roderick  contounds  his  cbAin  icy,  and 
brings  him  to  virditate  AJclmoi  n  by  a 
full  coafeliion  ot'  hU  gwa  cj  imc.

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This  piece  is  much  in  the  ftyle  oiThe 
Qjjiu  Sptdre  l>y  the  umc  Author  j  and 
ougnt  to  have  been  entitled  “  More 
Ot.jii  for  his  G.iolf,  who  in  liiis 
pLy  Is  a  m-ile,  appeared  three  times  dur¬ 
ing  the  pcrforin-mcc. —  sVithout  the 
duiogue,  which  is  wretched,  dJelmont 
would  make  a  tolerable  Balict,  or  Pan¬ 
tomime  i  but  as  a  Drama  it  i$  far  belo  w 
critic  ilm. 

Every  thing  that  fplendul  decoration 
and  beautiful  Icenery  could  do  was 
efected  ;  and  the  muiic,  by  Kelly,  was 
captivating  in  the  cxlrcme,  as  well  in 
iu  light  and  airy  parts,  as  in  the  cho- 
rufTcs,  Mott  ot  the  fongs  were  encored, 

2t  were  aifo  two  or  three  glees,  and  a 
delightful  duet  between  Mrs.  Mountain 
and  B.inniiter,  jun.  The  audience, 
however,  though  they  rapturouliy  ap- 
pla  udtd  the  Compolcr  and  bcene  Paint¬ 
er,  hided  the  dialogue  alinoit  from  be. 
ginning  to  end  }  but  more  pai  ticulariy 
thofe  parts  which,  deiigned,  no  doubr, 
to  be  witty  and  humorous,  were  in  . 
reality  abfurd  abortions.  On  being 
announced  for  repetition,  much  dil. 
approbation  was  tcltitied.  It  wai,  how¬ 
ever,  again  performed  the  following 
evening  }  when,  ainong  other  aitera- 
ti'iDs,  twoappearances  ot  the  Ghoit  were 
omitted  ;  and  this  irr.a^i  iarji  being  only 
appeared  once  (properly  enough)  in  an 
magin'ary  fccnc  lepi  efenling  a  dream  of 
Adchnorn’s,  and  forming  a  very  beau¬ 
tiful  fpcttacle. 

Its  extrinfre  merits  continued  this 
piece  on  the  iPtge,  with  Ibrue  intermif- 
fions,  till  the  sath  ;  when  it  wus,  as  we 
prefume,  finally  dilmitfed. 

When  we  fee  Inch  a  man  at  the  head 
of  the  Concern  as  Mr.  Sneridan,  and 
Mr.  Kemble  as  the  Acfing  Manager, 
botli  highly  ditlinguilhcd  for  ciaiFicil 
learning  and  correct  judgment,  wc  can¬ 
not  but  wonder  how  pieces  calculated, 
like  the  above,  to  degrade  the  En^lllh 
Itage,  and  vitiate  the  public  talle,  con¬ 
trive  to  gain  accels. 

*.  At  Covent  Garden  (for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  Mr.  Knight),  a  new  piece  in  one 
ad  was  produced,  entitled,  Wh.\t 
U’OULD  THE  Man  be  at?”  Without 
ftonetling  much  interefi,  it  plealanily 
latirlfcd  the  manners  of  fafbion  ible  life, 
and  gave  Mr.  Knight  an  opportunity  of 
cx;:vbiting  his  talcnu  in  three  dilfercut 


chambers.  It  palTed  ofT  with  apphufe^ 
but  has  not  fince  b^cn  pei  formed. 

11.  At  Covent  Garden  Theatre, 
RLkurJ  the  Third drcvi  a  large  audience  ; 
with  whom  Mr.  Cooke  took  a  libcity 
that  ought  not  to  pafs  unnoticed.  E'roru 
w  hat  caule  wc  know  not ;  but  he  by  no 
means  afforded  fatisfaftion  to  the  audi¬ 
ence  ;  for,  bcfidc  a  negligent  mannci , 
he  alFedcd  fo  low  a  tone  as  ofic;i 
to  be  fcarcely  audible.  Hence  he  was 
feveral  times  dclircd  to  fpeak  louder. 
At  Itngtn  his  temper  wa^  idurcd,  and

Tlie  iinboundcJ  libei*ality 
wit'.i  which  they  eacourage  and  reward 
hiflriunic  mcr.t  entitles  them  at  all 
times  to  refpedful  liehaviour  :  and, 
without  fome  care  in  this  point,  Mr. 
Cooke  m.'fy  r.iife  a  prejudice  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  mind,  that  talents  even  grciU  as  his 
will  not  be  faificient  cafily  to  remove. 

ii.  At  the  fame  Theatre,  a  new 
Farce, called  “  The  StA  Side  Story,’* 
written,  as  is  faid,  by  Mr.  Dhnoiui, 
j»m.  was  performed  for  the  benefit  of 
Mrs.  Mattocks.  The  fcenc  was  laidat 
Margate  ;  and  it  contained  ibme  laugh¬ 
able  incidents,  with  a  few  plealmg 
fongs,  whlcli  procured  it  a  favourable 
reception  ;  and  it  has  been  once  re¬ 
peated. 

15.  “  Who's  the  Rogue  ?”  a 
Farce,  was  prefented  for  4hc  fii  ll  rime 
at  Mrs.  Martyr’s  benefit  j  but  was  fa 
ill  receivctl,  tnat  whether  it  was  finifh- 
cd,  or  broken  otf  before  its  juli  conclu- 
fioii,  the  tumult  of  di (approbation  rea- 
dci  cd  it  not  very  cafy  to  hear.

•  The  reader  will;  rccolleil  that,  in  mv  note  to.  the  firft  Bafium,  I  expi<nr(l  my 
regret  that  “  time  had  cart  a  veil  over  the  circumflanccs  of  our  autiiovs  life.**  1 
have  now  the  fatisfadlion  cf  acquainting  the  public  that  my  aflertion  was  erroneous, 
and  proceeded  troiu  my  having,  at  that  period,  confultcd  only  the  hi  ft  edition  of  the 
commentaries  of  Fuzzillius  Bumgultus.  I  have,  fince,  met  with  the  tenth  and  lalt 
edition  of  that  work,  from  which  I  (ball  prefent  my  readers  with  an  anecdote,  illuf. 
tratlvc  ot  the  charailcr  of  oui  Uermit-Poet.  Many  a  pilgrim,  from  many  a  diltant 
Lnd,  has  viiiied  Vautlufc  for  no  other  purpofe  than  to  view  the  fpot  immortalized  hy 
the  pen  of  the  amoious  Petrarch.  England  could  once  bcaft  of  a  fcqueftereJ  wood- 
land  equally  attra^ifive.  Such  was  the  grove  in  which  Rufticius  wrote  his  “  Bara.” 

Such  was  the  grove - but  1  am  anticipating  the  reflections  of  the  reader.  I  pro- 

icc-i  la  the  cxtiaCt  horn  tiic  commentaries  of  Fuzzillius  Bumguftus.  “  Soon  aliir 
the  bublicatioii  of  ilte  tiVft*  edition  cf  the  Balia  of  Joanores  Kutticius  Dellius,'onc 
Opt  ijnos,- iiji named  tlic  Luthuliaft,  happening  to  meet  .with  the  work,  was  lo  de¬ 
lighted  vvlth  it,  tliat,  in  the  moment  ot  admiratii)n,  he  refolved  to  viht  the  grove  in 
widely  it  was  wi  iiicr. — a  grove  intertlling  to  the  feelings  or  every  lover,  and  every  poet. 
J\licious  and  rrrefntiblc  arc  the  attia6lions  of  fymputhy  !  Optimus  departed  troni 
bis  Cottage  in  the  month  ot  June.  Seated  on  his  mule,  he  travelled  301  miles  bctoic 
Ire  reached  the  town  of  Dubrilium,  near  which  wdsTituated  the  objeC*!  ot  hrs  wilhes. 
Fatigued  with  his  jourttey  he  ilept  loundiy  at  the  Koval  O.tk  Inn«  The  next  mom- 
he  afkcd  many  qucllrons  of  the  inn-kccper  j  of  his  wilej  of  his  childreti  ;  ct  his 
maid-feryants,  and  ot  hi*  nieh~lervants‘,  relative  lo  Knllicius  and  his  “  Balia,"  but 
not  one  of  them  had,  ever  bcfore»  heard  the  title  of  the  book,  or  the  name  of  tht 
bard  !  He  then  fequefted  them  lo  inform  him  what  direddion  he  mult  purfue  to  arrive 
pt  the  bcautilul  and  cclebraltd  grove,  dedicated  to  Love,  to  Venus,  and  the  Mules, 
What  were  his’agitaticns  to  find  them  all  ignorant  of  the  place  he  enquired  alter 
Difappointed  and  difguiled,  he  flew  from  the  town,  and  wah4ered’along  the  margir 
oi  ihcchr)ftal  Dure.  “  I  will  enquire  ot.ihe  peafants  (laid  ht) — they  are  tlie  cUU 
dren  ot  Nature  :  rnterell  alone  abforbs  the  buinJs  of  tliolc  who  inhabit  large  towns.' 
His  enquiries,  however,  were  long  in  vain  !  at  length  Ire  met  an  old  woman  wlu 
h.<d  been  gathering  tiefics  in  the  ituain  ;  ibe  intormed  him  that,  about  a  mile  turlhc 
up  the  valley,  ihetc  was  a  little  piece  of  woodland  ;  wliich  might  jKdbbly  be  thi 
place  he  enquiiCil  after.  Optimus  was  tranfpoitcd  at  this  intelligence,  “  At  la( 
(exclaimed  lu)  am  1  going  to  be  re-'^^^ided  for  my  long  journey!  How'  do  I  ihanl 
llicc.  Nature  !  t.  r  having  inJowed  ftiy  heart  wiili  icniibilit)  1  with  what  delight  lhal 
I  explore  the  grove  in  which  Rufticius  bec.inte  enamourevl  ot  his  Jiili.a!

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dined  I  Fancy  will  reprefent  to  me  Rnllicius,  with  his  eyes  fixed  on  her  heautics, 

:in  the  moment  previous  to  his  amorous  theft!  I  will  fecic  “the  tracklefs  way*’ 
which  he  purl'ucd  when  bnniOted  from  the  prefence  of  his  mifirefs  !  I  will  find  llic 
fpot  on  which  he  lat  **  hopelefs  and  undone*'  when  Julia  Hole  toilh  alone,  to  meet 
ind  to  forgive  him  !  1  dilVegard  your  fneers,  ye  worldlings  !  but  I  know  that  the 
grais  on  that  fpot  will  he  more  verdant,  and  the  flowers  dilfule  a  richer  fiagrarcc, 
•fence  they  were  hedew'ed  with  the  te-ars  of  reconciled  lovcis  !  perhaps  Ibmc  remains  of 
the  fod- built  (hriiTe  which  Kulliclus  dedicated  to  Venus,  may  yet  cxilt  !  if  lb  1  w'ill 
leat  myfclf  upon.the  ruin,  and,  with  the  “  Baha”  in  my  hand  lhail  experience  fen- 
Iktions  which  men  of  the  world  never  enjoy  j  and  which  men  ot  the  world  either  def- 
■jiile,*  or  ridicule,  in  the  “  feeling  few"  who  can  txtia6l  pleafure  from  inanimate  ob- 
je^ls.  Jf  my  eyes  do  not  deceive  me,  O  grove!  I  already  behold  thy  waving  I’um- 
•mit  1  I  come  !  I  come!  beneath  thy  (hade  to  repeat  every  word  that  Kuliicius  lung 
’of  thee  and  his  Julia!  From  the  dawn  of  the  morning,  till  the  (tar  ol  day  links  iu 
the  weftern  Ikies  and  from  the  moment  the  orb  ol  love  calls  its  fairy  fliidcs  over 
•the  earth,  till  it  difappears  in  the  heavens,  will  I  inhabit  thy  lhadc !  the  pcal’ants, 
when  they  fupply  me  with  brown- calces,  with  milk,  and  Iruit,  will,  perhaps,  think 
‘me  a  mad* man  j — but  no  matter! — I  (hall  be  too  happy  to  heed  their  ill-diiguil'cd 
•fmilcs.’* 

Such  was  the  roHlorjiiy  of  Optimus  the  Enthufiaif,  as  he  approached  the  fpot  to 
%hich  the  oKl  woman  had  dircfled  him.  He  entered  a  narrow  lane,  oveihung  with 
‘hawthorn  and  nut-boughs,  ami  delcended  to  a  lone  cottage,  the  tenant  ol  which 
bore  tl»e  name  of  Guriucus,  The  woman  was  miilcing  her  cow,  and  Optimus  le- 
•querteil  a  bowl  of  that  beveiagc.  Whiltt  it  was  procuring  Iroin  the  udder,  he  tiius 
•'addrefled  her.  “  J'ray,  good  woman,  is  tlure  not  a  ccltbraicd  and  vcneiable  grove, 
•ftfuatedin  this  romantic  vale,  conlccrated  to  l.ovc,  to  V'enus,  and  the  Mufes  ;  in  whicli 
that  amorous  and  lar- famed  poet  Joannes  Kulticius  Ddlius  firft  beheld  tile  captivat- 
*ing  Julia  ?" — The  woman  flared  at  Optimus  with  I’urpril'c  !  “  Lauk-a-daify,  (laid 
fhc)  if  you  would  hut  talk  to  wx  in  honcit  Knglifti,  why,  Sii,  1  would  anlwer  )oii 
•to  the  belt  of  my  knowledge  ;  but,  laith  !  tho  1  lay  it  that  lliould  not  lay  it,  yet  I 
•dau't  humbielland  your  outlandith  French  mml’cnfel*’ — “  Well  then  Dame,  (lelutued 
Optimus)  I  wilh  to  know  whether  there  is  not  a  pleafant  wood  Ibmcwherc  lieieabouts, 
which-lhe  people  from  town  vifit  in  fine  weather?" — “  Odlhodlikins  [leplied  the 
wife  of  Gumicus]  now  indeed,  Sir,  1  begin  to  gucls  what  yow  mean  :  yow  mean  ; 
•— yow  mean  Hulhy  Rough,  as  we  call  it  ;  where  the  young  men  and  maidens  come 
a 'holliday- keeping,  and  a  coot  ting  of  one-anolher,  and  drinking  liillihubs,  and 
fitch  like.  But,  laud-a-inally  !  yow  mult  be  mbit  moulfratioully  ignorant  of  this 
'here  part  of  the  world,  fur  the  Rough  is  cut  down,  bianch  and  Item  and  all." — 

“  Cu!  iiovjH  !  (exclaimed  Optimus)  cut  down!  impolliblc  !  cut  down  !" — and,  with-

the  lormer)  do  you  rcmciTibcr  any  thing  of  one  Kulticius,  who  uletl  to  vifit  this  Ipot 
before  the  wood  was  cut  ilown  ;  and  wlio  was  mightily  in  love  wiili  a  Ian  maiden  of 
’Dubrilium  r*' — “  I  never  trouble  my  brains  about  other  peoples  aHairs  (leplicd  the 
old  ruilic)  ;  every  one  to  his  own,  1  lay,  maltcr."

fpcak  ot,  I  dan't  remember  to  iiavt*  Heard  his  naiiic  beloic — but  1  vciy  well  rcmein. 
ter  a  good  alc  houle  that  itced  hercibouts  when  1  fiilt  wcut  to  faivUc,  but  it  is  now

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}  and  ferry  ani  1  f^  r  it  j  as  we  arc  now  obliged  to  ga  half  a  mile  ^  get  a  pot  of 
bi<  1  i  and  that  u  iny  arrant  at  prefciu— I'o,  fir,  a  good  day  to  you.*’— Saying  ihb  the 
old  iilluw  hi>bbkd  away  with  more  than  ufual  fpeed,  as  if  to  make  good  the  time  he 
bud  loll  in  aniwtrring  the  niicHions  of  Optimus.  “  Procul  !  Ol  Prociil,  eftc  Pro- 
f»ni !  (exclaiineii  Optimus)  O  ignorance  1  O  infcnfibility  !  What !  do  the  inhabitants 
*-t  this  (juict  valley  rtinember  nothing — regret  nothing  but  the  downfall  of  a  paltry 
but,  the  dally  iccnc  of  riot  and  intemperance  !  whillt  the  name  of  Kufticius  is  ub. 
known,  and  a  grove  I'acred  to  Love  and  the  Mufes  is  deltroyed,  and  not  a  tongue 
laments  its  lali  !*' — 

Optiinus  Itood  for  a  few  minutes  ahforbed  in  thought. — “  Alas  (faid  he)  how  kb 
1  leNvarded  !  how  arc  all  my  Iwcetett  expeClationt  dilappointed  !  However,  one  folsce 
yet  remains  j — I  will  go  and  gaze  on  the  iticam  “  whole  waters  fo  pure  and  nielodi. 
eufly  fall.”  The  Goilu  cannot  have  removed  that  trom  its  Aation  i  its  murmuis, 
wliich  icothed  the  amorous  pangs  of  Kulliclus,  will  alleviate  the  regrets  ot  Optiinus.*' 
^ruining  around,  he  perceived  an  openmg  in  the  hedge  which  furrounded  the  I'pot 
once  Hiadcd  liy  the  grove  j  he  paifes  through  it,  and  hnds  the  water  dole  to  hit  feet ) 
—but  what  a  dreary  walle  t  The  courfe  of  the  rivulet  bad  been  (lopped,  and  its  waters 
collcdcd  into  a  milUpond !  muddy— half  covered  with  decayed  vegetation,— and 
almoti  llagr.aiu !  below  which  a  deep,  narrow  channel  conveyed  away  tlte  fuptrfiuout 
water,  till  a  winding  in  the  valley  concealed  it  trom  the  view.

ictiicd  from  the  Ipot)  poor,  lclt>deludcd  mortals  1”  and  he  wiped  away  a  tear  that  was 
Healing  from  his  eye.  “  Such  is  the  conlcqiiencc  of  giving  wings  to  the  imagination, 
and  imluiging  the  ardour  ot  ciuhuhalm  !  We  torin  an  idea  ot  pleafurc — we  embody 
tne  f-tm — wt  puiluc  it — and  ate  weak  en<  ugli  to  b);  mileiable,  when  it  eludes  our 
embiacc,  and  hrk»  into  itsuiiginal  noihingncis.'*.  Such  was  the  refte^ion  ot  Opti- 
nuis  as  he  appioachid  the  cottage  ot  Gurnicus,  when,  recollecting  the  bowl  ot  milk 
he  had  bclpckc,  he  opened  the  little  gate  that  led  from  the  fliady  lane  into  an  orchaid, 
which  he  palled  ihiough  and  entcud  the  houie.'.  The  witeot  Gurnicus  received  him 
with  an  aiclinclt  m  her  lut  ks  cxpctiivc  ot  the  idea  the  had  termed  ot  hit  intellectual 
derangement.  Optimus  ieaied  himielt  on  a  chair,  dole  to  his  hofteft,  drank  Kit 
Hulk,  and,  immediately  alter,  the  following  con verfatioo  palTcd  between  Ibcoi. 
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Ott,  •*  Pi  ay  my  p:ood  dame,  do  you  recoiled  anv  circumRance^  wort^iy  to  He  le- 
ConJed  In  tbe  iiie  of  that  amorous  and  fuhlun«  hard,  Joannes  Rulticiu!*  Detligs  ^  'wh^ 
ha.i  Immortali/ed  the  grove  in  hi«  Balia,  tho'  thcvandalifm  of  lomc  mercenary  mlmlu 
lat  laid  it  prcHrate  on  the  earth  ?”  Mrs»  G,  “  Tlierc  now,  l»r,  there  yow  gougin,  hcii 
I  toU  yow  before,  that  yow  gentlefolks  do  talk  lucU  out-of-the*way  wouU,  tiut  wc 
poor  people  can’t  tell  'A'hat  yow  mean.” 

Oft,  “  Well,  then,  do  you  know  any  thing  of  one  Rufllcius,  the  Ilocinit,  who 
ufed  to  come  over  to  Bufhy- Rough,  as  you  call  it — and  who  wns  in  love  with  a  lady 
named 'Julia,  and  who  made  fongs,  all  about  her  and  the  grove  ?'*  Mrs,  G,  **  II  fo  be 
at  how  yow  mean  Mr,  Rndicus,  I  can  tell  yow  famixvhat  about  him,  tho'  now  tis  a 
tedious  time  fence  I  fee'd  him  j — but  for  goodluck  fake,  lir,  wh  it  do  yow  call  him 
a  armit  far  f  He  a  armit!  No,  no,  I  knows  what  armits  are  better  than  that  there 
comet  to,  and  I  larnt  it  out  of  a  godly  book  which  I  borrow'd  of  Vladam  Hates  at 
Alkham.  Mr.  Rudicus  a  armit  f  Yow  bcant  ferus  indeed,  fir? — Vow  only  want 
to  maak  me  laugh  j  for  1  know  he  was  quite  another  foit  of  a  parfon  when  he  us’il 
to  come  over  here.  Mr.  Rufticus  a  armit  ?  But  I  ax  yowr  pardon,  fir,  for  haps  he 
jnoaght  have  turned  himfelf  into  a  armit  after  he  left  this  here  part  ot  the  world. 
Yes,  yes,  I -knows  him  well  enough.  He  ufcil  very  often  to  be  over  here.  Some- 
times  he  would  go  into  the  Rough  with  a  book  in  his  hand  j  then  he  wouiti  com® 
back  agin,  and  f'quatting  himlelf  down  in  a  chair,  would  cat  brown  breed,  and 
cheefe,  ai  d  diink  wine  and  milk  for  an  hour  together,  not  that  I  keeps  liquor  in  ttie 
houfe  i  no,  fir,  I  fcorn  to  do  itj  and  would  not  titch  a  drap  for  the  world  j  but  Mr. 
Rufticus  never  come  here  without  his  bottle.  He  a  armit,  fir  ?  Whenever  there  was 
any  girls  over  here  a  iuIUhubbing,  Mr.  Kufticus — the  armit,  as  yow  call  him— 
would  look  fo  impudently  at  them,  as  a  body  may  fay,  and  talk  to  them  fo  glibly 
—and  laugh  fo  loud,  and  maak  fitch  a  cluther,  that  I  could  not  hear  myfelf  Ipcak. 
Then,  when  the  girls  went  away,  he  would  taak  to  his  carm  chair  agin,  by  the  hie 
fide,  and  ax  me  ten  thoufand  queftions  about  ’em — and  then  he  would  turn  up  hi^ 
eyes  fo  wuundily,  and  fpeuk  varlis  at  fitch  a  rate!  Laud,,  laud!  I  deed  not  liumlWc- 
ftand  one  lynable  he  Iced.”  Oft,  *•  But,  tell  me.  Dame— ^lid  not  Ruiticius  often 
vilit  this  place  in  company  with  a  lovely  creature  named  Julia  ?”  Mrs,  G,  “  Ves, 
fir,  yes,  he  deed  now-and-tan  bring  with  him  a  comely  looking  damlel,  but  her 
name  could  not  be  Julia,  for  he  us'il  to  call  her  Harriott — but  thcre-haps  the  hati 
three  or  four  nick-names  hefides,  for  that  it  the  cuifom,  now-a-days,  with  yow 
townsfolks.”  Opt.  {rijing  from  his  chair  ami  aJyandng  tonvarM  Airs,  G.)  “  O 
theu  moft  favored  of  mortals  !  O  thou  dearcit  of  wo'men  1  let  me  embrace  t!»ce,  for 
thou  haft  beheld  the  incomparable  Julia !  O  let  me  kift  thofe  eyes  that  have  gaxed 
upon  her— thofe  lips  that  have  fpoken  to  her— thofe  cars  that  have  lilfcned  to  her 
yoice,  and  that  nofe  which  has  taken  fnuff  in  her  prcfcnce.”  Mrs,  G.  {running 
arucay  from  Oftimus)  “  Keep  off,  lir, — keep  off,  if  yow  pleafe— I'ye  got  a  huibanid 
to  kifs  me,  and  dant  want  none  of  yowr  flummery,  nor  yowr  flobbering.  Jann  and 
I  took  our  bible  oaths,  at  the  halter,  to  be  true  to  one-another,  and  fo  forth:  ami 
I  waunt  be  falfc  to  him,  no  that  1  waunt,  tho  1  die  far  it,"  Oftimus  {returning  to 
his  chair)  I  much  commend  your  fidelity,  good  woman,  and  make  no  doubt  but 
John  and  you  arc  the  happielt  couple  in  the  world."  Mrs.  G.  **  That’s  no  biiiincis 
of  yowrs,  fir,  and  whether  we  arc  fo  or  no,  yow  ought  to  be  afliaincd  of  yourlelf  to 
interrupt  a  pocr  married  woman  in  her  own  houie."  Oft,  **  Pardon  me,  good  dame, 

I  did  not  mean  to  offend  you.  Come,  come,  fit  down  again,  and  tell  me,— how  did 
the  adoring  Kuflicius  behave  to  the  charming  Julia  ?  Did  he  not  fix  hit  eyes  upon 
her,  as  one  entranced  ?  Did  he  not  figh  a  thoufand  times  Mr/.  G,  “  Haare  to 
ber,  fir,  haavf  to  her  ?  Why  jclt  as  all  other  folks  haave  before  they  git  wedded* 
They  chnttereil,  and  tliey  laughed — and  fometimes  they  got  under  the  trees — and 
fometiinet  they  come  adin  doors,  and  fo  muus’d  thcmfelvei  one  way  or  tolher.  To 
be  furc  the  gemman  did,  now-and-tan,  call  a  ftieeps  eye  at  Mil's,  but  what  of  that? 
and  as  far  fyihing— why,  what  a  jowfc  fhotild  he  lythe  far,  when  his  fwcet-heart  was 
clofe  to  him  Oft,  “  Anfwer  me,  dame  ;  when  did  they  marry  ? — How  long  have 
they  lived  in  felicity  together  ?  Wheic  arc  they  now  >  And — — — **  Hey  day,  fir, 
why  yow  are  a  going  on  at  a  fine  rate In  the  firft  place,  I  dan’l  know  whether  tlicy 
W  married,  or  no ;  all  that  I  know  is,  that  Mr.  Rufticus  left  this  part  of  the  world 
about  fix  years  agone,  and  I  have  not  heard  nothing  of  him  fence  ; — fo  baps  he  may 
be  niaffied  ;  or  haps  he  may  be  dead  ard  gore  ; — or  haps  he  may  have  lurral  himltif 
into  a  armit  ;  for,  1  dare  lay,  yow  would  not  have  called  him  by  that  there  name  elfe. 
Alter  id],  fir,  it  is  my  believe,  yoirkaow  more  aboin  him  then  1  do,  and  only  want 
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to  pump  aW!y,  an<i  fc  tru-sk  mircM«  f  in  times  fo  come.  But,  lauk-a-dalfy  !  I 
fceiri  any  newt  now!  Since  Btirt»y  cut  d<jwn.  the  Townfolks  have  ^efi

A 
pared  of  hartl-hcartrJ  ia*cb»i  '  I  will,  I  daitd  lo  rrve-'pe  niyfelf,  (6frr  iht 
of  Gurnicus  hrandijhc.l  u  l-u’:fe  'u:i*h  ZK'h'uh  Jh<  'X'%s cuttvn  l''eaJ-(/n.l'hutter)  I  wifh  iir^

Optliniis,  not  thinking  it  piudcr.t  to  letnalr.  nlonc  v  i»h  m  enraged  an<I  armed  fe- 
nn!e,  threw  half  n  crown  n;or  tlie  table,  anil  hazily  quirted  the  cottage.  Penfiv* 
and  flow  he  returned  toward ;>  the  txj*'  n  (,f  Dubilfuim,  near  t!’e  entrance  of  which  he 
ntet  a  tall  pentlmnn,  dirlfe  l  in  black.  Optimum  accodei!  hitn  *•  Sir  (laid  he)  I  cjri 
read  rerf;bili»y  and  In!<  Mi^'crc c  in  your  '■minti  nance,  and  therefore  prefume  to  addrefs 
you.  the'  a  fti anger.  I  have  tiav riled  ;oi  miles  on  :ny  mule  purpofdy  to  enquire 
after  a  P«t  named  j/anres  Hufrlciu .  Dellius.  Piay  do  you  know  any  thing  of 
Kim?” — “  Any  thinjj  of  him,  Sli  ?  (c»claIiiHd  the  tall  man  in  black)  why  he  h  ore 
e»f  mv  fddeft  friends. '* — “  Aril  wlicrc  is  lic  (laid  the  cnthufi.ilUcal  Optimus,  inter¬ 
rupting  t!:e  rtranpci)  anil  wl.en  did  you  let  him  ; — and  is  he  happy  in  hii  hermitage; 
— tell  me,  fir,  f'"r  you  ca^'nof  he  ignoruitt  of  any  cijcnmllancti  relative  to  any  old 
hiend  Wlicn  he  rePded  In  town  (tcpllcd  the  tall  man  in  black)  not  a  day  pafTtd 

Kilt  wc  Cl e  together,  ami  many,  and  many  a  fnclal  and  convivial  bcur  have  1  fpcrit 
at  his  h  n!c  !  VV'httlirr  lie  became  dligulUd  with  the  world,  I  know  not,  but,  abctit 
ftt  years  fiitcc,  he  let  off.  nnexpcAedly,  lumi  his  native  place,  and  row  lives  alinofl 
frcbidcil  *ri  in  f* defy.  Xh!v  has  acquired  him  the  appellatirn  of  “  1  he  Hermit.”— 

r  am  infertfted  in  his  ibfry  ((’aid  Optiirors)  and  am  fcaitul  that  he  exptriercti 
many  urc<mfcrtable  moirerits  in  his  letircment.  Few  men  fly  into  bditude  hiif 
tliole  whol’c  renbbilltits  are  too  txquint'  !y  alive  to  brar  the  ini'*fortunes  and  agitaiior.s 
of  life  witbout  finkirg  urdtr  them.  Scilitude  inav  be  compar'd  to  fleep — but  if  the 
mind  is  dilfempetcil  when  if  fecks  foreafe  in  rctiiemcnt,  like  the  lltcp  of  a  patient  la 
a  violent  fever,  its  tltean^s  arc  more  terrible  than  tire  dilcafc  !  ^'cs,  Sir,  Kulticui 
cannot  be  happy  I  have  fccn  his  pcem  c:illu||  **  The  Unfortunate  ;  or,  VV’hy 
fliouid  I  wilh,’*  vklilch  exhibits  a  pl^ure  of  hivtown  feelings  and  misfertures  :  I 
have  allb  read  b.I»  Pnriuit  of  f^iet  and  much  tlu  I  fyiripathifc  with  their 
Author  !  Rut  it  was  Ids  “  1)  if. a”  in  pai  ticulai  that  drew  me  fo  far  fiom  my  fire-fidc 
to  enquire  into  his  life,  and  vifit  the  gre-ve  which  had  been  thewitnefsof  his  amorous 
pafTirn.”  “  His  “  Unf.  riur.ate,'*  his  **  Purruit  of  r^Itt,”  his  “  Bafia”  (fald 
the  tall  man  in  black,  vt  i  y  coollv),  why,  I  never  licaid  of  il'em  before  !”  “  Wliat  ! 

(ixclaiirit!  (!ptimiis)  have  the  pirins  of  Kufliclus  rta<)ud,  ii'e  501  miles  off,  wMlit 
ri.e  of  f.i.s  iklift  friem’s  knows  r.rihirg  i  f  them?  F'  l.my  part,  lo  anxious  am  I  lo 
become  acijuair.tc-I  with  tveiy  fentlmcnt  anil  Iteiii'g  of  my  Inc:  ds,  that  I  watch  all 
their  motions  aiul  lo^ks,  .and  not  an  i.lca,  or  a  Icrhhilltv  elcaj  cs  me.  However,  Sir, 
as  the  t.iflis  I'f  mai.kii'd  aie  as  v.uious  as  thtir  facts,  I^ocliy  may»  perhaps,  i.ot  lie 
Vnur  f.iv  mitt  Hudy  ;  but  nr.doulitedly ,  oflcn  viht  )oijr  old  fiier.d,  and  can 

inloim  me  rd  bis  prefer, t  halfits  of  l.fe,'’ — “  To  tell  you  the  tmlh  (leplied  the  tall 
m  m  inbirck),  I  don't  know  hi,\v  it  l’,a;q  ens,  but  I  iriqMf.rly  ilde  vi  ithin  two  miles 
of  his  cotiagr,  yet  1  ha\e  not  cai’.td  on  him  hr.t  ci.ee  llitie  !tvtn  years.

Certainly  rtot  (laid  f>pfimus),  but  vc  fliouhi  not  permit  it  to  occupy  the  whole  of 
our  time  to  the  excluhon  1  t  ftinc  little  atie:. lions  which  cld  friends  have  a  right  lo 
txpeff  ;  f,ut,  alas  !  liow  foon  are  frii  ndfliii^s  d'flclveil  w’hcn  we  hvcomc  no  k»rgcr 
recef^ary  or  convenient  to  tach  oil  er.”  “  You  aie  loo  loman’ic  in  your  fentunents 
(rrjdied  the  tall  man  in  lilack),  ami  appeal  to  have  dr.awn  year  o^ilnions  of  mankind 
more  from  bocks  than  from  real  life."  “  It  may  be  lb(raid  Optimus)  ;  bocks  repre- 
fent  men  as  they  cughi  to  be  ;  ar.d  can  you  blame  me  fci  admliir.g  a  ptrfei\  portrait  ?'* 
— “  Not  at  all  (aniwered  the  tall  man  in  black)  ;  but  let  me  warn  you  not  to  be  fur- 
prifrd  if  you  find  yourfclf  mefl  egregioufly  miflaken  on  comparing  it  with  the  origi- 
ral."— ‘Saying  this,  the  tall  man  in  black  turned  on  his  hecUand  porlucd  his  walk.— 
•*  Umph  !  (muttered  Optimus)  Umph  !  and  are  fuch  the  Iriendfhips  of  this  part  of 
the  world  ?  Let  me  fly  from  tlie  ungenial  fpot.*' — Returning  to  the  inn,  Optiimis  re* 
rm  unted  his  mule,  and  rctuintd  to  his  own  home;  where  he  made  a  vow  never 
more  to  travel  yci  n.ilts  in  feaich  of  petts,  cr  the  groves  in  which  they  lung  ;  fully 
convinced  cf  the  truth  of  the  proverb,  that  “  No  nun  is  a  Prophet  in  his  own  Coun- 
try

place,  tlicir  Lordlhin^  proceeded  to  the 
vrdcr  of  the cuy,  which  waj>  for  the  third 
reading  of  tiic  liiiaii  MarhaL  Law 
Bill. 

Kel'pcc'tlag  this  meafure,  in  the  hrfl 
iatiuitcc,  a  coavcriation  ot  a  dclviltory 
future  took  place,  which  chierty  rc- 
fpected  the  point  of  order,  about  the 
power  of  reject ing  the  commitment  of 
the  Bill,  between  Lords  Fitzwiluim, 
WeilTnoreiaml,  Carmirvon,  Moira,  aiul 
{ioliaml,  in  the  courlc  01  which  thclc 
Peers,  wit  iiilic  exception  of  Lord  W^cjt- 
moreland,  alio  argued  gcueraily  again  it 
the  Bill. 

Lord  Clare  then  entered  into  n  juifi- 
hc  ition  of  the  mealure,  and  moved  to 
have  extracts  from  tne  Report  of  liie 
Secret  Committee  of  the  Ii  ilh  Houfe  of 
L.>rds  ill  1758  read  ;  which  being  done 
ty  the  Clerk,  his  Lordfiup  proceeded  to 
lucw  from  thence,  the  nature  and  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  rebellion  in  Ireland,  which 
appeared  to  him  to  have  been  uiganiicd 
beyond  any  former  example  j  and  no- 
tiung  but  liic  aaive  meafurcs  taken  by 
liie  Government  Cvfuld  have  pollibly 
prclcrvcd  the  lives  and  properties  of 
the  lov  il  partef  that  country,  or  pre- 
veiitea  it  from  having  been  feparated 
from  Great  Britain.  The  coiifetfioi\s 
nude' by  tbofe  who  had  been  appre- 
bended,  proved  that  to  have  been  the 
fact,  although  they  had  confclTed  no¬ 
thing  but  what  Government  had  been 
fully  apprifed  of  i  but  they  found  they 
had  no  power  of  puniOiing  by  the  civil 
power  of  the  country  ;  not  only  juries 
were  terrified  from  giving  vcrdidi  ac  • 
cording  to  the  oaths  they  had  taken, 
but  even  witnelTec  were  deterred  irom 
giving  evidence,  knowing  they  did  £b 
ai,thc  hazard  of  their  lives,  and  which 
to  feveral,  he  could  prove,  had  bccu

the  melancholy  fac^.  His  Lordfliip  then 
dcfcanted  with  much  force  U{w>n  ih« 
dreadtul  proc  eedings  of  thole  who  hid 
taken  to  arms,  anti  of  the  horrid  ra¬ 
vages  whieli  had  been  made.  In  tlM 
county  of  Limerick,  where  he  rclidcd, 
until  within  the  lait  year  and  a  half, 
they  .had  not  experienced  mucli  of  f*i« 
hori  ois  wiiuli  iiad  ragftl  in  many  other 
pa.  tS  ot  ihe  eo»lnlry,;md  then  itsatro- 
eiry  cominemcd  by  a  cruel  murder  in 
hii  o-.vij  houle,  and  that  upon  an  aged 
fervant,.Tnd  tor  no  other  crime  than  be- 
caulc  he  was  an  Fnglillimaii  ;  and  l.e 
mult  fhock  ihvlr  Lordlhips  when  he  iii- 
tormed  tlitm,tii:tt  tlieuuui  who  fupplied 
thfin  with  arms  had  done  l*o  out  of  his 
own  houfe  ;  that  he  hail  lived  with  him 
and  his  father  for  upward*  of  tiiirty 
years,  yet,  actuated  by  an  inclination  10 
blood  ami  horror,  he  had  fo  far  lolt  all 
grutitude,‘’as  to  confefs  that  he  had  not 
only  luppiied  the  murderers  with  tlic 
:ii  ms,  but  that  it  was  his  firm  dctcrnii- 
n.'itioji  to  have  fwept  ott  him  (Lord 
Clai  t)  fome  day  as  he  fiiouid  be  walk 
iiig  la  bis  own  farm  :  though  at 
lame  time  he  acknowledged  he 
have  Itarveil  had  i.e  been  iniiiiilTcd from 
his  Lordihip*>  ler  vice. Gentlemen  migi»t 
find  it  very  falistaitory  to  refuie  in  thl: 
country,  as  he  was  free  to  ac  know  led y/* 
was  ins  own  cafe,  where  they  mi^M 
reiiuiaat  home  or  goabroad  in  pcritct 
fiifety }  whereas  he  could  not  venture  to 
retire  to  rdt  in  his  own  houlc  without 
fint  going  to  hii  arnioOi  y,expcctin^  that 
He  or  his  family  might  have  their  throats 
cut  before  morning;  he  could  nut  ven¬ 
ture  into  his  grounds  unarmed,  nay,  liis 
fervaiit  as  regularly  gave  him  arms  as 
he  did  his  hat.  If  any  Noble  Lord  had 
a  doubt  ofthefe  facts,  he  would  willingly 
provide  him  with  a  cottage  upon  hii 
t’ltate,  where  he  would  loon  have  pofi. 
tivc  proof  of  prclent  Iriili  iecurit.y, 
ills  LordOiip  next  adverted  to  the  ex- 
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cbmatlons  made  ajaiiilt  the  ufe  of  tor¬ 
ture — a  thing  that  ccitainly  \Vasnot  the 
art  of  Government  j  and  he  knew  but 
one  inftance,  tiiat  of  a  hlackfniitl),  who 
xvas  known  to  have  fabricated  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  pikes  this  iruni  was  picketted 
tor  a  fhort  time,  when  he  coufefl'ed 
where  thej-  were  concealed ;  and  he 
would  put  It  to  their  LurdHups,  whether 
it  was  not  more  for  the  benefit  of  focie- 
ty  at  large,  that  one  blackfniith  fliould 
be  picketted  for  half  an  hour,  than  that 
two  hundred  loyal  fubjerts  fliould  have 
been  murdered  by  the  weapons  which 
were  by  that  means  di [’covered  ? — It 
was  an  eafy  matter  to  reprobate  circum- 
Ifanccs  of  tliis  kind ;  but  no  man  could 
be  a  fair  judi;e  of  the  extent  of  the  re¬ 
lic!  I  ion,  or  the  dangers  to  which  the 
loyallfls  were  fubjerted,  without  having 
relided  in  the  country ;  and  he  was 
Confident  nothing  ihort  of  the  mealurc 
propofed  could  preferve  it.  The  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Powers  were  not  fufticient  to 
defend  it  from  the  fiiirit  of  democracy, 
which  ranged  at  large  among  the  mals 
of  the  people.  It  Ihould  be  remarked, 
that  this  Bill  in  fomc  meafurcoriglnated 
in  the  circumltance  of  WolfeTone,  who 
was  taken  in  arms  againfl  his  country, 
having  been  tried  ami  coiivirted  by  a 
C'ourt  Martial  j  but  the  C’ourt  of  King’s 
Bench  being  fitting  at  the  time,  an  ap¬ 
plication  was  made,  and  confequcntly 
granted  for  an  Habeas,  which  gave  him 
an  opportunity  to  cut  l.is  throat,  and 
thus  efcape  a  public  execution.  His 
Lordfhin  entered  muc  h  at  large  into  the 
ftill-cxining  dilafl'ertion  of  the  multi¬ 
tude  in  Ireland  j  and  gave  it  as  his  fii- 
lemn  opinion,  that  this  Bill  was  abfo- 
lutcly  neccflai  y  to  prevent  its  being  loll 
to  this  country,  as  they  made  no  hefila- 
tion  to  oivow  they  were  anxioufly  ex¬ 
pecting  fuccours  fiom  France;  and 
therefore,  under  that  impreflion,  he 
ihoiild  certainly  give  it  his  fupport. 

Lord  Moira  replied  to  the  Learned 
Lord,  and  combated  the  idea  that  a 
fyflem  of  coercion  was  the  bell  mode 
to  reconcile  the  difatferted  ;  in  his 
mind,  conciliation  would  have  a  much 
better  ctfert.  The  prartice  of  torture  he 
flill  condemned  ;  .'ind  infilled,  that  to 
bis  knowledge  il  had  been  adopted  in 
a  variety  of  cafes  ;  nay,  he  begged  lc.avc 
to  put  the  Learned  Lord  right  with  re- 
fpert  to  the  blackfmitli,  whom  be  had 
mentioned,  who  was  not  only  picketted 
for  half  an  hour,  but  repeatedly  tor¬ 
tured,  to  all  which  be  remained  incx- 
orablci  and  it  was  upon  his  landlord's 


going  to  him  the  next  day,  and  arguing  | 
the  point,  that  iie  made  li»e  confttfion  ;  || 
fo  that  he  did  that  out  of  hum.iiiliy,  1 
which  tortuie  could  not  wring  from 
him.  Having  dwelt  witli  much  force 
on  this  point,  his  Loidlhip  proceeded 
to  notice  the  Learned  Lord's  having 
denounced  the  mafs  of  the  people  to  be 
dilalferted,  which  drew  to  his  mind  the 
fentiment  of  Pl.ito,  which  lignified  that 
the  propriety  of  the  (lOvcrnment  was 
to  be  known  by  the  condurt  of  the 
people  ;  fo  that  he  had  not  a  doubt  that 
it  tlie  latter  were  bad,  the  former  could 
not  have  been  good  ;  but  that  the  eyiU 
of  the  one  would  have  fprung  out  c.1 
the  mifeondurt  of  the  other.  Thi* 
fyllem  of  feverity  had  been  proceeded 
in  for  two  years,  w’ithout  producing 
the  defirecl  ctl’ert  ;  for  accorcliug  to  the 
Learned  Lord,  it  was  at  this  moment  as 
much  in  a  Hate  of  rebellion  as  ever.  He 
entreated  tlicirLordlhips  to  try  whether 
they  might  not  be  drawn  by  lenient 
meafures  to  a  fenfc  of  tlieir  duty,  for  he 
could  not  imagine  they  polVelfcd  that 
inihnation  for  blood  and  horror  as  had 
bzen  deferibed  :  at  any  rate,  this  Kill 
was  not  what  it  profelfeil  to  be,  namely, 
to  fanrtion  trial  by  martial  Law,  as  the 
inhabitants  would  find  themfelves 
placed  in  a  worle  fit  nation  than  the 
military  ;  and  he  would  rather  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  fiiould  be  left  to  art 
upon  his  clifcretionar)^  power,  as  he 
would  then  be  refponfible  for  his  con. 
durt.  He  (hould  be  very  happy  to  vote 
for  any  meafure  that  w'as  likely  to  heal 
the  wounds  of  that  diltrarted  countr)' ; 
but  not  thinking  this  Bill  likely  to  an* 
fwer  that  purpofe,  he  fliould  withhold 
from  giving  any  vote  upon  the  occa- 
fion. 

Lord  Mulgravc's  arguments  went  to 
prove  this  Bill  was  artually  accordant  to 
the  term  of  martial  law, and  that  thelall 
Noble  Lord  had  blended  it  with  military 
execution,  wliich  was  adopted  upon  the 
fpur  of  the  moment,  and  for  which  the 
Commanding  Officer  was  confequently 
rel’ponfible.  He  approved  of  this  Kill 
under  all  the  circumltauces,  and  there* 
fore  fliould  give  it  his  fupport. 

Lord  Holland  went  much  at  large  into 
what  he  confidered  would  be  the  natii* 
ral  effierts  of  the  Bill  ;  and  with  great 
anini.ation  defcanted  on  the  principles 
of  it,  which  he  pei  filled  were  inimical 
to  that  C’onftitiition  which  had  placcnl 
the  prcfciit  Royal  Family  on  theThrc>n(  . 
.and  which  fliould  at  lead  have  one  hip* 
porter  while  he  had  a  leat  and  a 
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Hi  that  lloufir.  He  t)iought  it  was 
iiighly  neccliary  that  roinc  oiliclai  do* 
cumeat  of  the  country  being  in.  that 
Hate  thould  iiav’c  been  laid  before  the 
Houfe  ; — for  the  papers  alluded  to  by 
the  Noble  Lord  only  provx'd  that  there 
was  a  rebellion  in  Ireland  three  yeais 
back  i  and  as  well  might  Minillers  en¬ 
deavour  to  put  Scotland  under  martial 
law,  becaule  tlu.e  Itad  been  a  itbellion 
in  that  country  in  the  year  17+5.  Upon 
the  whole,  he  thouglit  it  a  very  repre- 
henfible  ineafare,  and  ought  to  be  le- 
jeded. 

Lord  Limerick  fupported  the  Bill, 
and  went  into  a  variety  of  paiticulars 
relative  to  the  late  lahtiiion,  and  which 
he  thought  Itiil  exilted  to  lo  alarming  a 
degree,  thht  nothing  but  a  Bill  of  thii 
kind  could  prelei've  the  lives  and  pio 
perty  of  rl.v^  peojile  of  that  conn  try,  and 
that  it  nuiit  t)e  paiicai  without  any  de¬ 
lay. 

In  theft  I  ’  .iiv  ..i  he  was  fupporteil 
by  Lonls  Ca.  , i/ii,  il.iv,  rownlheiul, 
Grenville,  \\  t lunoj eland,  J'arnicy, 
Downllilre,  and  the  Archbilhop  of  Ca- 
fliel. 

Lord  Carnarvon  oppofed  it,  as  being 
contradijitoly  of  the  liberties  enjoyed 
iiiuler  the  Britilh  Conltitution,  ami  de¬ 
clared, he  would  divide  the  Hou  le  ug'^inll 
it,  even  if  he  flood  alone. 

Lord  King  alfo  liiid  a  few  words  again  ft 
it. 

Lord  Radnor  faid,  that  although  he 
fhould  vote  for  the  Bill,  upontlie  Gen- 
tleiuen  of  that  country  having  ftated  its 
nccellity,  yet  if  its  renewal  Ihould  be 
applied  for,  he  fhould  then  exped  foine 
oiHcial  documents  to  be  laid  before  the 
Houfe. 

On  the  quellion  being  called  for,  a 
divifion  took  place,  wiicn  there  ap¬ 
peared —  Contents,  80,  Proxies  10 — 
Non-Contents  7,  Proxy  1. 

The  Bill  was  then  read  a  third  time, 
and  palled. 

The  Bill  for  fufpending  the  Habeas 
Corpus  A6t  in  Ireland  was  allb  read  a 
third  time,  and  palled. 

TUESDAY,  MARCH  14. 

The  Royal  Alfent  was  given,  by  com- 
miffion,  to  eighteen  public,. and  fix  pri¬ 
vate  Bills  ;  among  them  were  the  Poft 
Othce,  Horfe,  and  Paper  (new  Lax 
Bills),  Sir  Sidney  Smith's  Peniion,  and 
Irilh  Martial  Kiw  Bills. 

FRIDAY,  MARCH  17. 

Lord  Moira  introduced  a  Bill  for  the 
Belief  of  Infolvent  Debtors,  fhortly  ob- 
fcrviii^  Cut  although  it  was  not  cxadly 


the  meafurc  he  fliould  like  to  fee  aJople  J, 
yet  feeling  fome  relief  ahfoUitely  need- 
lary,hc  had  brought  forward  that  which 
was  iiioft  likely  to  be  lead  except  ion.iblc  ; 
tlic  one  he  now  offered  to  the  Houfe  be- 
ingexaCHy  the  lame  as  that  which  palfed 
into  a  law.  He  h  id  in  the  full  iulLance 
wifhed  its  provifions  to  extend  to  tlic 
25th  of  the  prefent  month  ;  but  it 
having  been  iuggclled  to  him  by  .1 
l.earned  Lord,  whom  he  tliil  not  fee  in 
his  place,  that  Ibiueptifons  might  have 
throw  n  tlicmlelvcs  into  pri(i)n  upon  the 
expedation  of  liuih  relief,  he  h.ul  on 
that  Noble  Lord’s  recommendation 
limited  it  to  tlie  zill  of  January  lull. 
His  Lordihij)  l.aving  produced  the  Bill, 
it  was  read  a  Hi  ll  time. 

Lord  Clare  laid,  that  he  fliould,  in 
the  courfe  of  next  week,  bi  ing  forward 
a  motion  upon  a  fubje^t  which  he  con¬ 
ceived  of  the  gieaicll  importance,  ami 
was  .proceeding  to  llate  the  nature  of 
that  motion,  when  the  flrangcrs  were 
ordered  to  withdraw'  j  on  their  being 
re -admitted, 

The  Bilhop  of  Exeter  was  giving 
fome  particulars  relative  to  the  conduit 
of  Mrs.  I'aylor,  and  the  Clergyman 
with  whom  fhc  had  committed  the 
crime  of  adultery,  from  whicli  cir- 
cumflances  the  Kuly  feemed  to  liave 
been  the  fcducei*.  The  Right  Rc%. 
Prelate  alfo  Hated,  that  tlic  adultrrcr 
had  been  degraded  from  the  Churchy 
was  removed  from  the  parifh,  and  was 
now  a  \randercr,  he  firmly  believed, 
lamenting  his  folly  and  crimes  j— ^he 
di<l  not  tiiiuk  the  parties  had  tlie  fmaU 
lelt  intention  of  marrying,  yet,  approv¬ 
ing  the  general  principle,  he  Ihould 
gi\c  the  clanle,  as  introduced  in  the 
Committee,  his  cordial  fupport. 

The  Marquis  of  Buckingham  con- 
tcnilcd,that  when  thel'e  Bills  Hrft  found 
their  way  into  Puiiiamcnt,  there  was  no 
intention  in  the  Legillature  that  the 
olfending  panics  liioukl  marry  ;  lie  was 
Itill  Hrmly  of  opinion,  that  if  the  cri¬ 
minal  parties  were  prohibited  from  fo 
doing,  it  w  onid  be  a  great  check  to  the 
crime  of  adultery. 

The  Duke  of  Clarence  totally  dif¬ 
fered  from  the  Noble  Marquis  ;  he  was 
as  much  a  df  teller  of  that  crime  ai  any 
Noble  Lord  in  that  Houfe,  but  he  did 
not  believe  Inch  a  l.iw  would  have  that 
tffeii,  he  r.ilhcr  thought  it  would  be 
gratifying  to  the  artful  feducer,  who 
would  Hud  himfclf  totally  fet  at  liberty 
from  defending  the  unfortunate  female 
whom  he  had  drawn  from  the  paths  of 
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•virtue,  and  could  then  abandon  to 
clrfpaii*  and  proftitution  :  his  Royal 
Highuefs  dwelt  uith  much  force  upon 
llic  lieplorable  fiaiatiou  thofe  credulous 
v.'omcn  would  be  thrown  into,  it  the 
principle  was  adopted  ;  and  fttling 
more  objection  to  a  law  of  this  kind 
being  ijuiodueed  in  a  private  bill,  he 
was  dettnuined  to  give  it  liis  oppofi- 
tion. 

I/>rd  Sutiblk  was  againll  the  ckiufe, 
as  was  Lord  Wellinnrciand,  who  went 
into  a  wide  fieiil  of  arguuicnt  inanlwcr 
to  what  had  fallen  f.  nm  the  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  the  liilliop  of  JtoclielUr, 
when  the  claufes  were  introduced  in 
the  (’oinmittec. 

'I'lie  Lortl  Chancellor  in  reply  julli- 
wh.it  lie  Ivul  iVul  on  that  occafion, 
and  Itiil  prOiCli'td  he  hail  lu^  doubts  of 
the  legality  of  fuel)  inanlages. 

Loial  bligo  was  for  the  claul'e,  and 
would  lupport  the  primiplc,  let  it 
eomc  into  that  noufe  in  whateNrr  fhape 
it  might.  Ho  thought  a  great  deal  of 
mill, hie t  was  done  by  the  memidt  i  of 
fitele  perfons  being  publi(hc(l,and  Hiul- 
ing  their  way  inti)  private  fatnillcs. 

l.ord  Cailillc  a»>d  thie  jlifhop  of 
Roohelifi  prclenting  themfelves  toge- 
ti.er,  a  convtidation  took  place,  on  the 
point  of  order,  hot  ween  Lord  MnlgravO, 
the  Chancellor, L<)uls  Kadnorand  Cimi 
»ille,anc*  the  bilhop  of  Uochclter;  after 
whirl, 

Lord  Carlifle  proceeded, and  (Irongly 
romhated  the  doctrine  1  aid  down  by  t!,e 
Ixrarnod  Pi  t  late,  and  objected  to  the 
claiHe. 

The  Bifhop  of  Uocheflrr  entered 
into  :f  defence  of  his  idea,  that  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  doctrine  laid  clown  in  the 
Gotpd,  pt  rli>ns  who  had  committed 
adnltcr)'  were  prohibited  from  mart  y- 
ing  again,  and  this  not  only  by  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount,  l)nt  by  the  an- 
fwers  of  our  Saviour  to  the  dired  (]uef- 
tions  pur  to  him  ;  and  with  much  elo- 
*]ueiue  and  learning  traced  what  had 
been  the  opinion  held  upon  it  from 
■  that  time  until  the  Reformation,  from 
which  period  tlicle  Divorce  Bills  took 
liKir  rife. 

Lord  Mul^rave  thought  there  was  a 
great  probability  that  the  claufc  would 
be  rejected  in  the  Hontc  of  Commons, 
and  then  relief  would  be  refnfed  to  the 
injured  party  ; — as  to  the  adulterer  and 
‘idniterefs  in  this  tale,  he  coulidered 
them  as  tit  only  for  eiich  other. 

Lord  Cirenvillc  defended  the  claufe, 
•ind  tiioughi  what  might  be  done  by  the 


other  branch  of  the  Legifiafurf  no  .ii^ 
^ument  to  weigh  witl\  their  Loril(hl;>i 
in  tl>c  prefent  inllance. 

Lord  Clare  repeated  his  opinion,  that 
marriages  were  civil  contracts,  and  it 
dilfolved  for  one  party,  all  parties  mull 
be  free, as  alio  his  allonilhincnt  tliat  any 
doubts  (liould  have  been  entertained  Jt 
thole- marriages  which  had  taken  place. 

Lord  Auckland  was  a  friend  to  tin: 
claule, and  maintained  it  upon  the  prin- 
ciple  of  doing  no  injullice  ;  it  was  the 
injured  party  alone  who  came  to  them 
for  relief,  and  he  could  not  fee  why  the 
criminals  were  to  tind  a  rewarvl  t*  r 
tlieir  guilt,  in  his  being  allowed  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  prayer  of  his  petition. 

'l'l,e  Duke  of  liedfonl  oppofed  it, 
chieriy  U]>on  the  ^v.i'/.ani  tlic  injurid 
party  would  run  of  being  deprived  ot 
tile  relief  which  had  been  gianteil  to 
others,  of  the  little  chance  if.at  Inch 
j>rohihition ,  if  made  general,  would 
check  the  ciime,  ami  tor  its  intro, 
clucijm  a  general  principle  in  a  private 
Bill.  " 

Lord  D.irnlex  a’fo  expre/Tcd  himfelt 
an  enemy  to  t!,e  ibiiile  j  alter  which 
the  Houle  divided,  tor  ihc  clauk— • 
Contents,  -'9 — N'on-f'onteiits,  56. 

It  was  conleijuently  rejected. 

MONDAY,  MAaeU  3O. 

'J'iie  Earl  ot  Snttblk  laid,  the  prel'cnt 
iLite  of  the  country,  labouring  under  a 
calamity  as  diflrclling  as  it  was  exten- 
live,  would,  he  hoped,  render  any  apo* 
logy  unnecelfary  for  calling  their  l.oid* 
lliips'  attention  to  rlie  lituation  ot  the 
poor,  as  attested  by  the  hlgli  price  ot 
provifions.  When  it  was  confidered 
that  there  was  a  force  of  i3>,oco  men 
to  be  liippiied  ;  w  hen  it  was  confidered 
the  number  of  contracts  that  were  to  he 
made  for  their  lupply,  and  the  property 
rliat  tliis  mult  carry  into  the  markets, 
there  was  no  man  liiit  mult  perceive  at 
once  to  w  hat  a  height  tlic  price  ot  pro¬ 
vifions  mult  arilc.  In  older  to  tacili* 
tatc  thofe  contracts,  and  turndh  the 
•means.  Banks  wire  ripened  in  every 
dilliict  throughout  the  kingdom,  to 
the  number,  he  dated,  of  400,  and 
thefe,  by  their  ajicrvts,  had  fpread  and 
multiplied  a  circulation  of  paper  which, 
front  its  abundance, enhanced  the  value 
of  things  far  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
ordinary  currency,  and  let  them  above 
the  attainment  of  the  labourer  and  the 
artifan.  lle  lliercfore  moved,  that  it 
fhould  be  an  initruition  to  the  Coni-^ 
inittee  now  fittingon  the  High  Priced 
Provitions,  to  afeertaia  hov/  lar  that 
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price  miii^  be  afTc^^eJ  and  occa- 
6oii€d  by  tlie  quantity  of  Country  Bank 
Notes  in  circulation.  The  motion  was 
ncj;ntived.. 

The  Earl  of  Warwick  brought  up  !iis 
motion,  which  h.ad  for  its  objc<!:i  to 
alcertain  the  quantity  of  grain  in  the 
country,  by  caMing  upon  every  county 
and  tiiltrivt  to  (end  in,  under  the  autho¬ 
rity  t)f  the  inagillrates,  the  (quantity  of 
grain  adually  in  poircflion,or  in  growth  j 
and  al  fo  \ipon  all  dealers  in  coi  n,forthe 
quantity  in  their  llores,  whether  in  gra¬ 
naries,  Ihips,  lighters,  from  the  ilt 
of  April  I  a  It. 

'I'he  Earl  of  Morton  doubted  much 
the  pradVicability  of  getting  the  in  • 
formation-  that  the  Noble  Slovcr  re¬ 
quired. 

I'hc  queltion  was  then  put,  and  ne¬ 
gatived  without  a  divilion. 

THURSDAY,  APRIL  2. 

The  P'xpiring  Laws  Hill  and  the 
Potatoe  Bill,  together  witli  fome  pri¬ 
vate  Bills,  received  the  Royal  AlVcnt, 
niulcr  the  authority  of  a  commilHon.

Lord  Eldon  took  his  feat  on  the 
Wooll’ack  this  day,  for  tiie  lirlt  time, 
as  Lord  High  Chancellor. 

WEDNFSDaY,  APRIL  I  5. 

The  Commons  brought  up  the  Bill 
empowering  his  Majelly  to  fccure  and 
detain  in  ciillodv  certain  perlbns  fu(- 
pe^ited  of  tonfpiring  againlt  his  rcrlon 
and  Government,  together  witli  fomc 
other  Bills.

Mr.  Pitt  rofe,  and  entered  into  the 
motion,  wliich  he  oppoitd  on  the 
grounds  of  its  inexpediency  and  inciH- 
oiency  to  produce  the  ctfeCK — This 
fjieeeh  cdled  up  Mr.  Fox,  who  fpokc 
w  ith  energy  and  eloquence  for  three 
hours  in  favour  of  the  motion. 

I'he  Cliancellor  of  the  Excliec^uer 
^Mr.  Addington)  oppol’ed  the  motion, 
and  in  the  courle  of  his  Ipcech  declared 
that  Adininitlration  wilhed  as  fmecrely 
for  peace  as  any  let  of  men  In  the 
Houle  could  do  j  that  they  wouKl  take 
the  earlielt  opportunity  of  evincin;;the 
lincerity  of  this  wilh  j  and  if  the  defire 
fv>r  peace  was  as  finctre  on  the  part  of 
France  as  its  Rulers  profelfed,  which 
he  had  no  realbn  at  prefent  to  doubt, 
he  hoped  th.at  this  great  blelhug  might 
loon  be  obtaincil.

ceedings  of  at  tain  Jifaffedai  perfins  in 
hotb  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.” 

He  then  moved  that  the  papers  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  private  Committee,  which 
was  agreed  to. 

THURSDAY,  APRIL  2. 

The  Secret  Committee  to  whom  the 
papers  of  yellcrday  were  refer  red,  was 
bal lotted  for  ;  a  Committee  appointed 
to  report  on  lilts,  and  the  report 
brought  up  }  when  the  Committee  was 
called  over,  and  empowered  to  lit  dur¬ 
ing  the  icctfs. 

MONDAY,  APRIL  13. 

Mr.  Biaggc  moved,  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  enquire  into  llic 
eligibility  of  perfons  in  holy  orders  to 
retain  a  feat  in  the  Houfe  be  renewed, 
and  that  the  Committee  be  allowed  to 
report  from  time  to  time  to  the  Houle. 
—Ordered. 

Mr.  T.  Jones  rofe.  He  faiJ,  he  had 
formerly  given  notice  that  he  Ihould, 
on  this  day,  bring  forward  two  mo¬ 
tions  ;  the  one  for  repealing  the  Hair- 
Powder  Duty,  and  the  other  for  repeal¬ 
ing  the  Armorial  Bearings  Duty  :  he 
did  not  wilh  to  do  away  thofe  duties 
entirely  \  but  in  order  to  prevent  the 
vexation  to  the  public  of  being  Imraficd 
by  informers,  he  meant  to  propole  the 
colle6lion  of  thofe  duties  along  with 
the  alfelVed  taxes.  In  the  mean  time, 
he  gave  notice,  that  to-morrow  he 
iliouid  move  for  curtain  papers  i  eiativc 
to  the  colle^Hon  of  thole  duties. 

A  converfation  took  place  between 
MelVrs.  Shcrid.an,  Grey,  and  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  fubjedtof 
which  w’.as,  to  learn  whether  any  com¬ 
munication  w'as  to  be  made  to  the  Houfe 
from  the  Throne,  relative  to  the  North¬ 
ern  Confederacy. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Fxchequft 
Hated,  that  the  rcafon  why  no  commu¬ 
nication  had  been  made  upon  that  lub- 
jedi  was,  that  the  infoim.ition  Govtin- 
ment  had  received  was  not  as  yet  com¬ 
plete.

TUESDAY,  APRIL  I4. 

The  Chancellor  oi'  the  Exchequer 
rofe.  He  laid,  that  yeilerday  he  had 
Itated  to  the  Houle,  that  probably  this 
day,  or  Wcdnelday  at  larthelt,  he 
ihould  make  a  communication  from 
bis  Majelty  relpefting  the  Northern 
Contcderacy  j  but  as  fcveral  circum- 
Itances  of  importance  liad  occurred 
fmee  yefterday,  he  hoped  that  tlie  Gen¬ 
tlemen  on  theoppofite  fide  of  the  Houle 
would  not  prels  forward  the  fubjedl  for 
a  Ihort  tirpe. 

Mr.  T.  Jones  moved,  tliat  there  be 
laid  before  the  Houle  accounts  of  the 
produce  of  the  Hair  Powder  and  Ar¬ 
morial  Bearings  Duties,  from  their  com¬ 
mencement  to  the  5th  of  April  1801, 
and  alfo  accounts  of  the  charges  of 
colleib^ing  thofe  duties. — Ordered. 

The  order  of  the  day,  for  taking  into 
coniideration  the  rirlt  report  of  the  Se¬ 
cret  Committee  appointed  to  enquire 
into  the  pradices  of  certain  difadefted 
perfons  in  Great  Britain  liaving  been 
rea<l, 

Mr.  Pelham  rofe,  in  piirfuance  of  the 
notice  he  had  given,  to  move  for  a  re¬ 
newal  of  thofe  Aifs  which  had  lately 
expired.  Thofe  perfons  who  had  been 
the  caufe  of  thofe  Afts  of  Parliament 
were  now  carrying  on  their  leditious 
practices  as  formerly  ;  and  unlefs  the 
Government  of  the  country  had  foine 
powerful  authority  veiled  in  them  to 
tcive  filch  practices  an  effeifual  check, 
the  molt  dreadful  confcquences  mult 
enfue.  The  liifpcnlion  of  the  Habeas 
Corpus  Aft  was  a  harlli  mcaiure,  but 
it  was  rendered  ablolutely  necelfary. 
He  then  moved,  that  the  laid  Aft  (the 
Sulpenfion)  be  father  rcviveil  aud  con¬ 
tinued. 

Mr.  M.  A.  Taylor  was  exceedingly 
furpri fed  at  the  motion,  which  he  molt 
Itrenuoully  oppofed. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
faid,  he  had  fome  time  ago  indulged  the 
hope,  that  the  meafure  now  hclorc  the 
Houle  w'ould  not  he  nccelliiry,  but  in 
this  he  had  been  difappointed.  That 
fame  rchlefs  and  turbulent  Ipirit,  fub- 
vcrfive  of  all  regularity  and  fyftcm  of 
Ciovernment,  he  was  lorry  to  fay,  was 
r.ipidly  gaining  ground.  He  had  not 
ohferved  an  increale  of  difafteftion,but 
he  had  perceived  an  increale  ot  that 
difpofition  upon  which  difalfeftion 
operates.  He  dated  this  with  tonh- 


dcncc  j  and  when  he  did  fo,  he  trullcd 
the  enlightened  wifdom  of  the  Houle 
would  point  out  the  propriety  of  the 
meafure. 

The  Bill  wras  brought  in,  and  read  a 
firll  tinie.  The  queltion  was  then  put 
on  the  Older  for  the  fecond  reading* 
which  was  oppoled,  and  on  which  a 
divilioii  took  place — Ayes  189,  Noe« 

It  was  then  moved  that  the  Bill,  in 
order  to  obtain  the  objeft  of  di  I  patch 
tiiat  WMS  propoled,  Ihould  be  read  a 
third  time,  on  w  hich  a  long  convcrla- 
tion  took  place,  and  on  which  an 
amendment  was  inove|l,  that,  in  Head  of 
“  now,'*  “  this  day  three  months*' 
lliould  be  fiibltitutcd. 

Thequcllion  was  then  put,  that  the 
word  “  now"  Ihould  Itancl,  on  wluch 
the  Houle  again  divided — Ayes  190. 
Noes  34.  The  Bill  was  then  iurtheicd 
and  palfed. 

The  Bill  to  prevent  Seditious  Meet¬ 
ings  was  brought  in  .and  read  a  Hilt 
time. 

THURSDAY,  APRIL  l6. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  F'xcliequcr 
role  to  move  the  thanks  of  the  Houle  to 
the  Olhcer:;  and  Seamen  of  tlicNorthern 
Fleet,  f>r  the  diltinpuilheil  veal  and 
gallantry  w'iilcli  they  h.id  Ihcwm  in  the 
aftion  of  the  zd  of  April.  He  mult  lay, 
that  no  atlion  had  taken  place  in  the 
courle  of  the  prefent  w'ar,  which  con¬ 
tributed  more  to  fultain  the  char.aftcr, 
and  to  add  to  the  lullre  of  the  Britilh 
arms.  For  its  execaition  Sir  Hyde  Par¬ 
ke,  Lord  Nellbn,  and  Rear-Admiral 
Graves,  three  mod  diltinguiihed  OHi- 
cers,  hail  been  Iclected  j  and,  thus  pre¬ 
pared,  the  .irmament  proceedetl  to  the 
Noi  tli.  To  enter  into  all  the  particulars 
of  the  fervice  was  unnecell’ary  j  it  was 
liidicient,  therefore,  to  fay,  that  the 
fleet,  after  palling  the  Sound,  advanced 
to  Copenhagen.  Such  was  thefituaiion 
of  the  enemy's  force,  that  all  our  Ihips 
could  not  pollibly  be  engaged.  In  thelc 
circunilt.ances.  Sir  Hyde  Parker  had, 
with  a  degree  of  judgment  which  rc- 
riefted  the  highelt  credit  on  his  choice, 
appointed  Lord  Nellbn,  whole  name 
had  already  been  covered  witlwfplen- 
donr  and  renown,  to  the  execution  ot 
the  important  enterprife.  Great,  how- 
cvei*,  as  w’.as  the  courage,  the  Ikill,  and 
the  fuccefs  which  had  been  formerly 
difplayed  by  this  illallrious  Commander 
nr  Ahoukir,  it  was  not  greater  than 
that  which  bad  been  exhibited  in  the 
ait..ck  upon  the  fleet  moored  lor  the 
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defence  cf  Copenhagen.  liut  this  was 
not  ail.  Attcr  the  Ime  of  defence  was 
dettroyed,  and  w  hillt  a  ti  cmendous  tire 
was  dill  continued,  Lord  Ncilon  retired 
tohi&  jabin,andacldretrcd  a  letter  to  the 
Prince  Royal  of  Denmark.  He  tiien 
aiked  that  a  Hag  of  truce  might  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  land,  adding, at  the  lame  time, 
that  if  this  was  denied,  he  muft  be 
obliged  to  demolilh  the  Hoating  batte¬ 
ries  which  were  in  bis  power;  and  that 
in  hichcafe  he  could  not  anUNcr  for  tlie 
Jivci  of  the  brave  men  by  whom  tliey 
had  lieen  defemied.  To  the  aiilwer, 
which  required  to  know  the  motive 
of  luch  a  meiragc,  his  leply  was — that 
his  only  motive  was  humanity  3  tliat 
his  wiHi  was  to  prevent  the  further 
tlfufion  of  blood  ;  and  that  no  victory 
which  he  could  poifibly  gain  would 
artord  him  lo  much  plealinc  as  would 
refult  from  beina:  tijc  inltrumcnt  of  re- 
Itoring  the  amicable  intercourle  which 
had  fo  long  ex  1  tied  between  ills  Sove- 
leign  and  the  Government  of  Den¬ 
mark.  Lord  Neifon  in  co.il'equcnce 
went  on  Ihore,  and  was  received  by  a 
brave  and  generous  people — for  brave 
they  had  (hewn  themlclvts  in  tiieir  de¬ 
fence,  and  generous  in  the  oblivioii  of 
their  lofs — with  the  loudeft  and  molt 
general  acclamations.  TlicPrinct  Royal 
of  Denmark  had  alio  received  his  Loid- 
fiiip  in  a  manner  conformable  to  his 
high  character.  The  negociations  which 
enfucdbctwccn  thciw  it  would  be  highly 
improper  for  him  now  to  Itatc  ;  but  this 
he  mult  obferve,  that  Lord  Ncilon  had 
ihcwn  himfelf  as  wile  a>  he  was  brave, 
and  proved  that  there  may  be  united 
in  the  fame  perfon,  the  talents  of  the 
Warrior  and  the  Statefman  !  1  iic  nian- 
rcr  in  which  he  fpokt  of  Admiral 
CJraves,  Colonel  iituart,  and  the  red 
of  the  Gentlemen  who  Imd  co  ope¬ 
rated  with  him,  (hewed  the  kindneis  of 
his  nature  and  the  gallantry  cf  his  fpi- 
rif.  He  gave,  in  fait,  due  piaile  for 
their  good  conduct  to  all. — If  tliis, 
continued  Mr.  Addington,  inltcad  of 
be  iug  a  vi«5toryf  had  turned  out  to  be  a 
difalter,  that  would  not  have  been  4 
rcafon  why  we  (hould  acquiclce  in  pro- 
pofiti^ts,  or  iiibmit  to  a  fyitcm  iniuri- 
ous  to  the  vital  intcreils  efthis  coun¬ 
try.  But  now  that  vi»^tory  had  crowned 
our  ed'oits,  he  mult  lav,  tiut  there 
would  be  found  nothing  like  an  over¬ 
bearing  iniblence  on  the  part  of  the 
victors.  He  mult  fay  for  himfclfand 
hit  collc.ig'ie8,  that  they  were  ready  to 
lacrihec  every  thing  wiiicii  was  not  ab« 


(bluteiy  ciTennal,  in  order  lo  procurf  t 
liifc  and  lK>n ounible  peace.  He  foa- 
eluded  by  moving  a  vote  of  tlanks  to 
hir  Hyde  Parker,  “  for  the  able  and 
judicious difpolitlon  which  he  had  made 
of  the  Meet  under  his  command,  whea 
the  line  of  detence  before  Copenhagen 
was  forced,  and  a  figaal  victory  ob¬ 
tained." 

The  Vote  of  Thanks  to  Sir  Hyde  Par. 
ker,  was  then  put  and  carried,  mru 
con. 

The  Thanks  of  the  Hoiife  w  ere  then 
voted  in  like  nunner,  to  Lord  Nci¬ 
lon,  Admiral  Graves,  and  Colonel  St  a* 
art  of  the  49th  regiment,  and  the  other 
Officers. 

The  approval  and  aiknowlcdgcment 
of  the  conduct  of  the  Seamen,  Soldiers, 
and  Marines,  was  also  p.iircil,  mm,  ai>i. 

Mr.  Addington  ti.en  moved  an  Ad- 
drefi  to  his  Majclty,  that  a  monument 
might  be  cicctcd  to  ihc  memory  uf 
Captains  Kiou  and  Molle  in  the  Catl  t- 
dnil  of  i)t.  Paul.  He  laid,  at  the  fuiic 
time,  that  due  attention  Ihouid  he  paid 
to  their  lurviving  relatives.

It  appears  all'o,  that  that  Government, 
which  Europe,  troniits  pacific fentiments, 
has  lb  often  endcavouicd  to  convince  cf 
the  injuliice  of  its  prctcnlions,  has  rK>w 
determined  to  commenct;  a  war  for  tha 
C  c  c  X  iubic6iioQ 
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rabjcflion  cf  tu€  l*ea»  after  it  bat  ten¬ 
dered  icfelf  To  renowned  in  the  war  un¬ 
dertaken  for  the  free.iom  of  Europe. 

It  the  Britifh  MlnllUr  will  refer  to 
the  cenduff  of  England  againlt  Sweden, 
and  the  Neutral  Powers  in  general, 
during  this  war,  he  will  find  the  real 
caufe  why  His  S wedi.'h  MajcRy  has  Keen 
induced  toKelleve  that  the  formal  alliance 
of  fcveral  Powcis,  noting  upon  the  faint 
principles,  would  more  effect ually  tend 
to  convince  the  Court  of  London  of  the 
validity  of  thofc  principles,  than  by  any 
me  Power  rc::cwi.:g  thofc  recIam;:tiont 
which  have  hitherto  been  made  in  vain  j 
at  the  fame  lime  His  Majcfty  never  fup- 
pofcl  that  luth  an  alliance  would  be 
confulered  as  an  aci  of  hoifillty.  The 
Rritidi  Minilter  complains  that  the  Court 
of  London  was  rot  beluie  iniiruf^ed  of 
the  intention  of  the  rcfptiHve  Courts  to 
renew  the  convention  cf  ipSo  ;  hut  in  the 
i'ame  no^c  he  Hates,  that  England  had 
cnteied  into  engagemenli  this  war  with 
its  Allies  rcfpev'iing  neutrals}  thus  the 
avowal  of  the  Biiiiih  Minilter  is  an  an- 
Iwer  t*  his  own  charge.

Swedifh  Hag  at  Barcelona  — His  Swedifti 
Majcrty  mull,  douhtlcfs.  Hate  among  the 
offences  of  which  he  has  caufe  to  cora- 
p>lain,  that  after  one  cf  his  Minifters  had 
l>een  lent  to  the  Britifh  Court,  its  ag. 
grelfions,  inlfead  of  being  admitted  and 
fcnicdicU,  were  jurtlHed.  But  he  has 
fought  no  revenge} — his  Majefty  wifhes 
oidv  to  procure  that  fecurity  to  his  flag  to 
which  it  is  intitled.  In  coniequence  of 
this,  fenlimont,  the  undcifigned  is  cm- 
powercfl  to  declare, that  the  Britifh  Court 
fliall  acknowledge  the  rights  of  Sweden  ; 
that  it  Oiall  do  juHice  with  regard  to  the 
convoys  detained  in  1798,  as  well  as 
refpe^ing  the  violence  offered  to  the

has  been  fo  unjuftly  laid  on  the  Swedllh 
(hips.  HU  Majefty  will,  with  the  gieatcft 
pleafure,  fee  his  ports  again  opened  to  the 
trade  of  England,  and  the  ancient  good 
underftanding  between  the  two  Courts 
renewed.  His  Majefty,  imprefled  with 
that  dignity  due  to  his  Empire,  has,  in 
confequcrce  of  the  embargo  laid  upon 
the  Swedi(h  (hips,  placed  a  (iinilar  cm. 
bargo  on  all  EnglKh  vclTcIs  in  the  bar- 
hours  of  Sweden. 

As  the  pacific  tendency  of  the  prefent

ANSWER  OF  LORD  HAWKESBURY  TO 
THE  FOKECOING  NOTE. 

The  underfigned,  his  MajcHy's  Fii^ft 
Secretary  of  Slate  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
has  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  ihe  Note  of  the  4th  init.  of  Baron 
E.hreniwaid,  Minilter  Plenipctenliai y  of 
his  Swedifti  Majclty.  His  Majefty  has 
already  repeated  his  determined  and  un¬ 
alterable  leiolution  to  infilt  upon  the 
acknowledgement  of .  the  principles  of 
iholtf  maritime  rights  which  have  Hood 
the  left  of  ages,  and  have  been  confideied 
the  bed  iccurity  for  the  ju.:  rights  and 
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prifile^*  at  trell  of  Neutral  at  of  BeU 
lijpefcnt  Powert. 

The  explanationt  which  have  been  en¬ 
deavoured  to  be  made  relpefling  the  pre- 
ieat  Convention  have  not,  in  the  llighteft 
(Jegrect  weakened  the  impretfion  which 
was  produced  by  itt  Hrti  )»erutal,  namely, 
that  the  intentions  and  m)tives  of  the 
Contrafting  Powert  weie  hollile  to  the 
rights  of  his  Majelty  ;  and  this  impreifion 
fully  confirmed  by  obferving  that  the 
Northern  Courts  have  adopted  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  Convention  of  1780,  which 
was  entered  in^o  at  a  pericKl  when  the 
circumliances  of  the  war,  and  the  propoi  - 
tional  firength  of  the  navies  of  the  Bel¬ 
ligerent  Powers,  altered  what  was  betore 
a  general  rule  of  equity  to  all  nations, 
a:^  rendered  it  a  means  of  exclulive 
offence  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain. 

Under  thele circumliances,  the  embargo 
laid  upon  the  SwediHi  (hips  can  only  be 
canfidcrcd  as  an  a6i  of  legitimate  and 
necelTary  prudence,  and  cannot  be  other- 
wife  denominated,  while  the  Court  of 
Stockholm  continues  a  party  to  a  Con¬ 
vention,  the  objeft  of  which  is  to  impolc 
upon  his  Majetiv  a  new  maritime  I'yltcm, 
incompatible  with  the  dignity  of  his 
throne,  and  the  rights  and  interclis  of 
his  people.

tives.  Public  Odicers,  and  a  large  con- 
courfe  of  Citizens,  previoudy  to  which 
he  delivered  the  following  Addrefs  :  — 

“  FritnJs  anJ  Fellow  Citizent, 

**  Called  upon  to  undertake  the  duties 
of  the  firft  executive  office  of  our  coun¬ 
try,  1  avail  myielt  of  the  prefence  of  that 
portion  of  my  Fellow  Citizens  which  is 
here  aifemhied,  to  exprels  my  grateful 
thanks  for  the  favour  with  which  they 
have  been  pleated  to  look  towards  me,  to 
declare  a  iinccre  conicioufnels  that  the 
talk  is  above  my  talents,  and  chat  I  ap¬ 
proach  it  with  thole  anxious  and  awful 
prclentiments,  which  the  greacnefs  of  the 
charge,  and  the  weaknefs  of  my  powers, 
fo  julUy  infpiie.  A  riling  nation,  fpread 
over  a  wide  aird  fruitful  land,  travcrhng 


all  the  Teas  with  the  rich  produAions  of 
their  induifry  ;  engaged  in  commerce 
with  nations,  who  feel  power  and  forget 
right,  advancing  rapidly  to  detlinies  be¬ 
yond  the  reach  of  mortal  eye;  when  I  con¬ 
template  thele  tranfeendant  obicjls,  and 
Ice  the  honour,  the  happinefs,  and  the 
hopes  of  this  beloved  Country,  commit, 
ted  to  the  ilfue,  and  the  auTpices  ot  this 
dav,  1  ihritik  Irom  the  conteinplition, 
and  humble  mvlclf  before  the  magnitude 
of  the  undertaking.  Utterly,  indeed, 
(hould  I  dclpair,  did  not  the  pielencc  of 
miny  whom  1  here  Tec,  remind  me,  that 
in  the  other  high  aothoritics  provided  by 
our  ConHitution,  1  dull  find  refources 
ot  witdom,  of  virtue,  and  of  zeal,  on 
whicli  to  lely  under  ail  ditHctiltici.  To 
you  then,  Gentlemen,  who  arc  charged 
with  the  rovereii»n  fuowVionsoi  legifiation, 
and  to  thole  atfociated  with  yon,  I  look 
with  encouragement  tor  that  guidance  and 
I'upport,  whicli  liny  enable  us  to  fleer 
with  lal'ety  the  vellel,  in  which  we  arc 
all  eiiibai'ked,  amidit  the  cor.Hi^ling  ele¬ 
ments  of  a  troubled  world. 

“  During  thccontell  of  opinion  tlirougb 
which  we  have  palR'd,  the  animation  of 
dilciiirions  and  exertions  has  loinctimta 
worn  an  al'pcwt,  wliich  might  impui'e 
0!i  llrar.gcis  ur.ii:ed  to  think  freely,  a!Kl 
to  Ipeak  and  to  write  what  they  think  ; 
but  this  being  now  decided  by  the  vcicc 
of  the  nation,  announced  according  to  the 
rules  of  the  conllituiion,  all  a  ill  or  courle 
arrange  theinldvcs  under  the  will  of  the 
law,  and  unite  in  common  etfoits  for  the 
common  guu<l.  All  too  will  bear  in  inin^l 
this  iacicd  principle,  that  though  the  will 
of  the  majority  is  in  all  calcs  to  prevail, 
tliat  will  to  be  right tul  mull  be  rcalon- 
able  i  that  the  minority  pollefs  their  equal 
rights,  which  equal  la  as  mull  proted, 
and  to  violate  wouUl  he  cppiellion.  Let 
us,  then,  tcllaw  citizens,  ui'.ite  with  one 
iieart  ativl  one  mind  i  let  us  reltoie  to 
focial  intercourle  that  harmony  and 
affcw^ior,  without  which  liberty,  and 
even  life  itfclf,  aic  but  dreary  things  j 
and  let  us  rcflci^,  that  liaving  baniihC'! 
from  our  land  that  religious  intoleranct* 
under  which  mankind  lo  I  mg  bled  a.al 
luffered,  we  have  ye*  gained  little  if  ssc 
countenance  a  political  intolerance,  as 
delpotic  as  wicked,  and  capable  of  .as 
Iritler  and  hloody  p«  rfecutions.  During 
the  threes  and  corrvulfions  of  the  ancieiic 
world,  during  the  agonizing  fpaims  ot 
infuriated  man,  fecking  thiough  blo<Kl 
and  liaughtcr  his  long  lofi  liberty,  it  was 
rot  wondcrlul  that  the  agitation  of  the 
billows  (hould  reach  even  tiiis  ditlant  and 
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^ceful  ftiAre*->that  this  fhouid  be  more 
ielt  and  feared  by  feme  and  left  by  others, 
and  fhouid  divide  opinions  as  to  mcafures 
of  fafetyi  but  every  difference  of  opinion, 
it  not  a  diflference  of  principle.  We  have 
called  by  different  names  brethren  of  the 
fame  principle.  We  are  all  Republicans 
— all  Ftdcialilfs.  If  there  be  any  among 
us  whovi'ould  ^^illl  to  ditiolvc  this  union, 
cr  to  change  its  republican  lortn,  let 
them  hand  undiituibed  as  monuments  of 
the  fafety  witli  Nvliich  error  of  opinion 
may  be  toleiatcd  wluit  realen  is  left 
free  to  combat  it,  ]  knew,  iiulted,  that 
feme  honelt  men  ftai  tliat  a  Republican 
Goveinmcnl  cannot  be  Itrong  ;  that  tliis 
liovernment  is  not  liiong  enough.  Rut 
would  the  honelt  patriot,  in  the  fu!i  tide 
of  fucccitful  experiment,  abandon  a  Cjo- 
vernment  which  has  lo  tar  kept  us  tiee 
and  firm,  on  the  theoretic  and  viiionary 
fear  that  this  Government,  the  world’s 
beft  hope,  may,  by  pollibility,  want 
energy  to  prcieivc  itl'elf?  I  trult  nut; 
I  believe  this,  on  the  contrary,  the 
Hrongelt  Government  «n  earth.  I  believe 
it  the  only  one  where  every  man  at  the 
call  of  the  law  would  fiy  to  the  liandnrd 
of  the  law,  and  would  meet  invalions  of 
the  public  order,  as  his  own  periunal  con¬ 
cern.  Sometimes  it  is  laid  that  man  can- 
rot  be  trutled  with  the  government  of 
himfelf — Can  he  then  he  truded  with  the 
government  of  others  ?  Or  have  we  found 
angels  in  the  form  of  Kings  to  govern 
him  ?  Let  hillory  anfwtr  the  qiitliion. 
Let  us  then  with  courage  and  confi¬ 
dence  purine  our  own  federal  and  repub¬ 
lican  principles  $  our  attachment  to  union 
and  reprcfcntativc  government.  Kindly 
feparated  by  nature,  and  a  wide  ocean, 
from  the  exterminating  havoc  of  one 
quarter  of  the  globe,  too  high  minded 
to  endure  the  degradations  of  the  others  j 
poffeiling  a  chclen  corrntry,  with  room 
enough  lor  our  delcendants  to  tire  thou- 
landihand  thoufandth  generation  j  entei*- 
raining  a  due  I'enle  of  our  equal  right  to 
the  trie  of  our  own  faculties,  to  the  ac 
quifrlion  of  cur  own  indullry,  to  honour 
and  confidence  from  rni  fellow  citizens, 
nerulting  not  frem  bsrili,  hut  from  our 
aitiors,  and  therr  renic  of  them  j  enlight¬ 
ened  by  a  benign  religion,  protelled  indeed 
and  piatViied  rn  var  ior.s  tuirns,  yet  all  of 
them  inculcating  honeify,  truth,  tempe¬ 
rance,  gratitude,  and  the  love  of  man  ;  ac- 
knowlcdgiitg  and  adoring  an  over-rulirtg 
Providence,  whtch,  by  all  its  dil'penfa- 
t'cns,  proves  that  it  delights  in  the  hap- 
pinets  ut  luan  here,  a*.d  his  greater  hap- 
piuefs  hcrcaitei  ^'•ith  aUthel’c  bleirnrgs, 
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what  more  is  necelTary  to  make  us  a  happy 
and  profperous  people  ?  Still  one  thing 
more,  fellow  citizens  j  a  wife  and  frugal 
p^overnment,  which  can  reftrain  men  from 
injuring  one  another,  (hall  leave  them 
otherwilc  free  to  regulate  their  own  pur- 
fuits  of  indulfry  and  improvement,  and 
flrall  not  take  Irom  the  mouth  of  labour 
the  bread  it  has  earned.  This  is  the  firm  of 
good  government  i  and  this  is  neceflary  to 
dole  the  circle  of  our  felicities. 

“  About  to  enter.  Fellow  Citizens,  on 
the  exetcile  of  duties  which  comprehend 
ever  y  thing  dear  and  valuable  to  you,  it 
is  proper  you  fhouid  underhand  wlnt  I 
deem  the  eireutial  principles  of  our  Go¬ 
vernment,  and  conicqucntly  thofe  which 
ought  to  drape  its  Admirddration.  I 
w'ill  ccmpicfs  them  within  the  narrowed 
compals  they  will  bear,  dating  the  gene¬ 
ral  ptir)ciple, but  not  all  its  limitations; 
equal  ar;d  exa6f  julVice  to  all  men,  of  what¬ 
ever  Hate  or  peiruafion,  religious  or  pc- 
lliical  :  peace,  commerce,  and  honelt 
frieiutflrip  with  all  nations  j  entangling 
alliances  with  none :  the  lupport  of  the 
State  Governments  in  all  their  rights,  as 
'  therned  competent  adminidration  for  our 
domtdic  coi'.tcrns,  and  the  lured  hul- 
walks  againd  anti-republican  tendencies  *.  , 
the  prelcrvalion  of  the  general  govtin- 
ment  in  its  whole  conliitutioiral  vigour, 
as  the  fhctt  anchor  of  our  peace  at  home 
and  lafery  ahread  :  a  jealous  care  of  the 
right  of  tied  ion  by  the  people:  a  mild 
and  fafe  correHive  of  abufes  which  are 
lopped  by  the  fwoid  of  revolution,  where 

})eactablc  remedies  arc  unprovided :  abfo- 
utc  acquielcei’ce  in  the  dccifions  of  the 
majority,  the  vital  principle  of  republics, 
ficm  which  is  no  appeal  but  to  force, 
the  vital  principle  and  immediate  parent 
of  delpotilm  :  a  weli  difciplined  militia, 
our  bed  reliance  in  peace,  and  for  tire 
fird  moments  of  war,  till  regulars  may 
relieve  tlrcm  ;  the  iVrprcmacy  of  the  civil 
over  the  military  auihoriry  ;  economy  in 
the  (Hiblic  expence,  that  labour  may  be 
lightly  hur  thcr>ed:  the  honed  payment  of 
our  debts,  ar.d  facied  piclervation  of  the 
pulil.c  faith  :  ciicouiagemvnt  of  agiicnl- 
tur  e,  and  of  commerce,  as  its  handmaid  r 
the  didiifion  of  information,  and  artaign- 
riient  of  all  ahuies  at  the  bar  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  realen  :  freedom  of  religion,  freedom 
of  the  prels,  and  freedom  of  the  peilbn, 
under  prote^ion  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  r 
at^d  trial  by  juries  impartially  felc^fed. 
Thele  principles  form  the  bright  conlfel- 
lation  which  has  gone  before  us,  and 
guided  our  Ifeps  through  an  age  of  revo¬ 
lution  and  reformation,  i  he  wildom  of 
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lUour  figes,  and  hlooil  of  our  heroet, 
have  been  devoted  to  their  attainment  i 
they  fhould  be  the  creed  of  our  political 
faith;  the  text  of  civic  iniiru^iion,  the 
touchdonc  by  which  to  try  the  iervices  of 
thofe  we  trull  j  and,  fhould  we  wander 
from  them  in  moments  of  error,  or  of 
alarm,  let  us  haden  to  retrace  our  dtps, 
and  regain  the  road  which  alone  leads  to 
peace,  liberty,  and  fafety. 

“  1  repair,  then,  P'ellow  Citizens,  to 
the  port  you  have  alligncd  me.  With 
experience  enough  in  iuburdinate  offices 
to  have  Iccn  the  difficulties  of  this,  the 
greateil  of  all,  I  have  learnt  to  expeft 
that  it  will  rarely  fall  to  the  lot  of  im- 
pcife^l  man  to  retire  from  this  flation 
with  the  reputation  and  the  favour  which 
bring  him  into  it.  Without  pretenlions 
ft)  that  high  confidence  you  repofed  in 
our  fit  ft  and  greateft  revolutionary  cha- 
rafler,  whole  pre.eminer.t  fervices  had 
Entitled  him  to  the  firft  place  in  his 
Country’s  love,  and  dcllined  for  him  the 
faircll  page  in  the  volume  of  faithful 
liiltory,  I  alk  fo  much  confidence  only 
as  may  give  firmnel's  and  eftV^i  to  the 
legal  adminitlration  of  yonr  affairs.  1 
fhall  often  go  wrong  through  deteil  of 
judgment :  when  right,  1  fhall  often  be 
thought  wrong  !»y  thole  whole  pofitions 
will  not  command  a  view  of  the  whole 
ground.  I  afle  your  indulgence  for  my 
own  error,  which  will  never  be  inten¬ 
tional  j  and  your  fupport  againft  the 
errors  of  others,  who  may  condemn 
what  they  would  not  if  Teen  in  all  Its 
parts.  The  approbation  implied  by  your 
fuffrages  is  a  great  conlblation  fo  me  for 
the  palt,  and  my  future  f'oiicituJe  will  he 
to  retain  the  good  opinion  of  thofe  who 
have  heliow'ed  it  in  advance  ;  to  conciliate 
that  of  others,  by  doing  them  all  the  good 
in  my  power,  and  to  be  inftrumental  to 
the  happiiieis  and  freedom  of  all. 

“  Kelying,  then,  on  the  patronage  of 
your  good  will,  I  advance  wiiii  obedience 
to  the  w'orlc,  ready  to  ittiie  from  it  when¬ 
ever  you  become  renfible  now  much  bet¬ 
ter  choice  it  is  in  your  power  to  make  ; 
and  may  that  infinite  Power,  which  rules 
thedetfiniesof  the  iinivcrle,  lead oui  coun¬ 
cils  to  what  is  l>tll,  and  give  them  a, 
favourable  iifue  for  your  peace  and  prof- 

pti  It)'.'*

After  the  oppreflions  which  neutral 
r.avig.Kijn  ar.i  c^inmeicc  have  experi¬ 


enced  fince  the  beginning  of  the  war  on 
the  part  of  the  Englifti  Navy,  ihcdiffeiwt 
Courts  interefted  could  no  longer  refrain* 
after  fo  many  iirelcfs  complaints,  from 
prote6ling  the  violated  rights  of  their 
liihjcfls  with  more  energy.  The  refult 
was,  the  Convention  entered  into  on  the 
1 6th  of  December  i8oo,  between  KufTu, 
Denmark,  and  Sweden,  the  juft  and  mo. 
derate  principles  of  which  had  been  fbr- 
iiierly  adopted  and  followed  by  the  Court 
of  London  itfclf  j  ami  his  Majcfty,  the 
King  of  Prnllia,  who  had  equally  experi¬ 
enced  this  violence,  prejudicial  to  his 
States  and  flag,  did  not  helitate  to  accede 
to  the  Treaty.  The  contrafting  Couits 
were  on  the  point  of  communicating  tu 
the  Belligerent  Power*  their  Convention* 
and  of  adopting  arrangements  with  them, 
w'hen  KngIJMd,  by  an  onexpc^led  ftep, 
difconccrted  this  amicable  dchgn,  by  lay¬ 
ing  an  embargo  upon  all  the  mips  of  the 
Maritime  Powers  of  the  North  in  her 
ports,  and  thus  flicwing  hcrfelf  as  an 
enemy.  It  might  be  expefted  that  his 
Priilfian  M/jcIly  could  not  look  upon  this 
condiK^t  with  a  favourable  eye  and  with 
indifference  :  to  tliis  end  he  fenl  foon  alter 
to  the  Court  of  London  the  Declaration ot 
the  X  itli  February,  avowing  formally  and 
piibliciv  his  acceflion  to  the  Convention 
of  Sr.  Peterlbwrgli,  and  ffiewing,  at  the 
fame  time,  the  means  by  which  the  ditfei  - 
enccs  might  be  accommodated,  and  an 
entire  rupture  avoided.  But,  inllead  of 
adopting  the  expedient  propolcd,  Kng- 
land  palled  over  in  filencc  the  Note  tranU 
mitred ^to  Lord  Can  sfort,at  Berlin.  Slio 
has  continued  to  treat  as  enemies  ibe  fla^js 
of  the  Nvrth  $  and,  in  a  Note  lent  by  the 
Sreretary  of  State,  Lord  Hawkelbury,  co 
the  Knvov  from  Sweden,  Baron  Khren- 
Iward,  dated  London,  the  7lh  March, 
flic  has  .once  more  manifellcd  her  falle 
principles  lo  often  ictuted,  **  That  un¬ 
der  the  prefent  ciicumltances  the  einhargj 
laid  upon  tiie  Swedilh  Ihips  could  not  be 
taken  off  whillt  the  C  uirt  of  Stockholm 
remained  attached  to  a  Coalition,  which 
had  no  other  obje^  than  to  force  hit  Bri 
tannic  Majelly  to  accept  a  new  maritime 
law  incompatible  with  the  dignity  and 
independence  of  hii  Crown,  as  well  as 
with  the  rights  of  hit  lubjeMs.**  Such  a 
declaration  was  foon  alter  lent  to  the 
(.ourt  of  Denmark  j  and  it  was  ad<leti, 
that  (he  was  required  to  abamlon  the 
Northern  Coalition,  and  to  enter  into  a 
leparate  negotiaticn  with  England.  Af¬ 
ter  having  received  a  lepty  in  the  negative,

They  lhall  confequently  obferve,  in 
their  full  extent,  all  the  ordinances  and 
difpofitionsof  his  Pruifian  Majefty, both 
Id  regard  to  the  entry  of  his  troops,  and 
to  the  Electoral  States.  The  Hanoverian 
troops,  which  have  hitherto  been  cm-

marcation  in  the  North  of  Germany, 
lliall  be  dilbanded,  as  well  as  a  propor¬ 
tionate  number  of  the  other  troopfe  of 
the  Kleftorate.

left  fup|)orted  by  the  Lake  Maadie, 
where  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  who  was  polled

SIR, 

My  dlfpatchcs  of  the  izd  ult.  hy  the 
Speedwell,  will  have  acquainted  you,  for 
the  information  of  the  Lords  Commif- 
fioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  the  aruia- 
ment  on  that  day  quitted  the  harbour  of 
Marmorlce  for  this  place,  which  the  whole 
fleet  reached  on  the  id  inff.  the  Turkifh 
gun-hcats  and  kaicks  excepted,  all  of 
'*hich,  by  night,  bore  up  for  Macri, 
Cyprus,  and  other  ports,  during  the 
prevalence  of  ftrong  wederly  gales  that 
we  encountered  on  the  paflage. 

Too  much  of  the  day  of  our  arrival 
fcere  had  elapfed  before  all  the  fhips  could 
get  to  anchorage,  to  admit  of  the  landing 
being  effe^led  before  the  approach  of 
night  t  and  an  unfortunate  lucccHion  of 
flrong  northerly  gales,  attended  by  a  hea* 
▼y  fwell,  rerdered  it  impotfible  to  dif- 
cmbaik  before  the  8ih.  The  ntcefHiy 
preparations  were  made  on  the  preceding 
evening.  The  boats  began  to  receive 
the  troops  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
•nd  at  three  the  fignal  was  made  for  their 
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proceeding  to  rendezvous  near  the  Mon 
(lovi,  anchored  about  a  gun  fliot  fivm  the 
Oiore,  wht're  it  had  been  determined  that 
they  were  to  be  aflemhied  and  properly 
arranged  ;  bur  fuch  wrs  the  extent  of  the 
anchorage  ecciq  icd  hy  fo  large  a  fleet, 
and  fo  great  the  diifancc  of  many  of  them 
from  any  one  given  point,  that  it  was  not 
till  nine  the  fignal  could  he  niaie4or 
the  boats  to  advance  towards  the  fhore. 

'I'hc  whole  line  began  to  move  with 
great  celerity  towards  the  beach,  between 
the  Caflle  of  Abouklr  and  the  entiarice  of 
the  Sed.  undtr  the  ilirc6Vion  of  the  Hon. 
Capt.  Cochrane,  of  his  Majefly's  Ihip  the 
Ajax,  aflilfcd  by  Captains  Sieevenidn, 
Scott,  Larmour,  A')thorpe,  and  Moiii« 
ion,  of  the  Kuropa,  Stately,  Diadem, 
Druid,  and  rhifive,  .and  the  reTpe^five 
agents  of  tianfpt  rts,  the  right  hank  he-. 
ing*prc tested  by  the  Ciucllc  cutter,  ai»d 
the  Dangereufe  and  janillary  gun-vellcls  i 
and  the  left,  by  the  Entrepenant  cutter, 
Malta  fchooner,  and  Negreffe  gun-velle!, 
with  two  launches  of  the  fleet  on  each, 
armctl  for  the  purpofe  ot  lupplying  the 
places  of  the  Turkifh  gun-vefTels,  of 
whofc  fervicc  I  had  been  deprived.  Cap¬ 
tain  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  of  the  Tigre,  with 
the  Captains  Riboleaii,  Guion,  Siville, 
Burn,  and  Hillyat,  of  the  Alfrea,  Kurus, 
Experiment,  Blonde,  and  Niger,  appoint¬ 
ed,  with  a  detachir.cnt  of  Icamcn,  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  army,  had  the  charge 
of  the  launches,  with  the  ficld-ariiiicry 
accompany Hig  the  troops.  The  Tar¬ 
tarus  and  Fury  were  placed  in  proper  fitu- 
ations  for  throw  ing  Ihot  and  fhells  with 
advantage  j  and  the  Pcteicll,  Caineleon, 
and  Minorca,  were  moored  as  near  as  pof- 
libie,  w'ith  their  hroadfides  to  the  fliore. 

The  CT.emy  had  not  failed  toavai!  him- 
fclf  ot  the  unavoidable  delays  to  which 
we  had  l>een  txpolcd,  for  ftiengthening 
the  naturally  ditficulf  coalt  to  which  we 
were  to  approach.  The  whole  gariiloa 
of  Alexandria,  laid  to  amount  to  near 
3000  men,  reinforced' with  many  fmall 
detachments  that  had  been  obftrvcd  fo 
advance  from  the  Rofetta  branch,  wag 
appointed  for  its  defence.  Field -jritcfg 
were  placed  on  the  molt  commanding 
heights,  and  in  the  intervals  of  the  nu. 
mrrous  fand-hiils  wfiich  covei  the  fljore, 
all  of  w’hich  weie  lined  with  mufquctry  j 
the  beach  on  either  wing  beirg-flarked 
with  cannon,  and  parties  of  cavalry  held 
in  rcadinefs  to  advar.ee. 

The  fire  of  the  enemy  was  fucceflively 
opened  from  their  mortars  aiul  field- 
pieces,  as  the  boats  got  within  their 
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reach,  and  at  they  approached  to  the 
fliore,  the  excelhve  difchargc  of  grape- 
fhot  and  mufquetry  from  behind  the 
fand-hillt  feemed  to  threaten  them  with 
deftruAion,  while  the  Caftle  of  Aboukir 
on  the  right  flank  maintained  a  conflant 
and  harrafling  difcharge  of  large  fhot  and 
flielli  {  but  the  ardour  of  our  officers  and 
menwat  not  to  be  damped.  No  moment 
of  hefitation  intervened.  The  beach  was 
arrived  at,  a  footing  obtained  }  the  troops 
advanced,  and  the  enemy  were  forced  to 
rrlinquiih  all  the  advantageous  pofitions 
which  they  had  held. 

The  boats  returned  without  delay  for 
the  fecond  dlvifion  ;  and  before  evening 
the  whole  army,  with  few  exceptions, 
was  landed,  with  fuch  articles  of  provi* 
fions  and  flores  as  required  the  moff  im- 
meiliate  attention.  1  refer  to  the  Gene- 
lal’s  report  for  the  lofs  fuifaintd  by  the 
army  in  this  dangerous  and  difficult  fcr- 
vice.  I  enclofe  the  cafualties  of  the  fqua- 
dron  and  tranfports,  and  feel  much  fatif- 
fi6fion  in  conveying  to  their  Lordfhips 
my  full  teftimony  to  the  merits  of  all  the 
officers  and  men  employed  under  my  or¬ 
ders  on  this  arduous  occafion.
